Ride ’em, cowboy 
Critical Mass 
returns to Edmonton 


AFTER A HIATUS, CRITICAL MASS IS 
coming back to the streets of 
Edmonton this Friday (Aug. 29). The 
group cycle through the city is orga- 
nized as a fun recreational activity 
but aims to educate people about the 
alternatives to car culture. 

CM is held on the last Friday of 
every month in over 300 cities 
worldwide, and organizer Sheila 
McKeage hopes to make it a lasting 
tradition in Edmonton as well. 
McKeage says she decided to restart 
critical mass after she came back 
from a long stint in Asia. 

“Edmonton has changed since I 
left,” she writes in an email. “Car- 
centred developments / monstrosi- 
ties like South Edmonton Common 
have cropped up, forcing people to 
drive from store to store, while 
Heritage Mall sits basically empty. It 
seems Edmonton is being planned 
around cars, not communities.” 

McKeage believes there are plenty 
of ways the city could contribute to 
improving conditions for those who 
choose to use bikes as their primary 
form of transportation. “Edmonton 
does have some excellent bike paths; 
however, they tend to be incongru- 
ous and in rather poor repair,” she 
explains. “Ideally, the city could 
improve the bike paths by increasing 
the connectivity between them, pro- 
viding better lighting and building 
bicycle overpasses on especially 
ed roads like Jasper Ave.”

Mid-East “separation” wall 
severs Palestinian villages 


JAYYOUS, WEST BANK—WHEN 
Prime Minister Ariel Sharon 
describes the wall Israel is building, 
he makes it sound harmless. But US 
President George Bush deftly cut 
through that fagade when he noted 
that “the fence ... kind of meanders 
around the West Bank, which makes 
it awfully hard to develop a contigu- 
ous state.” So did American 
Secretary of State Colin 
Powell when he recent 

ly told the Israeli news- 
paper Maariv that he 
fears “the fence is devel- 
oping in a way that will 
make it very difficult to 
reach the next stage of 

the road map.” 

In Jayyous, the 
Palestinian village on the 
West Bank that is my 
home, we began living 
with this problem last 
September, when a shep- 
herd found a paper hang- 
ing from an olive tree. It 
was a military order 
instructing us to meet an 
Israeli army officer to tour 
the “separation” wall’s path. 

Hundreds of area 
Palestinians turned out. Most 
farmers expected that the 
wall would be near the 
Green Line, Israels pre-1967 
border with the West Bank: 
But we learned that the wall 
would be built almost four miles east 
of the Green Line, as close as 90 feet 
from Jayyous’ homes, separating our 
residential area from our farmland. 

People burst into tears. Some faint- 
ed. With the wall, Israel is taking 75 
percent of Jayyous’ most fertile land, 
including all our irrigated farmland, 
seven wells and 12,000 olive trees. 
Jayyous’ 3,000 residents depend 
almost entirely on agricultural 
income. So this means a loss of our 
livelihoods, dreams, hopes, future 
and heritage. 


CUT OFF FROM LAND 

Jayyous is just one example. The 
wall is cutting through Palestinian 
villages all across our fertile Qalqilya 
region, and causing destruction in 
dozens of West Bank villages. 
Thousands of farmers can’t reach 
their land. Gates are supposed to pro-

Peaceful 
resistance also avoids giving 
the Israeli military justifica- 
tions to kill more Palestinians. 
[hope peaceful protests will 
leave a positive impact on 

Israeli soldiers and strength- 
en our partnership with Israeli peace 
groups. 

The majority of Palestinians are 
now completely convinced that non- 
violent resistance is the best choice. 
The whole idea of the wall is wrong. 
Tt will never lead to a just and real 
peace. 

I don’t even want them to build 
the wall on the Green Line, becauise it 
will truly be an “apartheid wall,” 
preventing the development of 
understanding between our cultures. 

It’s so important for us to find one 
language—for peace. From Jayyous, 
we call on people from around the 
world to help us stop this unjust 
wall.

Motor heads used to have a place 
to drive out their demons 


LONG BEFORE “FUEL SHORTAGE,” 
“emissions control,” and “compact” 
entered the car lover's vocabulary, 
muscle monsters ripped and tore at 
the asphalt at the Edmonton 
International Speedway. And ona 
busy afternoon tens of thousands 
turned out to watch. 

“Back in those days a guy lived 
and breathed and died for his car,” 
says Stan Ankers, a decades-long 
member of the Edmonton drag rac- 
ing community. “In ‘67, when the 
[Edmonton International] Speedway 
opened, it really caught on. ‘67, ‘68, 
‘69, '70—those were probably the 
best four years for the sport of drag 
racing in this town.” 

“We knew our cars, we knew our 
drivers, and we knew which ones 
were good contenders for a particu- 
lar race.” 

His life-long interest in drag rac- 
ing began in the stands and eventu- 
ally took him to the position of 
Technical Inspector at the track, 
overlooking safety concerns. In those 
days up to 300 “grocery-getters” 
(your average street-legal vehicles) 
would show up on a Wednesday 
evening to compete or just hang out. 
He estimates that the Budweiser 
Motorsports Park by the 
International Airport, in use today, 
has peaked at less than 200 cars. 

He remembers a very different 
hands-on time when a group of 
guys would bond by building a car 
from chassis up—with no electron- 
ics or computers to help them.

REMEMBER HOW YOU USED TO WEAR 
your “Free South Africa” shirt in the 
Amnesty International club, writing 
all those letters for Nelson Mandela 
and singing that “Sun City” song in 
the hallways in high school? 

Well, we're all a little older and 
wiser now. But the ‘80s and early 
‘90s were really thrilling, seeing 
Mandela released after over 30 years 
in prison and black South Africans 
voting for the first time in South 
Africa's history. In spite of the demo- 
cratic growing pains that followed, it 
was among the most joyful 
moments of liberation in the 20th 
Century, buoyed always by the 
singing and dancing that became 
iconic images of that liberation. 

Amandla! A Revolution in Four-Part 
Harmony is a documentary that 
traces the history of freedom songs 
sung by the musicians, activists and 
poets who used music to find their 
way out from under the oppression 
of apartheid. It speaks of those who 
grew up listening to their mothers 
sing dirges when there was no food 
for the family; of exiles like Hugh 
Masekela, Abdullah Ibrahim, and 
Miriam Makeba; of the freedom- 
fighters turned legislators like 


Thandi Modise 

It is directed by the American Lee 
Hirsch, who was moved towards the 
South African cause when he discov- 
ered his high school had invest- 
ments there. By the end of the school 
he had convinced his school to 
divest, and he began developing a 
deep commitment to a free South 
Africa and a lifelong love of South 
African music. 

Amandla! opens with footage from 
1998, when the body of activist-com- 
poser Vuyisile Mini was exhumed. 
He was executed in 1964, at about 
the same time that many of the 
musicians featured in this film began 
their exile. In many ways, this is a 
film about Mini's legacy, one he 
didn’t live to see, but one in which 
he and others had an unmistakable 
role. 

Beginning with the implementa- 
tion of apartheid in the ‘50s, Hirsch’s 
subjects tell stories, sometimes per- 
sonal, sometimes bristling with the 
significance of history, of the songs 
and the events that inspired them. 
And sometimes they are very, very 
close indeed. 

The composer of the sarcastic 
“Beware Verwoerd” is Vuysile Mini, 
and its social importance is indistin- 
guishable from its political power. 
Singer Sophie Mgcina and actor 
Dolly Rathebe start singing songs 
like “Beware Verwoerd” and laugh, 
remembering how that was the song 





you would sing to make the police 
really mad. And the sweet 
“Meadowlands” is about the 
destruction of the black community 
in Sophiatown and the forced reloca- 
tion toa government-constructed 
slum. In the '70s, as the ANC 
became stronger and more milita- 
rized, lyrics would change accord- 
ingly—" the Bible” in lyrics being 
replaced by “AK’s.” Everyone, from 
the guerilla fighters to the members 
of the community choir to Nelson 
Mandela seems to know every one 
of them 

And in the 1980s, when the world 
began to really pressure South 
Africa, came the toyi-toyi, a 
march/ dance that old apartheid 
policemen interviewed for the film 
nervously proclaimed as “irritating.” 
More than irritating, it was a dance 
of resistance and, when performed 
in numbers, a very real threat. The 
archival footage of this era bears wit- 
ness to this, thousands of black 
South Africans singing and dancing 
in time, as if no tear gas or beatings 
can stem the flow. 

Hirsch and producer Sherry 
Simpson have a background in 
music video, which serves them well 
here: the opening credits are simple 
and stylish, and the interviews are 
all captured in saturated colours and 
high-contrast, lending some visual 
panache to the often moving conver- 
sation. Archival footage and re- 
enactments round out the talking 
heads, and also provides a scholarly 
balance to the reminiscings. 

And being music people, they use 
the soundtrack to exceptional effect. 
Freedom songs are indeed inspira- 
tional, and they carry this film.

Elusive quarry 


Remarkable documentary takes sides but 
sets standard for agnoticism 


CAPTURING THE FRIEDMANS

THE TWIN AIMS OF ANDREW JAR- 
ecki’s Capturing the Friedmans are 
tidily encapsulated by the harrowing 
documentary’s doubly ironic title. 
Aim One: Expression of derision. 
Yes, the cops, the judiciary and the 
media managed to imprison mem- 
bers of the New Jersey family, but 
their kill-a-fly-with-cannon pursuit 
of justice fostered its own crimes, the 
cruelty of which are amplified by the 
generally benign, near-nebbishy 
demeanor of the clan under attack. 
Aim Two: Expression of limita- 
tion. Yes, the documentary captures, 
with remarkable breadth and alarm- 
ing depth, the personalities and the 
politics of the family as it disinte- 
grates, but the documentary force- 
fully convinces us of the difficulty— 
or perhaps the outright impossibili- 
ty—of the comprehensive under- 
standing of complex human affairs. 
A celebrated high school science 
teacher, Arnie Friedman gave pri- 
vate computer lessons in the base- 
ment of his Great Neck home, assist- 
ed by his youngest son Jesse. When 
postal inspectors tell the cops that 
Arnie is receiving magazines featur- 
ing naked youths through the mail, 
the justice system and the media 
come down on Arnie—and his fami- 
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ly—like a ton of Apple Is, with little 
regard for due process or fact. 

Jarecki certainly has an agenda 
where Aim One is concerned. He 
gives the cops, the judge and one of 
the Friedmans’ accusers ample 
opportunity to slice, batter and 
deep-fry their own credibility. 
Whatever Arnie might legitimately 
have been prosecuted for, it’s clear 
that the police became sure early on 
that he was guilty of every grim 
extension thereof—so sure of it, in 
fact, that they made a point of force- 
fully explaining to the student “vic- 
tims” and their parents the depravi- 
ty that had been perpetrated in the 
Friedmans’ basement, although 
some of the students were some- 
what surprised to learn that they'd 
been raped. 

It can’t be easy to be acop ora 
judge, but the bust lust that’s readily 
evident amongst the officials in this 
case, in the face of lousy evidence, is 
absurdly comic and distressingly 
disheartening, especially as the 
forces of rectitude sweep the 
undoubtedly blameless Jesse into the 
maelstrom. 

But while Jarecki takes a side 
where the legalities are concermed, 
he’s a model—perhaps the model— 
of balance, of agnosticism, where 
exploring the family is concerned. 
Aided by the thorough video diary 
of the crisis compiled by the 
Friedman’s son David and by his 





recent interviews with the partici- 
pants, Jarecki plays the audience 
relentlessly, exploiting—or expos- 
ing—our inclination to seize on sim- 
ple explanations for the complex. 
Whenever you find yourself think- 
ing, “Ok, now I see what's going on,” 
Jarecki lays another fact on the table 
and you realize that your simple- 
minded compartmentalization of the 
facts is wholly inadequate. The 
process fosters a confounding mix- 
abe See empathy and uni- 
ve loubt. It’s an experience not 
to be missed.

CULTURE JAMMING, THE PUBLIC 
act of subverting the power of 
advertising and other media mes- 
sages, has a po-mo street credibility 
that makes it seem like a recent cre- 
ation of achingly earnest anti-glob- 
alist placard-wavers. Adbuster-pro- 
pogated phrases like “mindshare,” 
“mental environment” and “reality 
hacking” shade in the edges of 
what little discourse there seems to 
be anymore around the prolifera- 












tion of paid messages onto every 
surface of the urban landscape. The 
pleasure of Jill Sharpe's snappy 
shot-on-video doc Culture Jam is 
that it actually makes its topic look 
like fun. 

Jack Napier of the San Francisco's 
Billboard Liberation Front gives the 
punchiest, least dogmatic-sounding 
definition of culture jamming: 
“Steal the best ideas, remake them 
as your own and go out and do 
something new—I mean, that’s 
what artists and freaks and 
pranksters have done forever.” He 
and his buddies have been artfully 
defacing billboard advertisements 
for over 25 years, and when people 
approach him to “join” the BLF, he 
tells them to go start their own

group with the helpful advice, 
“Don’t get caught.” 

Culture Jam follows the recent 
exploits of the BLF, as well as New 
York-based anti- 
Disney crusader 
Reverend Billy of 
the Church of 
Stop Shopping 
and Carly Stasko, 
a high school stu- 
dent in Toronto 
who likes to put 
stickers on sub- 
way ads. The con- 
nections and 
motivations 


are somewhat dis- 
continuous, but 
Sharpe seems to 
have more in 
mind than a snapshot of the state of 
present-day culture jamming. She 
wants to remind viewers that public 
spaces used to belong to everybody 
before advertisers bought them all 
up and directed our spiritual exi- 
gencies to the nearest strip mall. 
Ignoring those messages is one 
valid reaction; altering the message 
to reveal its often sleazy cultural 
assumptions and unspoken truths 
is another, no matter what the cops 
might say. 

The BLF are definitely the sexiest 
of the subjects, a pack of secretive 
weirdoes who pursue the art and 
the thrill of billboard parody with 
military precision. One sequence is 
even shot with infrared lights as 
BLF infantry apply adhesive error 
messages to Internet advertise- 
ments all over town.

carry the film. Cheap and quick as it 
may be, Culture Jamming is essential 
viewing for anyone who is subject- 
ed to a steady stream of slick, psy- 
chologically manipulative ads that 
encourage them to mindlessly con- 
sume,

The Western Canadian Music Alliance's 
Awards nominees were announced last 
week. Congratulations to local artist nomi- 
nees The Corb Lund Band, Samantha King, 
The Sandro Dominelli Quintet, and Bill 
Bourne; nods also go to nominated indus- 
try personnel Holger Petersen and Stony 
Plain Records, Barry Allen, Peter North and 
Melanie Cheek. 

In 1999 the Prairie Music Alliance was 
formed to unite and strengthen the music 
industry in the prairie provinces.

BEBOP CORTEZ 


WHAT THE HELL IS ELECTRO-MOUS- 
tache-funk? It may sound like a 
cheesy Boogie Nights holdover, but 
Bebop Cortez guitarist Curtis Ross 
has some serious words on the topic. 
“It’s almost two concepts in one,” he 
says. “The album is done more DJ 
style—in kind of a DJ Shadow or 
Kid Koala style—but the band is all 
live. It’s having a studio cut and 
paste album, but recreating that with 
a live band.” 

The album Ross refers to is an 
almost-complete collection of vari- 
ous studio sessions and informal 
four-track recordings from 
Edmonton and Montreal that repre- 
sents his vision of electro-mous- 
tache-funk. “I just record and record 
all the time,” Ross says of his musi- 
cal obsession, “but even though 
they’re all from different sources, 
they all have the same sort of vibe.” 

That vibe can be a tough one to 
reproduce live when all you've got is 
drums, bass, guitar and keyboards, 
but Ross has assembled some of 
Edmonton's finest players to make it 
work. Bassist Jay Cairns and drum- 
mer Fred Benton—Ross’ band mates 
in the funk revival colossus 
Superband and the rhythm section 
of the late Hi-Phoniqgs—hold down 
the groove seamlessly, while Doug 
Organ handles keyboard duties. 

“Tt was pretty much a natural 
choice,” he says. “They’re the best 
rhythm section around, and we’ve 
been playing together for so long it’s 
an almost telepathic thing where we 
already know where each other is 
going.” 

Although all three share a deep 
affinity for old-school funk—Ross 
has even jammed with George 
Clinton and Parliament—Bebop 
Cortez moves those roots in new 
directions. “The main thing with 
funk is it’s always been quite experi- 
mental music,” he says. “It’s always 
combining a lot of different facets of 

culture. On our record there's 
stuff like dub and rock and electro, 
so it’s a lot more ‘art’ than most funk 
records would be, but that throbbing

FOR FANS LIKE ME WHO REMEM- 
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bittersweet affair to honour the 
memory of his two best friends and 
band members. 

Insurrection got its start in 1994 in 
Edmonton with Adams and friends 
Christian Seiphner and Jaime 
O/Hara. The trio was soon joined by 
guitarist Ryan Zukowski and singer 
Nonny Ulrich, and made a lasting 
impression on Edmonton’s close- 
knit punk scene with a crushing mix 
of crust-punk in the vein of Doom 
and Amebix. Scour any street punk 
show today and you're bound to 
find someone with a faded 
Insurrection patch sewed onto their 
jacket with the trademark masked 
bomber logo. 

After Adams and Ulrich moved to 
Victoria briefly in 1996, shows grew 
less frequent, and the band played 
their unofficial last gig in 1997. 
That's when tragedy struck for 
Adams and Zukowski. In April 
1998, Seiphner died in a drowning, 
accident in Lake Wabamun. Two 
weeks later O'Hara died of a heroin 
overdose in Toronto. 

“We were like brothers,” 
Adams, “especially me and 
Christian. I had known him for 10 
years. It was the harshest thing that’s 
ever happened to me.” But Adams 
managed to pull it together and use 
the tragedy positively. “Fora year I 
was ultra-fucked,” he says, “but the 
worst event of my life turned out to 
be the best event of my life, because I 
had to reevaluate everything.” 
During his time with Insurrection, 
Adams had dropped out of high 
school, working grunt jobs to get by. 

“I was so depressed I used school as 
my escape,” recalls Adams, “and 
put all my time into finishing high 
school.”

ORCHESTRAL MANOEUVRES 

If you're thinking of attending some 
concerts for the first time, the ESO 
kicks off its 2003-2004 concerts with 
Symphony Under the Sky at 
Hawrelak Park this weekend (Aug 28- 
Sept 1). ESO’s conductor David Hoyt 
sees it as an easy, relaxed way to 
acquaint oneself with the orchestra.

THE MOMENT THIS ALBUM BE- 
came my soundtrack to sunny, early 
momings, I knew something was 
amiss. Expectations can be a bitch, 
and I had the feeling they were set- 
ting me up for a fall on this one. The 
Weakerthans’ last effort, Left And 
Leaving, occupies a special sentimen- 
tal seat in my list of favorite albums, 
unassailable by the corrupting hands 
of time and critics. John K. Samson's 
singular poetic vision lingers among 
everyday lives and antique store 
Canadiana with an unhurried gait: 
stark, wheat-field folk-rock-meets- 
pop-punk rhythms of beautiful 
melancholy, filled with metaphors of 
yearning, and vulnerability, buoyed 
by frail, guarded 
optimism. 

They were big, 


fill. But with the 
rollicking, mili- 
tary drums and 
bold trumpets “(Manifest)” opening 
Reconstruction Site, they’re off and 
running somewhere unexpected. 
Well, not entirely. The sly, literate 
prose filtered through wavering 
vocals still dwells in corners of life 
either too big or too small to express 
with such uncanny eloquence. But 
things have changed in the three 
years since Left And Leaving. 
Samson’s got a bit more confidence 
in his step now, a bit more playful- 
ness in his poetry, and a bit more 
backbone in his band’s delivery. 
“Our Retired Explorer (Dines With 
Michel Foucault in Paris, 1961)’ is 
among the most bouncy, lightheart- 
ed pop fare The Weakerthans have 
written, despite the obtuse social 
cominentary buried within refer- 
ences to Shackleton, Derrida, and 
French-speaking penguins. Samson 
chides himself for his histrionics 
from his cat's perspective in “Plea 
From A Cat Named Virtue”: “About 
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Samson’s got a bit 
sensitive shoesto JFFOFe confidence... 











those bitter songs you sing? They're 
not helping anything. They won't 
make you strong.” 

It’s a steady step away from the 
Samson who, one album ago, was 
“terrified of telephones and shop- 
ping malls and knives,” and docu- 
mented the painful 
insecurities of con- 
versation in awk- 
ward hand move- 
ments. With some 
baggage seemingly 
abandoned at the 
airport carousel, Samson has the 
freedom of mind to indulge in 
sunny alt-country melodies (“A 
New Name For Everything”) and 
construct lush interludes of warm 
guitars (“Time’s Arrow”). “The 
Prescience of Dawn” is a stunning 
contrast in mood, with dramatic gui- 
tar leads and a simple, insistent 
drumbeat, which together creates a 
commanding tone uncharacteristic 
of The Weakerthans. 

But Samson is at his best when the 
volume knobs come down. The 
moments of quiet beauty aren’t as 
numerous this time; but the acoustic 
“One Great City!” pronounces a 
poignant love/hate relationship 
with his Winnipeg roots with a 
trademark soft touch and wry grin. 
It’s one of the many impossibly 
endearing moments that make 
Reconstruction Site remarkable, and 
make The Weakerthans vital.

MOHAWKED RANCID GUITARIST LARS FREDERICK- 
sen has proclaimed more than once that front- 
man Tim Armstrong is “the greatest American 
songwriter there is today.” Dylan and 
Springsteen might have some choice words 
about that, but there’s no denying Rancid’s 
longevity and relevance. Reinventing punk rock 
with every album isn't an easy job, but the street 
punk-styled California band boasts an impres- 
sive track record six albums into its career 
Maybe reinvent isn't the right word—Rancid is 
more at home when they’re firmly behind the 
times, exhuming all stripes of punk and reggae 
influences and making them vital for an audi- 
ence with no other connection to punk's fading 
roots. 

Indestructible is \ess of a sonic concept 
album than Rancid's last three releases, choos- 
ing instead to combine the schools into one (an 
ambition alluded to on “Crane Fist” years ago) 
The Clash-rock/ska of ...And Out Come The 
Wolves (1995), Life Won't Waifs (1998) infu- 
sion of punk with traditional reggae, and Rancid 
‘s (2000) hardcore rhythm-driven audio shit- 
kicking are all represented more or less equally. 
Armstrong's time in the danceable side-project 
The Transplants has drawn out more melodic 
dance hall and surf leanings in tracks like “Red 
Hot Moon,” “Stand Your Ground,” and the soft 
Mr. Sandman melodies of “Arrested In 
Shanghai.” These stand alongside pummeling 
punk numbers like “David Courtney” and “Spirit 
of '87" without sounding awkward, which is a 
feat in itself. 

The incongruity between the band’s 2000 
invective “Rattlesnake” (“I hate your band, you 
understand? You got no passion, it’s all fash- 
ion”) and Good Charlotte’s appearance on 
Indestructible's “Fall Back Down" video aside, 
Rancid still aren’t the greatest American song- 
writers today, but they might just be the most 
consistent

THE NEPTUNES (VIRGINIA’S CHAD HUGO AND 
Pharrell Williams) possess an instantly identifi- 
able sonic fingerprint. They're the producers 
responsible for a massive catalogue of chart 
toppers, from Britney Spears’ “I'm a Slave 4 U" 
to-Nelly's “Hot in Here.” This album consoli- 
dates a variety of collaborations under the 
Neptunes’ banner, elevating the notion of “pro- 
ducer as star” to new heights. 

Despite the Neptunes’ usual attention to 
detail, Clones often feels more like a promotian- 
al sampler for their Star Trak label than a proper 
album. The first clue is the inclusion of Star 
Trak’s Blink-182 doppelgangers High Speed 
Scene, and the painfully dull rock of Neptunes’ 
associates Spymob, Otherwise, the quality is 
generally good. Pharrell's Curtis Mayfield-lite 
croon is well suited for the lead-off single 
“Frontin,” which also catches Jay-Z in an 
uncharacteristically sensitive moment. Virginian 
hip-hop duo Clipse put in several appearances, 
and their pairing with the Neptunes always 
seems fresh and natural. That said, the 
Neptunes occasionally seem rushed or simply 
disinterested with their subject, and several of 
the tracks are unremarkable as a result. 

Fora better picture, it might be wise to track 
down their hits individually, but Clones serves 
as a reasonable introduction to the Neptunes’ 
trademark sound.

They've 
even nabbed Kalle Gustafsson from the 
Soundtrack of Our Lives to serve as producer 
and unofficial fifth member. 

But Fireside haven't completely abandoned 
their post-hardcore roots, despite their new- 
found outlook. Songs like “Backwards Over 
Germany” are more Sunny Day Real Estate than 
they are Rolling Stones, and the band is most 
confident when they strike a balance between, 
the two camps. Occasionally they hit upon a 
great rhythm and ride it onto the horizon with 
both power and careful dynamics, but these 
moments (like the extro to “Follow Follow”) are 
rare enough for one to wonder if Fireside were 
conflicted about what they wanted to achieve 
with Get Shot. Ultimately, though, they make 
good in the end. The album closer, “Player,” 
grafts an infectious pop chorus onto a crunchy 
‘70s rock tune, redeeming any indecisiveness 
and demanding another listen.

Ruder 
says she keeps her classes open to 
either gender because, “There is a tra- 
dition of men dancing in the Middle 
East.” 

“If you go to any of the Arabic 
dance clubs, you'll find that the men 
get up and dance and they do the 
same shoulder and hip movements 
as the women do,” she says. “It looks 
just as good on the men as it does on 
the women. I welcome men to my 
class, provided they’re serious.” 

And if you're serious, significant 
health benefits can result from taking 
a class. “I wouldn't say you're going 
to lose 20 pounds doing it,” explains 
Fischer. “But it helps you to develop 
muscles that you do have normally 
but that you don’t necessarily know 
how to control independently of 
other muscles. It’s really good for 
developing your abdominal muscles 
so it really helps people that have 
back problems. It’s awesome for 
developing balance and a sense of~ 
awareness of what you're doing with 
yourself. I tend to be a pretty klutzy 
person so belly dancing really helps 
with that.” 

Ruder also points out that histori- 
cally, “Some of the hip movements, 
the belly rolls, were used to prepare 
women for child birth.” But, accord- 
ing to both instructors, the most 
important benefit of all is the confi- 
dence a student gains through learn- 
ing the moves. “I have moms with 
16-to 18-year-old daughters in the 
class coming up to me saying, 
‘Whatever you're doing, please keep 
doing it,” says Ruder. “My daughter 
loves your class and it’s been really 
good for her.” 

And that might be just the kind of 
boost you need to make it through 
that academic winter of your discon- 
tent.

IN THE DUST OF EMPIRE: THE RACE 
for Mastery in the Asian Heartland, 
Karl E. Meyer tackles the problems 
that the West faces when dealing 
with the peoples of central and * 
southern Asia. It is a cautionary tale, 
told in light of the events of 9/11. 
Meyer takes us ona historical 
journey through the area as well as 
into the always-looming presence of 
Russia. He examines the many 
diverse cultures between modern- 
day Turkey and the Kashmir, and 


from Kazakhstan to southern Iran. 
We are introduced to the rise and 
fall of heroes, to men and women 
who shaped countries and defined 
societies, and to the surprisingly 
varied interpretations of Islam that 
have had their own effects on history. 
Woven into all this is Meyer's 
explanation of early attempts (most- 
ly by the British) to influence the 
cultures and peoples of south 
Asia—sometimes with success, but 
more often resulting in failure. He 
specifically reminds us that no one, 
not the British nor the then-Soviet 
Union, has ever subjugated the 
Afghani people. He shows why, in 
his opinion, the United States is ill- 
suited to advise the peoples of this 
vast and complicated region and

YOUR MOTHER PROBABLY TOLD 
you—or if she didn’t, she should 
have—that if you can’t say some- 
thing nice, don’t say anything at all. 
But what if you can’t say something 
not nice? 

It’s a dilemma indeed for those of 
us who go throwing their opinions 
around in public places. Restaurant 
meals, for instance, don’t neatly 
divide themselves into 
Unforgettable Dining Experiences 
and Unfathomable Culinary 
Disasters. Sometimes they are some- 
thing more than adequate but some- 
thing less than superlative and it 
seems a disservice to criticize an 
establishment for not knocking your 
jaded socks off, especially on the first 
Visit. 

It seems particularly unfair in the 
case of Terry Vaughn’s Restaurant 
and Sports Lounge on Rice Howard 
Way and Jasper Ave., which mostly 
wants to be a sports lounge, and a 
rather nice one at that—a clean, 
uncluttered space boasting high ceil- 
ings, lots of handsome wood, taste- 
ful modern light fixtures, some taste- 
ful sports-related ornamentation and 
the requisite TV screens available to 
every sightline. Even on a Monday 
night there was an abundance of 
after-work clientele relaxing on the 


copious leather couches that occupy 
the north side of the room. 

The eponymous owner is none 
other than Terry Vaughn of the 
Edmonton Eskimos, an accom- 
plished wide receiver who joined the 
team in 1999 and, in the short time 
since, has taken a solid run at some 
franchise records. CFL players, prob- 
ably more than any other pro ath- 
letes, command admiration because 
they truly are in it for the love of the 
game. It sure can’t be the money, 
and it probably isn’t so they can test 
their fortitude playing the most 
important games of the season in 
sub-zero weather. I’m a little igno- 
rant about sports generally, but not 
willfully so, and I have been to a few 
very enjoyable Esks games. It’s 
worth noting that the drinks are 
cheaper at Mr. Vaughn’s bar. 

Anyhow, your dictionary will tell 
you that a sports lounge is a venue 
for people with an interest in sports 
to gather, convivialize and support 
the old home team(s). Since my 
interest in sports lacks commitment, 
[have to admit I was mostly there 
for the food. The menu offered a rea- 
sonable range of things you might 
like to eat while watching sports— 
the usual appetizers, steaks, burgers, 
sandwiches, pasta—with a few 
seafood options, which are also 
entirely appropriate to eat while 
watching sports. 

It was the catch of the day that 
seized my imagination as I was 


walking by, so | ventured in'to try 
the blackened catfish ($12.99) with 
rice pilaf and vegetables. One of my 
co-diners was also ina fishy mood 
and ordered the baked salmon 
($14.99) and the other, upon discov- 
ering all the appetizers were half- 
price on Mondays, ordered a team 
platter ($12.99, marked down to 
$6.50). ; 

Our friendly server kept us in 
drinks as we waited for our meals, a 
duration neither especially long nor 
particularly short. And when the 
food arrived, it was more or less 
exactly as described. 

I received a generous catfish fillet, 
moist but firm, seared with fiery 
cajun spices and sided with a 
mound of buttery short-grain rice 
flecked with carrot and a heap of 
buttery sautéed vegetables. 
salmon was similarly plated, but the 
portion of fish rather smaller than 
the one I was favoured with. The 
team platter consisted of a few slices 
of bruschetta, some Thai-flavoured 
chicken wings, chicken strips, fried 
cheese sticks, tricolour tortilla chips 
and some carrots and celery, served 
with ranch, honey mustard and 
plum sauces and some salsa. While 
probably not enough for a team, the 
platter took care of the guy who 
ordered it quite nicely. 

The food was good, almost unre- 
markably so—neither more nor less 
than what we expected (though per- 
haps $15 was a little steep for the 
salmon, which was neither large nor 
imaginatively presented). I wouldn't 
dissuade anyone from checking out 
Terry Vaughn’s, a nice space with 
most of the things you’d expect from 
a sports lounge, plus a little more. At 
least that’s what my mom would 
want me to say.

“Their hair, the 
way they’re dressed, their weight, 
their makeup, their speech patterns, 
etc. They are framed as women first 
and politicians second, and they’re 
seen as anomalous. They're expect- 
ed to be responsible for women as a 
group, even if they don’t necessarily 
want to. Their family relationships, 
their husbands, their kids are com- 
mented on ad nauseam.” 

Trimble’s research has found 
female journalists are no less guilty 
than their male counterparts of por- 
traying women politicians in this 
way. She reasons the result of the 
improperly focused coverage is a 
perception that female leaders lack a 
criterion for success that is based on 
a male model. 

Still, other countries, considered 
much more patriarchal than our 
own—Sri Lanka, the Philippines 
and Indonesia, among them—have 
had women presidents. Trimble 
explains this as another example of 
pigeonholing: “When the political 
situation is bad, or corrupt or prob- 
lematic, women are seen as good

Trimble, incidentally, admits that 
as far as the Liberal leadership race 
goes, Copps is probably not the 
strongest candidate, but, she asserts, 
“T just think the numbers [of women 
in politics] have to change, and they 
are changing. Once we have a criti- 
cal mass of women—or better than 
that, a parity of women in politics— 
then women can be as bad or as 
good or as stupid or as smart asthe 
male politicians without it being 
attributed to their gender.”

Edmonton women start fair 
trade partnership with Laos 


A RANDOM STOPOVER IN 
LAOS turned into an agreement 
between two Edmonton sisters and 
the women of several Laotian com- 
munities. En route to a trade show 
in Hong Kong, Sheila and Vivian 
Blacklock planned to spend ten 
days touring the Easf Asian nation. 
That's when Vivian says they fell in 
love with the land and the people. 
“They were always smiling,” she 
exclaims. “Despite the rebels occu- 


tion as the gossip du jour.” 
According to the Post, Calgary’s polit- 
ical and social elites are already talk- 
ing about who should run, among 
them Jim Dinning, former Alberta 
pepe and current TransAlta VP.

The Blacklocks were also 
enthralled by the colourful textiles 
made by local women, and, seeing 
the saturation of the market in Laos, 
they got an idea: Bring the handi- 
crafts back to sell in Canada and 
pay the women fairly for their 
work. 

“We decided not to go to Hong 
Kong and instead went to the Laos 
Women’s Union and World Vision 
to make sure the handicrafts weren’t 
being made in sweatshops, because 
you can never be sure,” she explains 

Blacklock withdrew everything in 
her bank account and she and her 
sister commissioned 78 local women 
to produce 4,000 pieces. She says 
they signed a contract and paid the 
women about $120 US each for 
what ended up being just over two 
weeks of work—not bad in a country 
where the average wage is about 
$12 a month, Vivian says she wor- 
ried about introducing their foreign 
bankrolls into the impoverished 
society, until she found out that 
some of the women pooled their 
money to build wells in villages 
where there was no running water. 

The sisters received their first 
shipment last Thursday, a day after 
they held a launch-cum-brainstorm- 
ing session for the goods. They’ve 
now been offered space at The 
General Store craft market and are 
looking for other fair trade compa- 
nies to partner with. The company’s 
name is Bopeniang, a Laotian term 
meaning “no worries.”

Marriage customs from around the world 
debunk same sex marriage myth 






















MANY OPPONENTS OF GAY MAR- 
riage argue that marriage has 
always meant the union of one 
man and one woman. Readers 

of the Bible know better. 
Remember the story of Jacob, 
who labored seven years to marry 
Laban’s daughter Rachel but got 
Leah instead—and had to 
work another seven years 
to get Rachel as well? 
That's called 
polygamy, or, more 
precisely, polygy- 
ny—onemanand 3% 
more than one wife. ” 
It exists even today 
in many parts of the world, 
and in Canada, if we omit 
the sizeable group of skep- 
tics uncovered by the latest 
census, our second largest 
religious tradition is Islam, 
which permits a man to 
take up to four wives. 

The other form of 
polygamy, polyandry, in 
which a woman takes 
more than one husband, is 
rarer, but it does occur. One finds 
instances in the African Sahel and in 
parts of Tibet. In Tibet,.a woman 
marries a group of brothers. The 
practice enables a family to avoid the 
division in inheritance of scarce agri- 
cultural land, and, while the brothers 
go out herding goats or hunting, one 
stays behind to protect the home. 

Still rarer, and perhaps extinct, is 
a type of Hawaiian marriage called 
punalua, in which two brothers 
marry two sisters, each person hay- 
ing two spouses. 

Most Canadians would 
undoubtedly favour our variety, 
the nuclear family of one man, one 
woman and their children. 
However, this form is fragile, rely- 
ing heavily on strong affectional 
ties between the spouses. When 
these break down or when there is 
a death, the family is broken as 
well. As a result, we get what has 
been called serial polygamy or

serial monogamy. 

A more stable unit is the extend- 
ed family, which includes the 
nuclear family members and a 
number of other relatives. If one 
person is lost to the family for what- 
ever reason, the family continues.

Linda McQuaig on the 
economics of being Canadian 


NOT CONVINCED CAPITALISM IS 

| the only economic model geared 
towards success? Neither is one of 
Canada’s most prominent writers. 
Linda McQuaig has written exten- 

} sively on social values and politics for 
the Toronto Star and many other pub- 
ications. Her ks are considered 
essential reading for anyone tired of 
the narrow economic debates that 
overwhelm the mainstream press. 
The award-winning journalist, whom 
Conrad Black once suggested should 
be “horsewhipped,” will be appear- 

| ing asa speaker in the Muttart 

| Lecture series on Saturday to discuss 
some of the ideas from her most 

F recent book, All You Can Eat: Greed, 
Lustand the New Capitalism. SEE had 
the opportunity to speak with Ms. 
McQuaig about the concept of neo- 
liberalism, or what she calls “the new 
capitalism.” 


SEE: | was born in 1980 and what 
went on before that is of little impor- 
tance tome. When I read publica- 
tions like the National Post, I see 
that we have all gotten richer since 
I've been alive. Is that wrong? 

Linda McQuaig: When it comes to 
the new capitalism with its anti-gov- 
emment approach and focus on the 
private sector, is it really making us all 
richer? I think the simple truth is that 
if you look at Gross Domestic 
Product, it has been rising in the last 
couple of decades but we should 
remember that GDP was growing in 
the period before 1980. In fact it was 
growing a lot faster in pre-1980; when 
government and the public good was 
more pronounced, we actually had 
higher rates of growth. 


SEE: Besides GDP, are there any 
other catchy economic indicators I 
should include when considering 
economics? 
LM: The Genuine Progress Indicator 
looks at the whole question of eco- 
nomic activity itself. The GDP simply. 
looks at the amount of economic 

ty there is. Meanwhile, the GPI 

let’s break it down and recog- 

hat some economic activity may 
be good and some may be bad. In 
other words if there is an oil spill, a 
huge amount of money is spent clean- 
ing it up, so that drives up the GDP. If 
we have higher levels of crime, then 
we have more spending on courts 
and prison and policethat shouldn't 
be considered a positive develop- 
ment. The GPI indicates whether or 
not we have actually achieved 
progress versus whether or not we 
simply spent more money. 


SEE: Why shouldn’t health care be 
like buying deodorant? I like choos- 
ing from a staggering array of brands 
and deciding which product offers 
the best underarm protection. Why 
not in health care? 

LM: The whole about 
choice in the health care system is a 
kind of anon-argument made by the 
right in an attempt to try and make 


little room to manoeuvre so they 
come up with farfetched arguments 
about shoe It's not an area of con- 
sumer sovereignty; we want the best 
medical care available. 


SEE: My personal philosophy is A- 
Okay USA. According to the 
National Post they do everything 
right. Should I reconsider this? 
LM: There is this illusion that to be 
competitive in the global economy 
you have to go to this privatized 
model and the example is the US. It is 
true that the US is competitive globally 
but the simple truth is that it’s not any 
more so than many other countries. If 
at the Geneva-based World 
iveness Index, you will find 
right at the very top are most of the 
Scandinavian countries and they have 
exactly the opposite model. 


SEE: The Canadian Taxpayers 
Federation is always telling me that I 
need to have my taxes cut and I 
believe them. They have even set 
aside a specific day every year to tell 
me when I've stopped paying off the 
government. What's wrong with 
that? 

LM: It’s simply a ludicrous notion that 
without taxes we could all live the 
same life that we're living and we'd 
just sort of have all this extra money. 
There is some tax money that is waste- 
fully spent, but the simple truth is that 
the vast amount of money we pay in 
taxes goes to provide the basic things 
we need to make for a civilized soci- 
ety. From the roads to water purifica- 


tion to airports; not to mention health

Geordie 
would do better working that angle 
than empathizing with Sour Grapes 
(Visinel Burcea), a beggar who gam- 
bols on all fours, one of “the sick and 
disabled on every street corner” 
whose means of monetary survival 
(and social paralysis) lies in the ped- 
dling of his physical deformity. 

Intertwined throughout is the nar- 
rative of Bogdan (Mihai Calota), a 
sensitive young man working as a 
reluctant dog catcher in a city wide 
cull to support his wife, Varvara 
(Simona Popescu), and infant child. 
In their tiny, dingy apartment, 
Varvara tells Bodgan that she saw a 
car driving by with big yellow letters 
announcing that “Bryan Adams is 
here.” That Thom Fitzgerald is one 
funny guy. 

About as funny as you can be 
under such dire circumstances. 
Fitzgerald (writer and director of the 
acclaimed Hanging Garden) does well 
to measure the misery by featuring 
characters who are strong and 
resilient, who navigate the weath- 
ered streets of Bucharest on their 
own terms. Dorutu (Viorel Dinu), a 
young boy without legs who pad- 
dles around on a modified roller 
skate, “hates pimps and wants to 
keep his own money.” The obvious 
potential for injury in his choice feels 
less painful than the sudden aban- 
donment by a friend who tells 
Dorutu that he can no longer play 
with him if he “doesn’t have a 
Master.” The Little Man, Radu 
(Marcel Catalin Ungurainu), is a 
midget who sings, dances and does 
“whatever I have to do” to get by, 
including the occasional gig as a 
cigar smoking baby, dancing and 
stripping off his diaper. The Little 
Man moves fairly easily between the 
various social stratifications and 
understands the codes of the street: 
what is realistic, possible and rectifi- 
able and what is too deeply 
engrained, even for someone with 
the good intentions of someone like 
Geordie. 

Overall, The Wild Dogs resists sen- 
timentality and offers no quick fixes 
to the disparity and suffering on the 
streets of Bucharest. Not an easy or 
light film, yet one very well realized, 
which resonates long after viewing.

nigh. She recounts the events that 
lead to the rounding up of the 
Jewish citizenry and their subse- 
quent travails. She writes with the 
foreknowledge that she will be dead 
| when her son, safe in the Soviet 
Union, reads the letter; indeed, it is 
clear that this is a visitation from the 
other side. 

There is no music, no colour, no 
trickery: only an actress, a bare 
stage and light. To say that the film 
is austere would, nevertheless, be 
multiply inaccurate. Catherine 
Samie’s performance, for example, 
is far from simply a recitation of a 
letter. An actor for over 50 years 
and the leading lady of the 
Comédie-Frangaise, Samie (also 
currently on screen in Le Divorce), is 
certainly “theatrical,” but her 
finesse, her control—her ability to 
express minutely differentiated 
states of mind—bores into your 
heart and puts the legion of three- 
gesture actors to shame.

(The 
script is taken from a chapter of a 
novel by a Soviet writer who lost his 
mother to the Holocaust. Director 
Frederick Wiseman adapted it fi 
the stage and turned Samie 
mance into this film.) You know the 
story, of course, and the outcome, 
but there is so much counterintu- 
itive or unexpected or measured 
detail: the “liberating” effect of 
being put in the ghetto, the persis- 
tence of routine in the midst of hor- 
ror, the commingled appearance of 
the sympathetic and the venomous as 
the Jews are marched to the ghetto. 

Moreover, the sole “prop” is light, 
it's employed with great imagina- 
tion: to instantly populate the stage 
with ghostly shadow victims or 
onlookers, to provide a silent com- 
mentary without taking the focus 
from the narrator. In combination 
with Wiseman’s camera work, it 
creates spaces out of nothing, tells 
the story with slight variations of 
shadow. 

The combined effect of the 
actress, the story, the setting and 
the cinematography is that you are 
there, in the ghetto, in the room, in 
the doctor’s frank and perceptive 
thoughts—an experience that 
whets our emotions and sharpens 
our vision, amidst the dulling bom- 
bardment of numbers and noise.

changed. And so did Edmonton artist 
Tessa Nunn. 

“The complexity of the show, it 
was prompted by September 11 and 
the trauma of it. Trauma like that trig- 
gers memories that otherwise might 
not be remembered. It’s an opportuni- 
ty to look into our souls, to cleanse the 
soul. Every piece is a little bit of a 
story for cleansing the chakras,” she 
explains. 


last year, Nunn has been the organi- 
zation’s first artist-in-residence: “I 
painted 80 per cent of these at home, 
conceived three years ago in New 
York.” 

Her time there proved to be a pow- 
erful influence. 

“Being exposed to so many other 
artists and influences; New York is 
seething with life; such a colourful 
diversity of people. It just broadened 
my mind and gave me space to be 
alone amongst millions of people. It’s 


an edgier place, there's a lot more risk 
taking.” 

Which is not to say that her latest 
work will be unrecognizable to those 
familiar with her older paintings. Thi 
most recent collection features her 
trademark nude self-portraits, 
grouped thematically. 

“1 think it was basically born out of 
September 11 and my proximity to 
the event. It made me think about 
why I was painting people and what 
it means to be human. There are 
many eastern elements, very spiritual 
ly oriented. Basically, I was trying to 
give a visual to the different philo- 
sophical and spiritual practices that 
are pagan in nature.” 

The “pagan” aspect lends a fantasy 
element to the works, materializing a: 
a fairy-like incarnation, painted in del 
icate pastels or a squatting nude (sav. 
for some heavy workboots) under thi 
fierce gaze of the goddess Kali. 

“They have been called postmod- 
em works, a fusion of artistic prac- 
tices, content, form and composition, 
paint application. My background is 
as an anthropologist. I'm giving visu- 
als to the notion of the oneness of all 
beings.” 

Referencing the themes of the trau- 
ma and vulnerability felt in the wake 
of the September 11 attacks, Nunn 
also ties back to the universal trauma 
as experienced as “a child’s mem- 
oirs.” 

“The show is multilayered, this 
show is referring to female sexuality 
and specifically to childhood sexual 
abuse. Being a woman, we're all 
touched by it toa degree.” 

“It’s a window into life and the 
diversity of experience, trying to talk 
about it, not judging. How we judge 
or not judge affects how we survive as 
a people.” 

Nunn’s reaction to trauma has been 
to use the experience as a catalyst for 
self-examination and transformation 
If September 11 fuelled her impulse 
towards celebrating the oneness of 
humanity, how does she feel about 
the events with two years of hind- 
sight? 

“I would say that on the whole it’s 
rather disappointing. A great oppor- 
tunity for insight has been lost. But 
I'man optimist. Hopefully we'll 
realign ourselves with the natural 
world. I don’t give up hope.” |

Brock is tweaked. 

“Tjust drank some imitation Red 
Bull thing,” says the singer for self- 
described “creepy pop-band” 
Modest Mouse. “It had two-and- 
half Red Bulls worth of that crap in 
it and I drank it to stay awake on 
the drive up here to Seattle today, 
and I’m fuckin’ wired. That shit is 
baaad news. 

“They always mix it with vodka, 
so I can never tell if it’s the Red 
Bull or the vodka that’s making me 
completely insane. I bet it’s both: a 
bit from column A; a bit from col- 
umn B.” 

Brock apologizes for being two- 
and-half hours late for the phone 
interview. After dealing with the 
usual hassles of settling into a 
venue, he’s been walking around 
trying to find a decent bar to sit 
down in to do an interview. The 
bad cellphone reception and abun- 
dance of screaming drunks in the 
fe does little to relax 


Doing P.R. has become a 
more necessary, evil for the band” 
since they signed to Sony for their 
last full-length album The Moon 
and Antarctica. They've been on a 








major label since the death of 
Brock’s best friend and owner of 
the band’s former home: Up 
Records. 

“Tm still a bit unsure,” mulls 
Brock over the decision. “It’s just 
not my friend's label. Having put 
out records for years and years 
with friends, and all of a sudden I 
don’t even know who the fuck 
works for the company. And their 
ideas for how shit should get done 
are usually pretty goofy, like try- 
ing to set up meet ‘n’ greets. Who 
wants to meet someone that they 
actually want to meet standing in 
line over a table? That whole sce- 
nario seems really cheesy and they 
don’t understand that we're just 
not gonna do that sorta shit. 

“If they want to do this shit, than 
rent a karaoke room and we'll 
karaoke with people. Whatever. I 
piss and moan, but that’s where I 
am now, contractually, and I 
should probably not rock the boat 
too much.” 

Brock, along with bassist Eric 
Judy, has bigger things to worry 
about, anyhow. They ’re still break- 
ing in new drummer Benjamin 
Weikel. Also the drummer for The 
Helios Sequence (he played double 
sets when the bands toured togeth- 
er earlier this year), Weikel 
replaced longtime Mouseketeer 
Jeremiah Green. Green left on 
rocky terms this spring during the 


recording of the group’s next 
album, and is currently in a pop 
band called The Vells 

“The drummer situation is good 
right now,” declares Brock, who's 
also said in a past interview that 
reconciling with Green is possible. 
Green even calls Brock’s cell dur- 
ing the interview, proving they’re 
at least on speaking terms. 

Weikel plays on the already 
recorded but yet to be released 
MM disc, which was originally 
going to drop in early September, 
but has been pushed to February. 
Brock seems surprised when he 
says that date change happened 
because the label really likes the 
album and wants to pay more 
attention to it. 

“This one’s not as much of a 
concept record,” he says, compar- 
ing it to The Moon and Antarctica, 
which has preoccupation with 
nature and the cosmos. The 
upcoming release even has a track 
with Brock on banjo accompany- 
ing the Dirty Dozen Band from 
New Orleans, which has played 
with Dizzy Gillespie, Tom Waits, 
and Dr. John. Dennis Herring, 
who's worked for Sparklehorse 
and Throwing Muses, produced it. 

Finding the feel for the record 
was the real challenge, says Brock. 
“Thad another long winter, in par- 
ticular another one of my best 
friends died. Basically I was sick of 


hearing everything’s not good, 
[that] the world’s coming to an 
end. We've got the world’s largest 
pawn running [the U.S.], along 
with every other country. 

“T tried for the longest time to 
make an ‘everything’s gonna be 
OK’ vibe to this record. About a 
quarter of the songs have a pleas- 
ant everything’s gonna be OK, less 


dark vibe—then the rest are proba- 
bly actually darker. I don’t know 
what happened there.” 

Although the release is still 
months away, Brock always wor- 
ries about how Modest Mouse fans 
receive their albums. 

“1 do feel expectations,” he says. 
“T never want to fuck up.”

We're actually 
influenced by them more than you 
think. In fact, a lot of guitar sounds 
that we used on the new record were 
sourced from Guess Who records 
and actually used pieces of equip- 
ment that were designed specifically 
for Randy Bachman.”

up by punk juggernaut Epitaph 
Records for the release of . 
Reconstruction Site, complete with 
Randy Bachman guitar tricks, in 
2003. The title, Carroll concedes, 
might be an adequate metaphor for 
the band’s new outlook: enjoying a 
new confidence following Fallow’s 
agit-folk punk leanings and the 
painfully stark melancholy of Left and 
Leaving. “It was deliberate,” says 
Carroll. “This record, we wanted to 
see another sentiment represented. 
John and I certainly see this record as 
the third album in a trilogy. I think 
there’s a hopeful optimism in 
Reconstruction Site.

Dave McKinnon of the Fembots over 
the phone from his home in Toronto 
where he’s preparing for the band’s 
upcoming two-week Canadian tour 
with the Weakerthans. “We were a 
duo at the time and it was fairly 
sparse. I really have no idea who'll be 
there for us.” 

Well, glad to fill you in, Dave. As 
one of three supporting acts for the 
Weakerthans at the U of A’s Week of 
Welcome this Saturday, the Fembots 
will be playing for a crowd of drunk- 
en university students enjoying a 
final summer bacchanal before 
they‘re required to buckle down and 
get serious with their studies. 

“Oh. And we don’t seem like a 
drunken college student kinda 
band?” 

Nope. But since nobody on the bill 
really fits that description, the 
Fembot’s eccentric take on roots 
music shouldn't really stick out too 
much. And who knows? Some dis- 
cerning listeners might even appreci- 
ate the band’s subtle use of electron- 
ics and loops over the more tradi- 
tional guitar rock noises of the other 
bands. 

“We sort of came more from the 
tape loop side of things,” explains the 
multi-instrumentalist. “Our first 
record was hugely based’on that 
kind of thing—an experimental 
sound collage approach to writing. 
But we've always had somewhat of a 
strong songwriting aesthetic, even 
when we were working with more 
unusual setups.” 

The move to traditional songwrit- 
ing hasn’t hindered the band’s stub- 
bornly experimental streak on their 
newest release, Small Town Murder 
Scene, as represented by tracks like 
“Mom's Ether Blues,” which throws 
tape loops against a ee 
blues guitar to excellent effect. 

“Y'know, there’s still a fair amount 
of whatever you want to call it— 
audio fuckery, I guess... studio 
magic... lots of tape loops and sound 
manipulation. But with this album 
we sort of decided to focus more on 
the songwriting than on the bells and 
whistles.”

troops on the eve of the attack on 
Iran, he admonished them to keep in 
mind that they were in the “cradle of

“Oh yeah? Still, the rule is the rule 
And it’s pretty dark.” 

What's the rule? 

“The rule [in L.A] is single-serv- 
ing-living where everybody coops 
up in their own steel wheels. There’s 
a definite sense that the way to be is 
to be self-absorbed. If anything’s 
wrong, pay more attention to your- 
self and some new cure that you can 
buy for whatever alienation you 
might feel. My sense is you're alien- 
ated because you're living in a high- 
way.” 

So what's the problem? Steely Dan 
made a living out of writing about 
these people. 

“Aaah! That's my fear; I already 
like Donald Fagen’s lyrics too much, 
and they’re so unfashionable. Oh 
God, I'm on the same trajectory as he 
is. 

Maybe philosophically, but physi- 
cally Metric has been on a far more 
rambling trajectory than Steely Dan 
ever took. Keyboardist/ vocalist 
Haines and guitarist James Shaw 
(who also play with Broken Social 
Scene) left New York just after 
September 11, hunkered down in 
Toronto where they waited out a bad 
record deal while recording the B.S.S.

EVEN IN THE EARLY DAYS OF THE 

Misfits, Glenn Danzig’s crooning recalied the 
sock-hop days of American rock more than it 
ever did the reckless snarl of British punk. If you 
slow down "She," "| Turned Into A Martian,” or 
“Skulls” and G-rate the 
lyrics, you're in poodle- 
skirt territory. 

{t's something they 
hadn't forgotten when 
they reformed in the 
mid ‘90s: The highlight 
oftheirlastalbumof jj 
originals, Famous. 
Monsters, (with 
Michael Graves on 
vocals) is the murder- 
ous doo-wop number 
“Saturday Night.” Fans 
of the “horror punks” 
shouldn't be surprised 
then by Project 1950. 

First off, to clarify, this is sole original mem- 
ber Jerry Only’s pseuda-Misfits, formed for the 
band's 25th anniversary after singer Graves and 
drummer Chud left, and Only’s brother Doyle 
went on hiatus to help raise his newborn daugh- 
ter. Marky Ramone fills in on drums and former 
Black Flag member Dez Cadena slings quitar. The 

- tho isjoined.on.a few tracks by Blondie key- 
boartlist Jimmy Destri and "60s singing fegend 
Ronnie Spector (The Ronneties), who once had 
an EP produced by admirer Joey Ramone 

The result is short, at just over 24 minutes, but 
tons of fun as the aging punkers power through 
ten jukebox classics. Their approach is to speed 
things up, especially on tracks requiring some 
vocal range. Only may not have the singing chops 
of Graves or Danzig, but his enthusiasm goes a 
long way. 

The first song, Bobby Darin’s “This Magic 
Moment,” doesn’t capture the slaw charm of the 
original, but then again it doesn't try to. It’s fol- 
lowed by "Diana,” then “Donna,” which are sur- 
prising faithful but faster renditions. Only can't 
hope to hold the notes Ritchie Valens did on the 
fatter, and his limits are even moré apparent on 
“Great Balls of Fire.” Jerry Lee Lewis’ frantic piano 
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and vocal acrobatics are simply unparalleled. 

The alburn really picks up on Elvis’ “Latest 
Flame,” which rumbles along with Only’s grow! 
and thumping bassline. Next up is "Monster 
Mash,” which has been covered by several incar- 
fations of the ‘fits, but hell, it sounds like it was 
written for them. Frequent Misfits collaborator 
John Gafiero adds perfect backinig vocals to the 
track this time around. 

“Only Make Believe,” followed by “Runaway,” 
Work well with the dis- 
tinct Misfits brooding 
style, and are a good 
lead-in to the best and 
final track on the disc: 
“You Belong To Me.” 
There's something 
wonderfully ghoulish 
about Only howling the 
title lyrics, especially 
when accompanied by 
Spector's haunted 
back-up vocals. 

Possibly better than 
the album itself, how- 
ever, is the accompa- 
nying material. The 
nicely-desianed 24-page liner notes are filled with 
cool cartoon monster art by Tony Squindo, and 
feature lyrics, each of the player’s take on the 
songs, and most notably Only’s five-page illus- 
trated essay on “Rock ‘n’ Roll D.N.A.” In mathe- 
matical formulas he shows how some of the 
greatest songs come from the simplest chord 
structures, concisely proving that punk is the 
close cousin of golden-age rock. It's interesting 
stuff if you don't already know it. 

In addition, the bonus DVD has five of the 
songs performed live at a ski-hill gig where snow- 
boarders jumpa fence and whip snowballs all 
over the place, If you look closely you can see a 
Security guy get smoked So hard in the head his 
cap flies off. Hilarious. There’s also footage of the 
Misfits performing with horror-punk compadres 
Balzac, and a couple of Balzac promo videos. The 
Japanese band is signed to the fledgling Misfits 
Records. 

While Only's certainly not one to pass up a 
good marketing opportunity (seen the Misfits 
baby clothes?), Project 1950s a work of genuine 
devi-lock affection.

A DECADE YOUNGER THAN MOST OF HIS LABEL- 
mates, 23-year-old Chris Clark likely grew up with 
the music of those he can now consider contem- 
poraries. Though at risk of merely restating the 
works of his elders Autechre and Aphex Twin 
Clark's second full-length is a well-conceived and 
unmistakably personal vision. 

Empty The Bones Of You is among the 
strongest evidence that electronic music has few 
secrets left to keep. Clark is one of the many young 
producers with programming skills to rival those 
of the masters, making it clear that technical profi- 
ciency is no longer the hermetic craft it once was. 
Even Clark’s conspicuous choice to not hide 
behind an esoteric moniker positions him as a key 
trafficker in the genre's new currency: poignancy. 

While the jagged synths and clattering noise 
central to many tracks are reminiscent of Autechre, 
Clark aims for the heart and not the head. Midway 
through “Farewell Track,” an unrelenting beat dis- 
solves into an achingly beautiful soundscape. 
Elsewhere, Clark employs his secret weapon, ele- 
giac piano melodies, which add warmth and char- 
acter to an otherwise digital album. “Tyre” is little 
more than piano and street noise, and yet one of 
the album's most effective tracks. Clark's is truly a 
welcome voice in an often impersonal genre.

NOBODY COULD HAVE BEEN PRE- 
pared when Pole (a.k.a. Stefan Betke) 
dropped 1 in 1998. The album’s mini- 
malist cover—blue with slightly 
raised letters—foreshadowed the 
sounds inside. The record, originally 
released in Germany but quickly 
picked up for distribution by 
Matador in North America, drove 
even the most jaded critics ecstatic 
with praise. The sound, unlike any- 
thing before, created a sense of listen- 
ing to classic Lee Perry dubs as one 
would look at a 20-foot-tall Rothko 
original. Everything Betke loved so 
much about dub was magnified and 
unfolded without the slightest sense 
of urgency: the basslines, the echo, 
the warm static that came with so 
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many productions of Jamaica’s sound 
studios. 

“Space and emptiness are an 
important part of music,” says Betke, 
during an interview at Montreal's 
MUTEK festival. “What I wanted to 
contribute to music is the minimaliza- 
tion of things. That’s where dub 
comes in. Dub is minimalized [and] 
spacey with the reverb and echo. I 
think every teenager runs into the 
sound of Bob Marley at some point,” 
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he laughs. “But I became very serious 
about dub when I was 20 or 22.” 
Twentieth century minimal masters 
like John Cage, Philip Glass, and: 
Steve Reich also influenced the 
younger Betke, and he’s excited 
about the way minimal music has 
evolved. “I think it was a good idea in 
recent years to transform this music 
into a more modem context, and a 
more functional one in the club as 
well. The music that I and others 
do—like Richie Hawtin—pays a lot 
of respect to this music. We know 
where we come from; we know what 
we like and I love the responsibility 
of bringing minimal music to new 
people. I would be interested in 
knowing what [the late] John Cage 
would think of the musie’s populari- 


That popularity is something Betke 
feels is just the beginning of a trend. 
“I wouldn't say that the average per- 
son has caught up to the idea of elec- 
tronic music just yet. I've been a 
musician for a long time, especially in 


Europe [Betke has played in jazz, 
funk and hip-hop groups over the 
years], and I see a clear change in the 
perception of the music. Festivals like 
Mutek, Movement in Detroit, Sonar, 
the Mt. Fuji Rock Festival in Japan... | 
think people are now saying, ‘We 
have to check out electronic and 
experimental music because there has 
to be more than what we get out of 
rock and pop music— there’s a differ- 
ent world.’ And that’s good.” 

Evolution is important to Betke as 
a musician. Following the releases 1, 
2 and 3 (also known as Blue, Red and 
Yellow) Betke became bored with his 
sound, especially because it had 
spawned literally hundreds of imita- 
tors (good and bad) around the 
world, and he was looking for some- 
thing new. “The reason I took three 
years to do a new album is because I 
was doing shit; and most of it was 
really shit. Really bad. It took me a 
while to find my new way.” 

That new way lead straight to hip- 
hop. The trajectory is mapped on 
Betke’s three recent releases on his 
new home, the renowned electronic 
label Mute. The 45/45 EP, he feels, 
revolves his soiund 45 degrees, the 
90/90 EP makes a right angle and the 
full length album, simply titled Pole, 
finishes the transition. Dre it ain't: 
this is Betke’s idea of hip-hop. He's 
enlisted Fat Jon of the Five Deez on 
vocals. “I used to listen to a lot of 
hip-hop and play on hip-hop pro- 
jects. I saw Fat Jon live with the Five 
Deez and loved it. There was no 
intention to open a new audience by 
doing hip-hop and using vocals. 
Not, ‘Oh no, I'm on Mute; I have to 
become more normal now.’ Wanting 
to use vocals definitely comes from 
reggae, rocksteady—that context. I 
wanted clear vocals and thought of a 
Jamaican singer. I did a track with 
Earl 16. Earl was good but it was 
definitely a singer-songwriter thing. 
[Fat] Jon brings something more 
abstract. The meaning, the words are 
still there, but rap is a very rhythmic 
but abstract thing and it fit better 
than the singing. We need a 
crossover between scenes; or else 
people just get stuck in scenes.” 

Pole’s 45/45, 90/90 and Pole releas- 
es are out now on Mute. Staedtizism 
4, featuring various artists, is the lat- 
est release or Betke’s own ~scape 
label.

Indulge your tapas reveries without all that oppressive heat

AHSPAIN, LAND OF TAPAS. IF YOU'RE 
lucky, your first taste of tapas was 
delivered to you smack dab in the 
middle of the Iberian peninsula, ina 
dusty taverna seemingly carved into 
sunbaked crags of the Extremadura. 
Over frosty pre-siesta glasses of 
Mahou, you watched the placid drift 
of desert dust across the white-gold 
bars of daylight that sought out _ 
every crevice insufficiently girded 
against their glare. Each gulp of 
cerveza blazed an icy path through 
your parched insides and you 
thought about how long it had been 
since the strong coffee, emperadado a 
jamon (ham sandwich) and sweet 
slices of orange you dawdled over as 
the sky’s minatory radiance began 
seeping over the spaghetti western 
landscape. 

Now the unrelenting heat had you 
cornered ina hospitable little bar, a 
cold beer in hand and a growing 
peckishness in belly. Just then, the 
friendly owner of the taverna 
appeared at your table and, from the 
array of small dishes artfully perched 
on his forearm, bestowed on you a 
bounty of small snacks—crusty 
bread, cubes of fried potato sim- 
mered to the verge of melting ina 
fiery red sauce, variations on the 
ubiquitous jamon, shrimp or mussels 
simmered with garlic and lemon and 
olives—oh, the olives. Suddenly the 
beer tasted twice as good as you 
speared salty morsels on a toothpick 
and fit them between eager sips. 
After supping lightly and getting a 
bit of a buzz on, you stepped into the 
blazing sun and traipsed lighthead- 
edly toward a few hours of hard- 


earned siesta. 

If that’s how you got your intro- 
duction to tapas, well, no wonder 
you're disappointed by places offer- 
ing so-called tapas all the time—your 
standards are unrealistically high. 
Try to get into the spirit of it a little 
more, would you? It’s all about meet- 
ing with your friends after work but 
before a nap to have some snacks 
and unwind with a sangria. And La 
Tapa is a nice little place to do that. 

Granted it’s a little cooler on La 
Tapa’s patio than you remember 
Spain being, but you can still catch 
an hour or two of sun if you get there 
when they open at 5 p.m. for supper. 
You'll doubtless be intrigued by the 
Spanish import on the beer menu, a 
certain Alhambra Reserva 1925 
($4.95). That's not a terribly long tra- 
dition relative to the sprawl of 
Spanish history, but more than 
respectable here in Canada. Like that 
delicious Mahou you quaffed in 
Spain, it’s one of those enigmatic 
Spanish beers that lies somewhere 
exactly on the middle of the continu- 
um between lager and ale, thirst- 
quenching but full-bodied. 

Being an expert tapas-ologist, 
you'll want to sample widely from 
the long list of tapas (priced $2.50 - 
$9.95) and make sure a few 
favourites are represented. You'll no 
doubt waffle for a moment upon 
reading the entrees—grilled pork in 
a pineapple reduction, chicken breast 
stuffed with prosciutto and swiss 
and baked with mushrooms, halibut 
baked with oranges, paella loaded 
with seafood—but you'll stick with 
the plan. Because that’s what tapas is 
all about—sticking to the plan. 

A plato combinado ($14.45) offers a 
fair survey of tapas, but you might 
want to order some mixed olives 


($2.50) for the feeling of authenticity, 
Greens are also tasty, especially 
mixed greens tossed with roasted red 
peppers, tomatoes, cucumbers, red 
onions, stalks of white asparagus, red 
onions and tuna and served with 
vinaigrette ($6.95). 

You'll want to clear away the emp- 
ties because the plato combinado takes 
up a fair amount of space, bearing as 
it does grilled chorizo, a heap of cala- 
mari, croquetas (fried fingers of cheese 
and minced chicken) and patatas alioli 
(fried potatoes drizzled with garlic 
mayonnaise). You'll appreciate the 
simplicity of food because really, 
that’s what tapas is all about—sim- 
plicity. 

If your amigos arrive late, as young 
people do so often in Spain, and 
you've already eaten everything, it’s 
no problem to order more food, as 
tapas ericourages an atmosphere of 
lounging and lingering and bebidas, 
punctuated occasionally by fresh 
snacks. Your friends are probably 
like you—that’s why you're friends, 
right?—so they might even try to 
cover a lot of tapas territory and order 
the mixed seafood platter ($18.95), 
laden as it is with calamari, clams in 
white wine sauce, mussels in tomato 
sauce, grilled shrimp, calamari and 
garlic toast. Actually, you can use 
garlic as an adjective before each of 
those items. The breading on the 
calamari might strike your friends as 
a touch heavy, but you probably 
won't see any left when they’re done 
eating. 

See, it’s not so bad to have tapas in 
Edmonton. You just have to calibrate 
your expectations accordingly. A few 
rounds of Reserva 1925 don’t hurt 
either. And isn’t that what tapas is 
really all about?

City picks wrong guy 
to censor 


AT SOME POINT OR ANOTHER, EVERY- 
one finds themselves squaring off 
against some legislation, law, or poli- 
cy they didn’t even know existed. 
Though they may know deep down 
it’s not fair, the knee-jerk reaction is 
usually to grumble and resign one- 
self to following the rules. But not 
always. Meet Aaron Wilson: He was 
charged for handing out leaflets in 
the LRT, under the same bylaw that 
covers, among other things, panhan- 
dling. 

“1 was handing out leaflets for the 
February anti-war demo in 
Churchill Station outside the fare 
zone,” he writes in an email. “The 
LRT cops came and told me that I 
wasn’t allowed to do that. I said that 
this is publicly owned property, and 
my right to disseminate politically 
charged information was protected 
under section 2b of the Charter of 
Rights and Freedoms. They said I 
was mistaken because they were 
provincial constables and they know 
the law... They actually said that to 
me.” 

But, on the day in question, the 
constables were right. Anyone dis- 
tributing material in the LRT has to 
have a permit from the city. On top 
of that, the literature’s content 

ired a screening prior to distrib- 
ution—lest it should be construed as 
Edmonton Transit taking a position 
on an issue like, for instance, the war 
in Iraq. 

So when others might have 
picked up and moved their leaflet- 
ing outside, Wilson decided to pick 
up the fight. He hired a lawyer and 
brought the dispute with the city to 
court. 

Even the lawyer for the city was 
impressed by the 29-year-old’s per- 
sistence. 

“In addition to contesting his tick- 
ets in court, Mr. Wilson also contact- 
ed his councilors,” says City of 
Edmonton lawyer Steven Phipps. “It 
was the members of council w1 
then raised questions of Edmonton 
Transit about their policy, and asked 
Edmonton Transit to look at their 
policy to make sure that it complied 
with the charter.” 

The policy has since been revised 
and, though permits are still 
required as a way of ensuring leaf- 
letters do not distract commuters 
where they might get hurt, the con- 
tent of written materials will no 
longer be considered-unless, of 
course, like hate literature or obscene 
materials, it violates the criminal 
code. Last Thursday, Wilson’s 
charge was also withdrawn. 

He jokes about it now: “Fought 
and won. Guess they weren't 
good ‘provincial constables who 
know tg law,” 

So, the system works? 

“The system works,” sighs 
Phipps, over the phone from his 
office in’ ery Hall. “Not always 
as fast as we'd like, butitdoes 


work.”

Without giving away too much, 
Schlodder explained what he, as a 
protest novice, brought back from 
the experience.

Trade Organization protests in 
Seattle.

Not so Simple 
Councilors respond to 
exemption denial 


THINGS TOOK A TURN FOR THE 
worse this week in Keep It Simple’s 
fight to remain a smoking establish- 
ment. After what appeared to be a 
promise of exemption from the 
mayor, on Monday city 
council-including Bill Smith—voted 
7-5 against giving the non-alcoholic 
bar for recovering substance abusers 
the right to smoke. The prevailing 
argument: KIS’s appeal would open 
the door to other exemptions, under- 
mining, and potentially overthrow- 
ing the city’s smoking bylaw. 

Here’s what two councilors who 
voted on behalf of KIS had to say 
about the decision: 


“The five people who voted for it 
believe there are some common- 
sense approaches that have to be 
taken when you deal with any cir- 
cumstance under the jurisdiction of a 
city council. It did not make sense to 
me that a group of people providing 
a dry bar, pool tables, karaoke, sober 
dances and 12-step program meet- 
ings in a building separate [from the 
non-smoking restaurant], could not 
be permitted to smoke.” 

Bryan Anderson (Ward 5) 


“If we can help in ensuring that 
people have support in battling their 
addictions, then that’s a wise move 
for us. The argument was that this 
exemption would open the door to 
others... but we've had no calls from 
any other organization that I know of, 
or that our administration knows of, 
asking for the same. The reality is that 
the exemption would be for 18 
months, if it were to start today. So, 
we would be providing a grace peri- 
od, much as we have with the bars 
and the bingos and the casinos.”

9/11 and the politics of pain 


What followed was not about terror or oil 


THE STUNNING DESTRUCTION OF 
the twin towers of the World Trade 
Center and part of the Pentagon— 
two years ago today—caused devas- 
tating symbolic damage to global 
capital and American military 
might. While we cannot yet be sure 
of the identity of the perpetrators, 
and their motives—whatever the 
Bush administration may say—the 
Anglo-American response is as 
instructive as the attacks of that day. 
Those planes struck to the heart of 
the Judeo-Christian morality hold- 
ing together capital's global net- 
work. This morality rests on the 
ancient Judaic logic of equivalence 


9/11 triggered some fearsome Old 
Testament suffering among 
America’s estimated 90 million con- 
servative Christians, This feeling 
was articulated and manipulated by 
one of their own, the President, and 
amplified by an abject media. 
America experienced great injury 
and loss of face and so, as an old- 
fashioned, born-again Christian, 
Bush felt morally entitled to inflict 
great pain and humiliation. On 
whom?—that was the problem. The 
perpetrators of 9/11 were killed in 
the act.

LUTHER WRIGHT AND THE 
WRONGS

“OF COURSE, IF YOU THINK ABOUT 
it, there was just no way they were 
gonna let us release it,” exclaims 
singer/guitarist Luther Wright over 
the phone from Ann Arbor, 

schigart where he and the Wrongs 
are playing at an outdoor festival. 
He's talking about his band’s now 
famous (or infamous, depending on 
who you ask) country revamping of 
Pink Floyd's classic The Wall; it’s a 
subject that he’s no doubt a little tired 
of, but he gamely follows the line of 
questioning. 

“That was our thinking—we're not 
going to think about the possibilities 
of what this is gonna mean, because 
why get our hopes up? We were 
gonna have to send it to Pink Floyd 
and Roger Waters [but]... England is 
not a big bastion of ‘old country’...” 

What was the final word from the 
Floyd? 

“All the news we got back was 
very positive. And I don’t think we 
crossed the line. Every now and then 
some nutcase will write into the 
forum on our Web site, or we get 
reviews that don’t talk about the lyrics 
or the music; they just talk about the 
fact that we did it—which for them is 
blasphemy.” 

And so, possibly to salve the feelings 
of outraged Floyd fans (the Wrong’s 
Rebuild the Wall project did get 
released after all), Wright and the 
band have returned to recording orig- 
inal songs on their fourth album, 
Guitar Pickin’ Martyrs. Initial reviews 
have been great, and Wright hopes 
that the album can allow the Wrongs 
to continue past misgivings that the 
group.is simply a novelty act, 


“although The Wall'album has given 


the group more attention than if they 
had just stuck to being another coun- 
try-rock act. 

“We're kind of at a level of success 
with the band that we didn’t really 
expect; we've been able to crack into 
the U.S and build a touring career. 


€ 


We're trying to follow in the footsteps 
of the touring musicians who play 
hundreds of shows a year and build 
their audiences in every town. 
Playing places like Hattiesburgh, 
Mississippi and having a following; o1 
there's a Luther Wright and the 
Wrongs clique that comes out in Los 
Angeles. That’s more tangible.” 

And it’s certainly something you 
can count on, ially considering 
the vagaries of fthe @ music business. 
Luther Wright and the Wrongs, with 
their distribution deal from Universal 
are certainly not DIY on the level of, 
say, Fugazi, but they hew to a similar 
ethic: keeping low to the ground, 
watching that they don’t cede power 
to outside interests. And then there's 
the matter of their chdsen form of 
music, which historically commands 
some of the most zealous and loyal 
fans in the business—and some of the 
most vigilant. Mainstream of country 
music continues to pump out bland, 
syrupy concoctions far removed from 
classic country sensibilities, yet it still 
retains a huge blue-collar pickup 
truck audience. Purist “alt country,” 
on the other hand, grabs a primarily 
educated, snobbish urban audience 
that’s usually more attuned to the 
underground. It’s a freakish turn of 
events not lost on Wright, who pon- 
ders on it even as his band struggles 
to work within the parameters of 
country music. 

“We've always defined ourselves 
as alt country or punkgrass or some- 
thing, but... I guess it’s okay; I’ve got- 
ten away from saying we're old time 
rocking country.” He gropes for 
words. “Who do you compare your- 
self to when you don’t even know 
what you're doing? And like any cre- 
ative project, is it really healthy to 
examine what you're doing? You'll 
figure it out and it'll be dead. I guess 
all the answers are in the I Ching: 
‘Stand in the center. Don’t try, just 
do.” 

He laughs. 

“So, I'm trying to live a little more 
like that—just let it happen around 
us..”

Just before Edwards skyrock- 
eted in stature, Bryson left to kick 
start his own career, and finish up 
work on his new album, North Side 
Benches. Unlike his stark, Crazy 
Horse-inflected debut of a few years 
ago, North Side Benches is a poppier 
affair, replete with synthesizers, 
Wurlitzers, glockenspiel, and a help- 
ing hand from Blue Rodeo’s Jim 















Cuddy. Like his first album, though, 
it's filled with wonderfully detailed 
songs, an eye for a catchy melody, 
and the same Neil Young-derived 
guitar lines that drove any number 
of Kathleen Edwards’ songs, as well 
as his own. 

“T don’t think anyone realizes it’s 
me on that album [Failer],” he 
laughs. “I’ve gotten a few emails that 
were complimentary, and in some 
reviews it gets written up, but I think 
she’s played so long now with her 
new band that they probably 
assume it’s just them. But, it hasn't 
been negative in any way. I’m not 
really riding it the way I should, I 
guess.

up in Steve Pinsent’s enthusiastic 
manner. The drummer for local 


rockers Sinclair practically radiates a 
positive outlook as he details the 
bands’ do-it-yourself blueprint for 
success in the music industry. 
“We've read that the record compa- 
nies are more interested if you can 
prove that you can do it yourself,” 
explains the amiable percussionist.

kids may disown this once they figure out that 
the titular artist in the ambulance is a metaphor 
for God, but let's ignore the punk rock dogma 
camps for now, because you're not listening to 
Thrice for the ideology. It’s the blend of fast- 
paced melodic punk and technical hardcore and 
metal chops that earned this band its quickly 
multiplying following. In their early-20s, and 
with three albums already under their belts, 
Thrice is getting better at their craft, with less 
obvious divisions between pop-punk and tech 
thrash than on their debut /dentity Crisis, and 
better pop sensibilities than 2002's The I/lusion 
of Safety. But, they've still got some learning to 
do about atmosphere and dynamics, because 
the prevailing mood on Artistis overbearingly 
dramatic, stretching to push out soaring 
arrangements and epic minor key melodies over 
every possible inch of this record. 

Big-budget overproduction courtesy of 
Island Records doesn't do this release many 
favours, either, but Thrice’s mastery of sleek, 
pummeling rhythms on “Paper Tigers” and “The 
Abolition of Man” are enough to cut through the 
blinding sheen of polished guitars, abused vocal 
harmonies, and faux string arrangements. 
Powerful in small doses, but a whole album's 
worth becomes almost oppressive.

the band's roots are so unremarkable. They 
were truly just a few Philadelphia punks playing 
together in somebody's basement.

While this is essentially a 20th anniversary 
compilation of rarities and live cuts, the material 
presented here might be difficult to find else- 
where. Diehard fans will want to search it out, 
and curious onlookers will no doubt find ita 
good introduction to a band that still sounds rel- 
evant 20 years later.

WHEN THE LANGLEY SCHOOLS MUSIC PROJECT 
was released three years ago, it was hard to

WHEN AN ALBUM LIKE JACKPOT FAILS, IT’S ALL 
too common to blame the star. In this case, the 
blame falls squarely with the producers, On his 
own, Chingy is just another loudmouth with an 
exaggerated southern twang and a lot of nerve. 


What makes him less viable than other notable * 


loudmouths, like 50 Cent, is that Chingy's pro- 
ducers, the Trak Starz, fail to turn him into a 
genuine personality. They fail to feed Chingy any 
clever catchphrases, and they fail to set up any 
truly memorable hooks (on the off chance that 
he'll stumble onto something good himself). 
This album would have benefited from a pro- 
ducer more akin to Cyrano de Bergerac than to 
St. Louis’ Trak Starz, who unfortunately come 
off like low-budget beat makers 

But, it's not all that bad, and even though 
Chingy’s hit single, “Right Thurr,” is completely 
disposable, there is at least one promising track: 
“One Call Away” features a sinuous acoustic 
guitar and a deep, syncopated bass-line, over 
which Chingy does his best to play the part of a 
sensitive admirer. It's convincing enough, and 
probably the only song on the album that differs 
from the cookie cutter hip hop the Trak Starz 
have laid out. However, it does little to redeem 
an album that is flawed from the outset.

Rex Harrington celebrates 20 years 
as Canada’s ballet prince

MAKE NO MISTAKE: IN THE WORLD 
of ballet, Rex Harrington is Canada’s 
Prince Charming. 

Of course, he’s also been The 
Nutcracker prince, the Swan Lake 
prince and the Sleeping Beauty prince, 
with room for Romeo and Apollo on 
the side. After pairings with ballet’s 
A-List ballerinas (Karen Kain, Evelyn 
Hart, Carla Fracci and Susan Jaffe, to 
name a few), a performance before 
Her Majesty herself and a recent 
appointment to the Order of Canada, 
how does a retiring dancer raise the 
bar? 

“A star on Canada’s Walk of 
Fame!” jokes Harrington. 

Then again, he still doesn’t have 
one. 

“It's surreal for me to look back. 
Some nights I get cold sweats think- 
ing about what I am going to do. But 
by no means is it over.” 

That's for sure. For starters, 
Harrington recently made his musi- 
cal theatre debut in Robin Hood at 
Toronto's Winter Garden (“It’s the 


first time I heard myself open my 
mouth,” he cads). As he breaks into 
film acting, he’s graduated to coach 
and instructor at the National Ballet, 
the same institution that leavened his 
twenty-year career. In town to mark 
the occasion with The Four Seasons, 
Harrington's about to reprise what 
he and many Canadians consider his 
landmark role—not as Prince, but as 
Everyman. 


A FRESH APPROACH 

Set to Vivaldi’s famous score, The 
Four Seasons is an abstract, modern 
ballet depicting the cycle of life, one 
of few that critics proudly label a 
“masterpiece.” To creator James 
Kudelka, the acclaim is a well- 
earned nod towards his artistic 
direction at the National Ballet itself, 
a fresh approach of renewed 
promise for the Ballet's international 
reputation. For Harrington, it’s a 
toast to his audience, and to the 
golden role that earned him a 
Gemini for the film version. 
Furthermore, the tour’s westward 
swing takes place on the cusp of 
autumn, which just happens to be 
Harrington’s favourite season. 

“There’s something about it that’s 
comforting to me,” he says. “The 
mornings are cool, there's a feeling 
of change in the air. Part of it is hav- 
ing grown up in Vancouver and part 
of it was living on a farm 


[Harrington recently bought and 
sold Stone Orchard, former home 
and future burial site of writer 
Timothy Findley]. Most of all, fall 
has always been touring season, so it 
all fits.” 

The Four Seasons is accompanied 
by Kudelka’s one-act creation The 
Firebird, a Russian fable under inces- 
sant re-invention since first present- 
ed in 1910 by the Ballet Russes. 
Kudelka’s version, accompanied by 
40 dancers, has received more mixed 
acclaim than The Four Seasons, main- 
ly due to his return to Stravinsky's 
lengthy, original music score. 

Unlike The Four Seasons, which 
favours a bare stage over bulky sets, 
The Firebird displays the vivid crafts- 
manship of set and costume design- 
er Santo Loquasto, in a Mayan-influ- 
enced atmosphere cross-blending 
aboriginal cultures. David Finn’s 
lighting is equally impressive, 
particularly in The Four Seasons, 
where it comes in handy in the 
much-heralded summer pas de deux 
between Harrington and dancer 
Greta Hodgkinson. 

“The sets are projections,” 
Harrington describes. “The scene 
has got a lot of dangerous partner- 
ship, with overhead lifts and fast 
turns, like the music itself. It’s very 
sexual, and the backdrop just goes 
bright red.” 


CHANGING PARTNERS 

Sexuality and sensuality are criti- 
cal in The Four Seasons. In each sea- 
son, a different woman, played by a 
different principal dancer, embraces 
Harrington's character. Although he 
has eased gracefully into the role, he 
admits that shift in dynamic

EVERY YEAR, A GROUP OF UNASS- 
uming Edmonton improvisers turn 
into super-improvisers, performing 
an array of theatrical impossibilities 
over the course of three days in the 
Soap-a-Thon, a nonstop fund-raiser 
and kick-off for the Die Nasty season. 
The Varscona Theatre is transformed 
into an all-nighter, a punishing 
endurance test for some, but not for 
Die Nasty regular Mark Meer. 

“It’s pretty much my favourite 
thing to do. It’s the 11th year, and my 
seventh doing it all the way 
through.” 

That's 53 hours, people. 

“They started this 11 years ago. 
The company was doing it before I 
joined Die Nasty. I started helping 
out—I was part of Rapid Fire—and I 
ended up staying for over 24 hours. 
The only time I havent done it for the 
entire 53 hours, I missed it because I 
was stuck in London during 9/11. It 
takes a major world event to stop 
me. 

Well, it might take a terrorist act to 
stop a superhero. For the mortal man, 
53 hours of improv would be enough 
to crush him—under the weight of 
soft pillows and a blankie. 

“Often you find that because 
you're so engaged with what's going 
on onstage it’s easy to stay awake. It’s 
when you're not on stage that you 
pace just to keep yourself focused.” 

“For the first couple of years we 
tried coffee, but after a while you start 
to crack. I would say that wateris the 
most important thing, constant 
hydration.” 

And for the Kryptonite that is 
urine and nicotine? 

“Every two hours there’s a 10 
minute break for a pee and a smoke. 
And to eat! Local restaurants feed us, 
so there’s always fresh food.” 

Thank Zeus! And since this is a 


larger-than-life event, what better 
theme could they take on than anoth 
er larger-than-life event? 

“This year, it’s set at the Toronto 
Film Festival. I think that it was 
David Belke who suggested a film 
festival, and Dana Andersen who 
suggested Toronto.” 

So we should expect plenty of 
drama. If you follow some of real-life 
coverage of the TIFF, there'll be diva 
fits, sexual intrigue, shattered egos— 
and that’s only the critics. Let’s face it 
it’s not about the movies.

1999, just coincidentally when the fes- 
tival was on. I think people just get 
excited by the prospect of seeing 
American celebrities. From what | 
understand, it’s a huge schmooze- 
fest. I don’t even think it’s competi- 
tive [for the films]; but ours will be 
cutthroat.” 

There are other improv-a-thons in 
the world, but Soap-a-Thon is unique 
in that they will be maintaining a 
narrative throughout the course of 
the weekend. Thankfully, for the 
sleep-deprived actors, they have help. 

“We have a director. They tend to 
change—as hard as it is to do it as. an 
actor, it’s really hard to direct it.” 

The others who are doing the full 


53 hours include Patti Stiles, Jeff 


Haslam, Belinda Cornish and Josh 
Dean. The rest of the Die Nasty crew 
will round out the cast of millions, 
but as always, there are surprises to 
be had in any night at the soaps. 

“The rest include all your favourite 
Edmonton actors, and some big-time 
American celebrities!”

ABOVE ALL ELSE, FRANCOIS OZON’S 
Swimming Pool is further evidence 
that Charlotte Rampling knows how 
to pick a script. In the past couple of 
years she was featured in arthouse 
oddities like Jonathon Nossiter’s 
Signs and Wonders and Ozon’s Sous 
le Sable—substantial, intelligent and 
shrewdly daring roles no 
Hollywood actress, least of all one in 
her fifties, would ever be offered 
because no one in Hollywood 
would make this kind of film—ever. 


Rampling portrays Sarah Morton, 
a reclusive mystery novelist of the 
tight-lipped British stripe. She can’t 
get the latest installment of her 
detective series started, so she takes 
her publisher's keys and holes up in 
his villa in France. Basking in the 
seclusion, Sarah sets to work writ- 
ing, but her authorial idyll is spoiled 
by the arrival of Julie (Ludivine 
Sagnier), the publisher's daughter, a 
pouty young siren with a mane of 
blonde hair and all manner of exces- 
sive habits. 

Note the profusion of dichotomies 
between the two women: buttoned- 
down British reserve vs. wanton 
French toplessness, cautious middle 
age vs. reckless youth, intellectual 
vs. sensual, fiction vs. reality, and so

forth. Luckily, the movie isn’t so 
obvious as to dwell on these differ- 
ences, only to see them reconciled. 

Sarah’s self-containment and 
prudishness soon give way to 
curiosity about Julie and her father, 
not all of which seems entirely 
healthy—she plunders the girl’s pri- 
vacy and plugs the spoils into her 
new novel, groping around her emo- 
tional tender spots for material. But 
Julie won't let her observe from a 
safe distance and Sarah is forced to 
become vulnerable and discover 
where her limits truly are. What's 
intriguing here is not just the rela- 
tionship between the women, but 
the way Ozon explores Sarah’s cre- 
ativity and its essentially solitary 
nature—not an easy thing to render 
in a visual medium. 

Much has been made of the 
prominence of Sagnier’s bare 
breasts in the narrative—and they 
are unmistakably firm, voluptuous 
breasts—but the film is all 
Rampling’s. In fact, at times, she 
makes the film seem like more than 
it’s even trying to be. Swimming Pool 
dawdles through its first half as 
Sarah gets out of dreary London and 
into the vibrant French countryside. 

Her gradual emergence from 
behind her prim patrician facade is 
related with such poise, you forgive 
Ozon’s occasional lapses into visual 
whimsy. Sagnier, by contrast, 
becomes less compelling as the film 
wears on, though this has less to do 
with her performance than her role 
in the story. 

Toward the end of Swimming 
Pool, things become a bit ambigu- 
ous and, to some extent, a little coy. 
If you're susceptible to Ozon’s 
brand of playfulness, this serves the 
film extremely well and it becomes 
a richer experience than you're led 
to expect by the plotty develop- 
ments of the third act. On the other 
hand, it virtually apologizes for its 
climax with a clumsy (but not 
unlovely) visual coda that could just 
have well occurred in your imagina- 
tion. 

Despite such flaws, Swimming 
Pool is unpredictable and tantaliz- 
ing, a little weird but more satisfy- 
ing “a it.

WHO’D HAVE THOUGHT THE FUN- 
niest movie of the year could also be 
the bloodiest? But then again who'd 
have thought the guy who made 
goofy gore-fest Dead Alive would 
helm the Lord of the Rings trilogy? Or 
the director of the sticky, campy Evil 
Dead trilogy would be handed the 
reigns of the Spider-Man franchise? 

The line between high and low art 
has never been less relevant, particu- 
larly at the cinema, so it’s no surprise 
Cabin Fever—a film that mixes scary 
and slapstick in the tradition of Peter 
Jackson and Sam Raimi—was the 
subject of a massive bidding war at 
last year’s Toronto Film Festival. 
Lion’s Gate paid out their highest 
sum ever to acquire distribution 
rights, and it was a wise investment 
because the mucky little movie is 
gonna be big. 

Rookie director Eli Roth clearly 
knows what works and what 
doesn’t in the genre, but more 





The par-tay is cut short, however, 
by a virulent flesh-eating bacterium. 
After a violent encounter with an 
infected woodsman who trashes 
their ride, the trapped vacationers 
are locked into a struggle to survive 
the disease, themselves, and some 
vigilante hillbillies. 

The locals, who‘d be right at home 
in a Christopher Guest film, are 
over-the-top hilarious from the 
party-obsessed sheriff to an effemi- 
nate shop-owner who looks like 
Santa Claus. Scenes involving an 
aggressive young yokel named 
Dennis are pure comic gold. Let's 
just say there’s a damn good reason 
you should never, EVER sit next to 
Dennis. 

To balance this there are sickly ter- 
rifying moments aplenty: projectile 
infected-blood barfing, a crazed dog 
darting out of the woods to attack, a 
rotting friend locked away ina tool 
shed. It all works because the charac- 
ters are interesting enough to really 
care about. Laugh with them, cry 
with them, die with them—it's a fun 
outing in the forest. 

Really, the only fault of the 
sharply paced, edited, and directed 
film is that Roth and co-writer 
Randy Pearlstein are a little too

THE TERM “SPAGHETTI WESTERN” 


is so commonplace for movie buffs 
(and lots of other people) that its jux- 
taposition of disparate words has 
lost some of its bizarre resonance. 
Cowboys rarely, if ever, ate pasta 
and Italy’s history, while rich and 
storied, is bereft of tales of cattle 
rustlers, gunslingers and homestead- 
ers circling the wagons. 

But it just so happened that Italian 
film studios were losing revenue to - 
American movie imports in the early 
1960s and, for the most part, refused 
to finance big budget movies. 
Directors with extravagant visions 
had to find new ways to get funding 
and one director, Sergio Leone, 
struck up a deal with the American 
studio United Artists to make a 
western starring Clint Eastwood, 
who was at the time a regular on an 
American TV show called Rawhide. 
For starring in their first collabora- 
tion, A Fistful of Dollars (1964), 
Eastwood lassoed the tidy sum of 
$15,000. For a Few Dollars More fol-

The colossal catastrophe of the 
Civil War is an apt backdrop for 
Leone's grandiose cinematic sense, 
which is not to say the director is 
very interested in realism. From its 
opening moments, the film alter- 
nates wide-angle panoramas with 
screen-popping close-ups of the 
actors, most of whom seem to have 
been picked for their grotesqueness. 
Even the leading men call to mind 
masks—Eastwood and Van Cleef 
are two sides of the same coin with 
their steely squints, and Wallach’s 
raucous terization veers 
between malicious glee and sputter- 
ing rage, both of which are 

with a belligerent snarl, 
in Ennio Morricone’‘s famous 
cackling theme music.

they can make a comedy unless it’s 
didactic to the point of a grade 
school lesson plan. Why? Do studios 
believe audiences are so lacking in 
sophistication that anything straying 
from stale formula, stolen gags, and 
schoolyard vernacular will scare 
them off? 

This condescending approach, 
among many, many, many other 
things, made David Spade’s last dis- 
asterpiece, The Adventures of Joe Dirt, 
one of the least funny films ever. By 
occasionally relenting on the crush- 
ing obviousness of hack gag writing, 
this time around Spade and writing 
pee Fred Wolf (SNL) actually 

atch a couple of laughs in Dickie 
Roberts: Former Child Star. But let’s be 
absolutely clear: This is still a bad 
movie. It’s just slightly less shitty 
than Shitty McShitty’s aforemen- 
tioned last shitastic shitathon. 

Like white trash mullethead Joe 
Dirt, Dickie Roberts is an immature 
loser with no fashion sense (70s 
shirts, bad hat, gloves) on a mission 
to find his stolen childhood. Y‘see, 
back in the 70s Dickie was the most 
popular child actor, but was aban- 
doned by his mom and the public 
when he grew up. Now in his mid- 
30s, he’s busy working as a valet, 
getting his ass kicked by Emmanuel 
Lewis (Webster) in a celebrity-boxing 
match, and playing poker with 
Corey Feldman, Danny Bonaduce, 
Barry Williams (AKA Greg Brady), 
Dustin Diamond (Screech from 
Saved By The Bell), and Leif Garret, 
who appeared in scores of movies 
and TV shows in the~70s. To cement 
his loser status, he’s dumped by girl- 
friend Cyndi—appropriately played 
by Alyssa Milano. 

Redemption comes in the form of 
arole in a Rob Reiner movie, which 
Dickie believes will revive his career. 
The problem is Reiner doesn’t think 


Dickie’s up to itbecause, like other 
child actors, he was robbed of a nor- 
mal childhood and didn’t properly 
develop. Solution: Dickie sells his 
autobiography and pays an upper 
middleclass couple to adopt him for 
a month as one of their kids. It prac- 
tically writes itself, now doesn’t it? 

At least that’s what the industry 
believes—you have a hook and a 
star and you've gota film. Too bad 
Spade lacks the charisma of Adam 
Sandler, whose production compa- 
ny Happy Madison made Dickie 
Roberts. Spade’s sardonic little creep 
persona works much better in the 
role of commentator, as when he did 
the Hollywood Minute on SNL. He’s 
got a few almost-memorable one-lin- 
ers when he’s being a jerk, but as 
soon as the film atrophies into senti- 
mentality, his attempts to fake dra- 
matic angst are tough to watch: 
Whether it’s the result of market 
research or of someone reading too 
much Robert McKee, the need to 
graft a collection of one-off gags onto 
sub-soap-opera dramatic storylines 
has got to stop. 

Audiences are supposed to care 
about Dickie because A: he simply 
says he’s sad, and B: violin music 
swells on the soundtrack? Guess 
what? Nobody going to see a come- 
dy starring a former SNLer gives a 
shit about Dickie Roberts’ inner tur- 
moil unless it serves the comedy (a 
la Happy Gilmore or The Wedding 
Singer). The only real laughs in 
Dickie Roberts are when the film 
strays from the stale formulae, stolen 
gags and schoolyard vernacular. The 
best scenes are with the former child 
stars, particularly a rousing musical 
number over the credits.

Benno (the character’s name is 
William Eden, if you care) is a sin- 
eater. That is, if you've been excom- 
municated from the church, (and 
thus cut off from salvation), Benno 
can purge you of your sins by 
putting a piece of bread on your 
chest and then eating it, essentially 
doing an end run around the 
Catholic Church’s end run around 
the unconditional redemption 
offered by Christ. 

So, a couple of things. First, this 
isn’t that scary. If anything, Benno’s 
a rogue last-rite-giver, so he doesn’t 
really seem to be doing anything 
wrong. Benno and Ledger pretty 
much just wander around chatting 
about sin-eating. There is some kind 
of evil faction in the church led by 
Peter Weller who played Robocop in 
Robocop, but they just flit in and out 
of the movie without a lot of point. 
There’s simply not a lot of conceptu- 
al oomph here, not much of an idea 
of dread in any way. 

Second, as far as visual motifs go, 
church horror movies usually do 
best to rely on inversions and 
defoulings of the already-creepy 
trappings and rituals of the Catholic 
Church. Drenching everything with 
blood never hurts either. The Order 
in most of its scenes seems to be 
going for a lowball version of this, 
with lots of admittedly nice-looking 
color-desaturated shots of old 
churches in Rome. However, if the 
idea of the churchy horror movie is 
to elicit sepulchural dread, the worst 
way to bring that to life on screen is 
by using a goofy computer monster. 
Nonetheless, the actual sin-eating 
scenes of The Order all involve com- 
puter-generated sins that look like 
translucent versions of the squidbots 
from The Matrix. Ouch. 

Other than that, it’s just boooooor- 
ing. All the scenes look and feel the 
same, dark, dimly lit, and nothing 
stimulating going on. Chances are, a 
real church service would be ten 
times more fun and humanly stimu- 
lating than watching this movie, so if 
you're thinking of seeing The Order, 
why not just hit a Sunday service 
instead?

One of his 
friends asked him if it was good, to 
which he replied, with a hint of 
patois in his patter, “Man, you 
should know, if | put it in my 
mouth, it must taste good.” He then 
went out on the boulevard and, of 
his own volition, began waylaying 
pedestrians and trying to usher them 
into the premises for “the best don- 
air in town.” | was too full to eat 
again, but this guy had clearly been 
converted, so it might be worth a 
shot. 

Chinatown, my Chinatown— 
though there are many restaurants 
in that precinct to which I regularly 
return, I'm always keen to suss out a 
new one to add to the reserve list.

Does porn contribute 
to criminal behaviour? 


IN A STUDY THAT ASKED CONVICTED RAPISTS. 
the reasons behind their crimes, they 
responded: “| was drunk,” “| was 
horny,” and “| didn't do it.” 

Not one said, “Porn made me do it.” 

| thought the notion that viewing porn 
turns you into a rapist went out with 
Katherine McKinnon, but with Internet 
porn as accessible as milk at your corner 
store (except you don't even have to 
leave your house for it), that old argu- 
ment is enjoying new life. 

| have serious problems with peoples’ 
ongoing fear that the Internet is this big 
bad place full of pedophiles, perverts 
and porn. There are plenty of 
pedophiles, perverts and porn online, of 
course, but the fear that the Internet can 
potentially turn us all into rapists and 
porn addicts is misguided. Harmful, 
even. Fear and sex is never a good com- 
bination—unless you're into that as a 
kink—and this kind of thinking too often 
leads to paranoia, censorship, ignorance 
and, ultimately, an unhealthy attitude 
about sexuality. 

How refreshing, then, to hear an old 
white-guy academic tell us that four 
(unsupervised) hours at the mall is 
probably more dangerous for your kids 
than the Internet 

In a presentation on Internet porn at 
this year's Guelph sexuality conference, 
William A. Fisher, a professor in the 
Departments of Psychology and 
Obstetrics and Gynecology at the 
University of Western Ontario, reports 
that his own kids mostly get grossed out 
when porn “pops up” while they're on 
MSN. 

As for influencing criminal behaviour, 
Fisher refers to Judith Becker, the Dean 
of Social and Behavioral Sciences 
Department.at the University of Arizona, 
who has studied juvenile rapists exten- 
sively. Becker doesn’t believe porn con- 
tributes to their actions, or that kids 
growing up with more porn online are 
being affected. “I don’t think the Internet 
is the powerful socializer we think,” says 
Becker. 

Part of the problem is that we're still 
suffering the hangover from earlier fear- 
mongering reports like the 1986 Meese 
Commission, which was set in motion 
by Ronald Reagan and which basically 
consolidated and published the opinions 
of a bunch of anti-porn people without 
any scientific backing. 

| mean, consider this conclusion: 
“Finding a link between aggressive 
behaviour towards women and sexual 
violence, whether lawful or unlawful, 
requires assumptions not found exclu- 
sively in the experimental evidence. We 
see no reason, however, not to make 
these assumptions... that are plainly jus- 
tified by our own Common sense.” 

Uh, yeah. Solid stuff. 

Unfortunately, according to Fisher, 
conflicting scientific studies that indicate 
porn has little or no social harm—like 
the 10-volume 1970 Presidential 
Commission on Obscenity and 
Pornography or, in Canada, The Fraser 
Committee of Porn and Prostitution 
(1985)—are largely ignored. 

Instead, Fisher says, we fall back on 
research and stats that are biased 
toward an it’s-everywhere/everybody's- 
doing-it attitude. 

Not that there isn’t more of the stuff 
available these days. 

“It almost seems that a parallel uni- 
verse must exist where there is a planet 








ation te produce and consume erotic 
images. Heck, the earliest bone carving 
and cave drawings were sexually explic 
it, says Fisher. 

And technology always drives, or is 
driven by, erotic imagery. 

Yes, Internet porn is unique in that 
cheap, accessible to anyone of any age 
anonymous and can be tailored to sui 
your needs 

But, despite a prevalent “monkey se 
monkey do” attitude when it comes to 
people and porn, any therapist can tel 
you it takes a hell of a lot more than sin 
ply showing someone a few pictures t 
change their behaviour. “Even monke 
have a brain,” Fisher says. 

To prove this point, as part of The 
Effects of Internet Sexually Explicit 
Materials study (1997), researchers put 
men in a room with a computer set up 
with Internet “bookmarks"—some wer 
sex-related; some were not—and left the 
men to surf for one-and-a-half hours 
The researchers found no change in 
these men’s attitudes about rape or see- 
ing women as subservient. 

Okay, not the most earth-shattering 
proof but certainly worth considering 
Also worth considering: From 1995- 
1999, when Internet use was increasing 
rapidly, reports of sexual assault actually 
declined in Canada. 

So perhaps-we've got this all wrong? 

Sure, | still have issues with existing 
porn—aesthetically, a lot of it is disap- 
pointing and most of the sexual scripts 
are annoying and insulting to women 
(and to men for that matter). But censo; 
ing it isn't the way to go. 

“[Censorship] is an anti-democratic 
model, ineffective, and encourages ant! 
sex,” agrees Fisher. He confesses tha! 
he has a fantasy about doing a study on 
the long-term effects of censorship to 
see—as with the argument about porn 
and rape—whether censorship causes 
intolerance. 

Which doesn’t mean we can’t improve 
how porn is accessed and absorbed. 

One of Fisher's graduate students, 
Cory Isaacs, has developed a unique 
pilot project to this end called Peggy's 
Porn Guide, which | quite like. Viewers 
watch explicit porn clips, then Peggy 
comes on and reviews what they've seen 

in an effort to educate men about porn 
and to give them more realistic ideas 
about sex. 

For example, after watching a hot 
girl/girl scene, Peggy asks: “How likely 
is ita woman would agree to have sex 
with another women if her male partner 
asked her?” along with a followed-up 
question: “How likely are you to have 
sex with another man if your female 
partner asked you to?” 

Clever, isn't it? » 

As for concerns about the compulsive 
use of Internet porn and the ways in 
which it could wreak havoc on a relation: 
ship (if one of you is into this stuff and 
the other is not), Fisher concludes that 
that’s got more to do with the relation- 
ship than with online porn.

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Testament to the truth 
Venerable Chilean journalist 
comes to Edmonton 


TO COMMEMORATE THE 30- 
year anniversary of the other 
September 11, one of Chile’s most 
influential writers is coming to 
Edmonton. Patricia Verdugo is one 
of only a handful of journalists who 
dared to speak out against the 
Pinochet regime. Augusto Pinochet's 
dictatorship began with the bloody 
overthrow of president Salvador 
Allende on September 11, 1993. That 
bloodshed continued throughout 
Pinochet's 17-year reign, when dissi- 
dents were murdered, tortured or 
simply disappeared. 

Verdugo lost her father to the 
regime and, perhaps as a result, set 
out to dig up as much evidence 
against the leadership as possible. 
The author of ten books, she is 
renouned for gathering extensive 
and well-documented testimonial 
interviews. Verdugo even came into 
possession of a tape of commu- 
niqués between military officials on 
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the day of the 1973 coup. Asa high 
profile journalist, she was somewhat 
protected from Pinochet's goons. It 
also helped that politically, Verdugo 
sat somewhere in the centre of the 
spectrum. Though others might 
have been content for such a level of 
impunity, Verdugo used it to push 
onward with the documentation of 
events. 

“That is the great merit of Patricia 
Verdugo,” says Cecilia Novella, her- 
self a former Chilean journalist, now 
living in Edmonton, who convinced 
Verdugo to make the trip. “She could 
have gone to work for the [national 
daily]... and she didn’t. Because she 
knew, as a journalist, where she was 
taught to follow ethics and the truth, 
those values were first in her priori- 
ties. She decided to keep searching, 
to find the truth about her father’s 
death... and in that way she found 
the truth for the thousands of victims 


in Chile.”

Precious rocks 
Debeers lab holds 
quiet opening at U of A 


DIAMONDS ARE A U’S FRIEND. AT 
least that appeared to be the case on 
Monday, when University of Alberta 
enthusiastically received a $100,000 
donation from Debeers in exchange 
for the company’s name ona lab in 
the Earth and Atmospheric Sciences 
Building. The lab celebrated a small 
opening, remarkably free of protest 
considering last year, the contribu- 
tion offered by the international dia- 
mond merchant was met with fierce 
opposition from members of the 
2002/03 students’ union. 

They outlined their primary con- 
cerns—which include Debeers’ links 
to apartheid, child labour, funding of 
African civil wars and the eviction of 


indigenous people from land in 
Botswana—in a 30-page research 
and position paper, and. 

So-called conflict (or blood) dia- 
monds-those arising from war-rav- 
aged countries like Sierra Leone, 
Liberia and the Democratic Republic 
of Congo-are currently almost 
impossible to trace. The SU research 
paper blames the Debeers structure 
a monopoly in the diamond trade, on 
the oversight that allows blood dia- 
monds to flood the market indistin- 
guishable from their non-conflict 
peers. 

Dr. Thomas Stachel, the Canada 
Research Chair in Diamonds, named 
to run the high-tech but surprisingly 
tiny lab, says his research could pro- 
vide a solution to this problem. The 
Debeers’-funded technology is capa- 
ble of codifying diamond mine char- 
acteristics, producing data that could 
eventually identify the origin of each 
batch. 

Stachel promises that the Debeers’ 
contribution comes “with no strings 
attached.” 

But former student union presi- 





dent Mike Hudema believes that 
even at arms length from the 
research they support, corporate 
donors make dangerous partners for 
universities 

“The more corporate influence 
that you have at the university 
impacts the learning environment,” 
he says. “From extreme cases, where 
you actually have companies that are 
providing curriculum—Disney and 
Microsoft are now providing strict 
curriculum... There are lots of ques- 
tions around the impact on students 
Is this really a place of higher learn- 
ing, where we ask the bigger ques- 
tions, or is it a’place that has become 
commodified and simply about get- 
ting a degree so you can enter a job 
market? This is what we're seeing 
more and more.’

A CIVIL WAR IS BREWING IN 
Edmonton and there are already 
casualties. More than being about 
beers and a building, people’s lives 
are dancing with ulcerous hopeless- 
ness while hate flows like blood in 
the gutter. And the city, as usual, 
proved to be a bunch of flaccid flop- 
sies. For it, our music scene suffers, 
as anyone who’s had to bus to a 
poorly transplanted show at Red’s 
in the last six months understands, 
which doesn’t even speak to the 
shows we may have seen if the 
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Starlite’s high council had time to 
concentrate on issues other than 
simple survival. And now the air is 
full of talk of lawsuits and resigna- 
tions. 

So how did this all come about? 
How is it that the transition from 
the Rev to the Starlite became such 
a fucking mess? To pare it down to 
a short story is almost impossible, 
but it goes something like this: 
Local businessman and scene-sup- 
porting Atlas Oliver Friedmann, 
notoriously picked on by the cops 
and conservative neighbours for 
years, decided to finally escape 
from bitch mountain last year and 


ditch his club to the highest bidder. 
Rather than fight each other for the 
prize, a group of six businessmen— 
including lovable promoter Gary 
McGowan and Nhaelan McMillan 
of BAD Productions, Red’s manag- 
er Zeno and local writer Steve 
Sandor—got together as a unit and 
began the bumpy negotiations. 
They put forward a bid of $150,000 
for the bar’s hardware and precious 
grandfather licence with the city, 
and both sides signed it with hand- 
shakes. Soon, though, the Group of 
Six realized that their money was 
going to be used to help buy the 
actual historic “venue” building, it 
having been on the market for 
years. This would effectively make 
Oliver their landlord, with the 
power to raise rents, etc. The Six 
bought the building instead, for 
$550,000, leaving Friedmann out of 
the loop. Business, as they say, is 
business, but the move was com- 
pletely legal. And the Six never 
pulled their offer to buy the club. 
Friedmann then joined forces 
with his former antagonists in the 
neighbourhood, including Alberta 


Suite Place Hotel and Cathedral 
Close seniors’ rez. He showed up 
on their behalf with a big stack of 
papers at the city’s Sept. 11 hearing 
on whether the Starlite could open 
its doors. With the words of those 
once bent on his destruction as the 
Rev’s proprietor, Friedmann went 
into a long discussion of how the 
building could never be fully 
soundproofed, failing to point out 
the differences between all-night, 
repetitive techno beats and what 
the Starlite had planned, which is 
concerts, by their very nature short- 
et, given to breaks and ripe with the 
possibility of occasional slow songs. 
But Starlite dropped the ball, too. 
Under the advisement of City 
Development, they applied for a 
“nightclub” licence, which is not 
actually what they had in mind. 
They should have applied to be a 
“cabaret,” which implies they’d 
only open the upstairs for concerts, 
with plenty of security to usher 
away kids from the ‘hood. It’s quite 
arguable they also should have 
waited to transform the dingy old 
Rev into the beautiful, half-million- 


dollar room the Starlite is now. It’s a 
heartbreaking waste of space right 
now, which, honestly, would imme- 
diately improve Deadmonton’s rep- 
utation through the gossip of chatty 
touring musicians who should be 
playing there. That's how it works 
for the folk fest, it’s how it would 
work for the chandeliered Starlite. 

The city, nonetheless, chose the 
weaker path, and denied the Six the 
rights to open, pushing the precari- 
ous Six closer to doom. By this 
point, there are house mortgages 
and people’s meager personal for- 
tunes at stake. The city should 
move quickly to correct their mis- 
step, and start collecting tax rev- 
enue instead of bankruptcy filings 
and loathing. 

Because considering the Starlite 
guilty of the Rev’s crimes is unde- 
mocratic to the edge of fascism. 

Because of deep scars, it’s impos- 
sible for Friedmann and the belea- 
guered Six to ever work together, 
but any further helping against the 
Starlite, by anyone, should be taken 
as an act that is detrimental to this 
city’s music scene.

The Ex-files 
Some notorious former dictators 
are living comfortably in exile 


UNTIL HIS DEATH ON AUGUST 16, 
the notorious Ugandan dictator Idi 
Amin spent nearly 20 years living in 
luxurious impunity in Saudi Arabia. 
Far from the reach of human-rights 
tribunals and victims, he lived quiet- 
ly, praying at his local mosque, 
shopping for frozen food, spending 
time with his wives and children, 
and receiving top-notch health care 
for his failing kidneys. Not a bad 
retirement for a man responsible for 
the deaths of tens of thousands of 
people. 

Amin was hardly the first 
deposed despot to spend his golden 
years far from the glare of history. 
As Amin lay dying, Liberian war- 
lord-turned-statesman Charles 
Taylor flew off to Nigeria, where he 
hopes to evade war-crimes charges 
and await his chance to return to 
-power. Some rulers don’t even have 
toleaye home to elude justice. 
Witness the Taliban’s Mullah Omar 
and Serbian leader Radovan 
Karadzic, who have managed to 


__ keep low profiles in their own back- 


yards for months. And then, of 
course, there’s Saddam Hussein, 
who turnéd down offers of exile 
only to ge underground when US 
forces rolled into Iraq. Saddam's 
assumed to still be hiding out in 
Iraq—although one rumour circulat- 
ing among Iraqis holds that the 
Butcher of Baghdad is actually in 
exile, living it up at the White House, 
of all places. 

All this news of despots at large 
has renewed human-rights advo- 
cates’ calls to hold them accountable 
for their actions in office. Finding 
them shouldn't be too tough. As this 
list shows, plenty of retired tyrants 
are still living in plain sight, both 
abroad and at home: 


IN EXILE ABROAD 

Mengistu Haile Miriam 
(Ethiopia)}—According to legend, 
Mengistu killed Ethiopian Emperor 
Haile Selassie with his bare hands 
and buried his body in his office. 
Such tales haven’t deterred 
Zimbabwe from offering refuge to 
the former Marxist despot since 
1991, Mengistu now lives in high- 
security comfort in Harare, travels 
with a Zimbabwean diplomatic 


passport, and just received a guaran- 


fee of 10 more years.of asylum. But 
stin case his host, autocrat Robert 
Aicgabe, should lose power, it’s said 
that Mengistu has asked North 
Korea to put him up. 

Hissére} Habré (Chad)—Habré 
ruled from 1982 to 1990, during 
which time as many as 40,000 
Chadians were executed, and 
200,000 were tortured. After being 
overthrown, Habré fled to Senegal, 
where he settled in a village outside 
Dakar. Former Pee pi human 
rights groups called for Habré 
to be put on trial for his crimes. The 
Soe meg ees the 


Belgium. Sounding very much like 
several other deposed tyrants, Habré 
claims he is the victim of an interna- 
tional conspiracy. 

Raoul Cedras (Haiti}—Panama 
granted the feared Haitian military 
leader asylum in 1994, after the U.S. 
restored Jean-Bertrand Aristide to 
power. Cedras had deposed the 
democratically-elected Aristide in 
1991, launching a reign of terror in 
which as many as 10,000 people 
died. In 2000, a Haitian judge sen- 
tenced Cedras to life imprisonment 
for his involvement in an infamous 
massacre in.one of Gonaives’s poor- 
est slums. But Cedras seems safe 
where he‘is. Panama has refused to 
hand him over. He currently resides 
ina wealthy section of Panama City, 
reportedly living very well off ill- 
gotten profits from arms and ee 
smuggling. 

Jorge Serrano Elias 
(Guatemala)—Panama is also the 
home away from home for Serrano, 
who was elected president of 
Guatemala in 1993. Once in office, he 
suspended the constitution and 
sought to centralize power, only to 
be'forced out by popular protests. 
Though Serrano is wanted in his 
homeland for stealing public funds, 
Panama has repeatedly denied 
extradition requests. Recently, 
Serrano’s murky record was back in 
the spotlight in the United States, as 
his name surfaced in connection 
with the Enron scandal. Senate 
investigators said the company 
made “questionable” payments of 
$17 million to a Panamanian compa- 
ny with ties to Serrano. 

Alberto Fujimori (Peru)— 
Fujimori was elected president of 
Peru in 1990, but assumed near-dic- 
tatorial powers during his decade- 
long rule. Under the aegis of a 
sweeping campaign against left- 
wing rebels, he dissolved Congress 
and gave the military and security 
forces broad powers. Fujimori was 
never actually deposed—he went 
into self- Tae exileéin Japan in 
2001, after being linked to a bribery 
scandal involving former intelli- 
gence head Vladimiro Montesinos. 
He has sinice been granted citizen- 
ship by Ja san, which has refused to 
extradite him on charges of corrup- 
tion, treasorvand authorizing death-

has called Zambia home since he 
was run out of Uganda in 1985.

But he never went away, 
and, after Amin’s fall, the erstwhile 
executive returned to power and 
oversaw a bloody rule in which

recent interview, the 79-year-old 
defended his past: “I was not a dicta- 
tor. I tried to solve Uganda’s prob- 
lems peacefully.” He has expressed 
interest in returning home. 

Alfredo Stroessner (Paraguay)— 
Stroessner has resided with his wife 
in Brazil since 1989, when his 35 
years as a military dictator came to 
an end. The nonagenarian general 
has said he'd like to go. home. 
Paraguay would like to have him 


back, too: he faces charges of kidnap- 


ping, torture and murder. 
Meanwhile-he keeps occupied fish- 
ing, watching the tube and catching 
rays on the porch of his mansion in 
Brasilia. 

Joao Bernardo Vieira (Guinea 
Bissau)—In 1980, Vieira ejected 
Guinea Bissau’s first president and 
formed a military government. 
Nineteen years later, the army boot- 
ed him. He has since been biding his 
time in Portugal, dodging accusa- 
tions of corruption and murder back 
home. He told Portuguese radio that 
he’s through with politics and wants 
nothing more than to be a farmer. “! 
gave everything I had for the inde- 
pendence of thatcountry. What I 
want now is to be anormal citizen.” 

Jean-Claude Duvalier (Haiti)— 
The former Haitian dictator, AKA 
“Baby Doc,” fled in 1986 to France's 
Cote d'Azur, where he became 
known for his fast cars and flashy 
lifestyle. Now, after a costly divorce, 
he is reportedly broke and in poor 
health. Few people have seen him 
since the late 1990s, though he is stil! 
thought to be in France. According 
to Italian journalist Riccardo Orizio, 
who has met with Duvalier, “He's 
still hoping to become.a semi-god in 
the voodoo firmament once he's 
dead. It’s part of his life and hopes 
for the future.” 


IN EXILE AT HOME 

P.W. Botha (South A frica)—The 
87-year-old former apartheid leader, 
AKA “The Great Crocodile,” lives 
quietly in a luxury home ina region 
known appropriately as Wilderness. 
He refused to testify before the Truth 
and Reconciliation Commission, 
which found his government 
responsible for numerous human- 
right abuses throughout the late 
1970s and 1980s. Responding to 
rumours of his death last year, the 

tant defender of white rule 
told the press, “I am sorry to disap- 
point you.” 

Augusto Pinochet (Chile)— 
There’s no place like home for 
Pinochet, who narrowly escaped 
being extradited to Spain while visit- 
ing England in 1998. He's also been 
cleared of charges in his native Chile, 
whose Supreme Court found him 
too sick to stand trial. However, the 
87-year-old recently felt well enough 
to deliver a rousing speech at a lun- 
cheon held by the Retired Generals 


. Association, many of whose mem- 


bers are in the dock for human- 
rights abuses. According to the asso- 
ciation’s head, Pinochet “called on 
us to remain united and... to over- 


~come the problems we are facing.” 


Efrain Rios Montt (Guatemala)— 
Asa general in the 1980s, Rios Montt 
was known for his “scorched earth’ 
tactics against left- rebels and 
civilians suspected of helping them. 
He took power in a 1982 coup before

No room to move 


Starlite shutdown means many 
things to many people 


WITH A NAME LIKE “THE STARLITE,” 


you'd think they'd have better luck. 
After a pouring over a million dol- 
lars into renovations and stumbling 
through a couple of false starts, the 
six-member Starlite Room owner- 
ship group suffered yet another set- 
back last Thursday when a develop- 
ment permit for the historic down- 
town address was denied by a city 
appeals board. 

Designed as an upscale music 
venue (along the lines of the 
Commodore Ballroom in 
Vancouver, or the new El Mocambo 
in Toronto), the Starlite just couldn't 
gloss over the legacy of the build- 
ing’s former occupants, The Rev and 
Lush nightclubs and Y after-hours 
club. 

A history of feuds with the neigh- 
bours began several years ago, the 
result of noise levels and patron 
presence in the alley well into the 
morning. The club's most vocal 
opponents, Alberta Place Hotel and 
Cathedral Close ere ee 
used the appeals to 
out against the asye-eepel 
Starlite Room. In an unexpected 
move, former owner Olivér 
ears supported their argu-

Jim Taylor (President, Downtown 
Business Association): 

“The problem [the Starlite group] 
faced right from the get-go in buying 
this place is that it had a terrible rep- 
utation in the neighbourhood. When 
it operated as The Rev, they were 
just the worst possible neighbours 
you could be. They alienated resi- 
dential complexes around them; the 
parking lot next door was trashed... 
So The Rev created a real wall for 
these guys to scale in taking over 
this building. 

“1 went over with one of the new 
owners and saw what they were 
doing over there and heard what he 
plans to do and it’s a different situa-

tion entirely. Their job now is to con- 
vince the people around them that 
they are going to be different neigh- 
bours than The Rev was.” 


Kelly Bula (Owner, YESS Hair 
Co.-located across the street): 

“1 think the Starlite Room would be 
good for this street. What they have 
to do is get rid of the little after- 
hours club that is still in behind, 
because I watch these little meth 
heads all day long... 

“Why not have a nice swanky 
place w yhere you can go watcha 
band that doesn’t ‘arn into a bar 
afterwards? I want something a little 
more upbeat for this street.” 


Lillian Pushor (Manager, Alberta 
Place Hotel): 
“T’ve been to the site, I've seen what 
they’ve done with the old building 
and I was really impressed with 
what they were doing inside. But 
my comment to them was, ‘You 
have done nothing to soundproof 
the roof. We are going to have the 
same problems we had before.’ I 
would be willing not to appeal if 
there was something structurally 
done to prevent us from having the 
same issues we had before... 

“It appears that this is going to be 
a very nice, little bit more upscale 
club, and.they’ve spent a lot of 
money. Howev er, they should have 
had their approvals in place before 
they spent all that money.’ 


Ron Harwood (Promotion and 
Marketing Representative, 
Universal Music): +. 
“There are a lot of other venu 
where our artists could play, which 
is fine. But in terms of revitalizing 
downtown, The Rev’s been closed 
for a while, it’s certainly hurt that 
area. Knowing the calibre of the 
partners that are involved in the 
Starlite Room, it was only going to 
get that much better downtown. 
New City does a great job, but obvi- 
ously competition breeds better 
quality and greater numbers of 
acts-Canadian and 
international-coming through the 
city.” 


Nicola Coulstring (Manager, 


Cathedral Close seniors’ residence): 


“The owners offered me a tour and I 
went and took a look. I did speak to 
them about the roof and about it 
being a problem and I didn’t really 
get a lot of reassurance from them 
that they were going to address that. 

“Tf they can come up with some 
ideas, we can go from there. In the 
end, it’s my seniors’ peace and 
enjoyment that’s important to me.” 


Oliver Friedmann (Former owner, 
The Rev): 

“| spoke at the Development Appeal 
Board, yes. I was asked by the neigh- 
bours who have had some problems 
with the club in the past-when the 
Rev was thereto come down and 
giv e some information on the | hustory 
of the club itself: some of the things 
that we were able to solve and some 
of the things that we weren't... 

“] don’t care if the club goes 
ahead. It would be nice to see the 
building used for something. I do 

care that anything that goes in there 
addresses the problems that were in 
there before, because it was a night- 
mare... 

“That building should be used, 
but somebody has to address the 
structural problems that exist with it, 
and I guess that’s really mostly what 
they wanted me to comment on.” 


Gary McGowan (Partner, The 
Starlite Room): 

“Why we were refused is unknown 
to us right now. I don’t know what

grounds they turned us down on. 
The city gave us a permit that was 
appealed by two of the neighbours. 
Then the board emerged after several 
hours of debate and decided to tum 
us down, which they're entitled to 
do. 

“T think [this club is] very impor- 
tant for both the local scene and for 
Edmonton’s place in the national and 
international music world 
Entertainment is a key part of today’s 
culture, and it’s a large industry too. 
With all the talk of, ‘We want to 
diversify the economy,’ and so on, 
and so forth, making music and the 
development of intellectual property 
is as key a part of the world’s econo- 
my as oil wells.” 


The Development Appeals Board 
hasn’t released the reasons for their 
decision, but a report will be released 
next Friday. The Starlite owners are 
awaiting those results before deter- 
muning their next course of action.

Claims costs

machine. When you discover, after an 
pleasant conversation with John 
Flansburgh of They Might Be Giants, 
that the audio transcript thereof has 
been partially obliterated by stray 
radio signals from some lame-o FM 
station, it seems a fitting metaphor for 
the Giants’ place in Popworld: some- 
thing genuinely fun and engaging 
drowned out by tedious dreck. 

But John will have none of that neg- 
ative talk. Flansburg has been the out- 
going, man-of-the-people partner of 
his grade school chum, the more intro- 
verted other John Linnell for the past 
20 or so years. The last genuine ripple 
of the new wave, the Giants, subject of 
the documentary Gigantic have fash- 
ioned a unique place for themselves: 
independent artists who are content to 
make modest dollars, by music indus- 
try standards, so that they can pursue 
whatever amuses them, which, in the 
main, is whimsical pop songs with 
happy /sad lyrics and genuinely tune- 
ful melodies about such subjects as 
nightlites and odd superheroes and 
the ongoing battle between art rockers 
XTC (content) and cartoon popster 
Adam Ant (form). 

But are we currently hearing final 
triumph of Adam Ant on our radios? 
Neh, says Flansburgh. He figures that, 
for those of us who despair, it’s really 
like tuning into a song on the radio _, 
part way through a bar: we can’t quite 
pick up the right rhythm. The result is 
like listening to a horrible machine. 

Flansburgh himself hasn’t run into 
that problem. For him, music ought to 
be a little Adam Ant and a little XTC. 
He says the latest single by Beyoncé is 
hot, and he’s quite enjoying...

What they’re discovering is a band 
committed to fun. That's the way to 
approach the music, says Flansburgh: 
the same way they’ve approached 
their careers, even as they helped 
usher in the age of video. They turned 
ona lot of people * to the idea of 
essentially doing what the Beatles did 
in A Hard Day’s Night only in rock 
video form which is just doing a light- 
hearted video that... where the band 
just clearly didn’t take themselves seri- 


ously. And that doesn’t seem like that 
groundbreaking an idea, but I can 
assure you that in 1988 it was very 
much a fresh breeze. People didn't 
know what to with videos, they didn’t 
know what to do with themselves.

Forsaking his 
usual epics, Ridley Scott helms a 
much quieter film here, and his 
understated direction lets the cast 
control the movie. While it’s a really 
good looking film with an occasional 
visual flourish, Matchstick Men is not 
a “Ridley Scott movie.” After the 
fraudulent Black Hawk Down, Scott 
has redeemed himself. 

Nicholas Cage is outstanding as 
Roy, a man held prisoner not only 
by his phobias and disorders, but the 
deceptive lifestyle that he’s chosen. 
Once Angela gives him a glimpse of 
what straight life could mean, you 
hope he can make his escape. You 
really feel his pain, in both the funny 
and intense moments of the movie. 
And while this is clearly Cage's film, 
Alison Lohman is also excellent as 
Angela, providing a brash, youthful 
energy that sometimes rivals Cage's 
kinetic performance. 

While I usually could care less 
about the Oscars, Matchstick Men is 
the kind of movie that is so likeable, 
I can’t help but hope it gets nominat- 
ed for best picture.

I’M AFRAID THAT ONCE UPON A 


Time in Mexico is not quite the super- 
cool action extravaganza it might've 
been. There's some good stuff in 
there—weird performances, a couple 
of reasonably smashing action scenes, 
nice touches—but Desperado it ain't. 

I mention Desperado, Robert 
Rodriguez's awesome 1995 action 
movie featuring Antonio Banderas as 
a pistol-packin’ mariachi, just in case 
anybody hadn’t heard that Once Upon 
a Time in Mexico was the sequel. 

Desperado is a great movie, itself a 
sequel /remake of Robert Rodriguez's 
first DIY $7000 movie, 1993's El 
Mariachi, With its eye-popping stunts 
and propulsive editing, E! Mariachi is a 
triumph of Rodriguez's on-the-fly 
filmmaking, delivering maximum 
movie for minimum money. When 
Rodgriguez got the chance to 
sequelize / remake it in 1995, he took 
all the money they gave him and 
exploded it all over the screen, turning 
up every cool thing from El Mariachi 
while adding some fantastic new 
things like Salma Hayek. / | -

So, if El Mariachi is an on-the-cheap, 
talent-and-guts film, and Desperado is a 
better-produced, better funded project 
where the director puts fully into play 
all the stuff he’s learned to do when 
he’s had to work with nothing—what 
does that make Once Upon A Time in 
Mexico? 

Well, something different. If any- 
thing, it’s like the dream you'd have 
one night after watching El Mariachi 
and Desperado and some Johhny Depp 
movie all in a row. 

The story is epic, huge, sprawling, 
the Rodriguez equivalent of The Good, 
the Bad and the Ugly, with political 
assassinations and rebellions and lots 
of characters. But at the same time, 
these days Rodriguez is championing 
the DIY advantages of hi-def video 
(which he convincingly champions on 
the Spy Kids 2 commentary), and Once 
Upon a Time in Mexico is a product of 
that idea: it feels more like a return to 
the El Mariachi style of fast-filming, 
cutting-in-the-camera quickness rather 
than to the more elaborate setups of 
Desperado. It’s more rush, less lush, 

It’s still pretty fun. The action scenes 
are a little more random and slapdash 
than their slickly executed equivalents 
in Desperado, but there are some pretty 
good things blowing up and people 
being flung back 20 feet from shotgun 
blasts. And it’s surprisingly gory, with 


some unusual eye, knee and face- 
maulings. But in the rush-rush-rush of 
throwing the characters around, the 
glue that holds everything together 
melts. 

In Desperado, Antonio Banderas is 
the film. He's funny and slick, and as 
he says, “I’m looking for a man... who 
calls himself Bucho. That's all. But you 
had to doit... the hard way,” you really, 
really feel his frustration. In Once Upon 
a Time in Mexico, Antonio is mostly 
MIA, ensnared in flashbacks to non- 
existent movie between Desperado and 
Once Upon a Time In Mexico in which 
he and Salma had some action scenes 
and got shot. 

The centre of gravity shifts to an 
anti-Antonio, Johnny Depp, who 
walks in and becomes the most enter- 
taining thing in the movie, the second 
time he’s done that this year. (Pirates 
the Caribbean was the first.) 

He plays his slick, amoral CIA 
agent with an affable, cheery psy- 
chosis, pumping rounds into good 
cooks and pulling various fake arm 
tricks while hiring Antonio to hit the 
Mexican president. He's got some 
great lines and he has way more stuff 
happen to his eyes than usually hap- 
pens to characters in movies. 

But as a total anti-hero at the center, 
Depp is like the sun in a solar system 
where gravity pushes instead of pulls, 
all the other characters are driven into 
the furthest reaches of the film. And 
there are lots of characters: this movie 
is crammed with subsidiary stars, peo- 
ple like Cheech Marin, playing some- 
body who's not the guy he played 
who got killed in Desperado, and 
Willem Defoe, playing a Mexican 
drug lord / invisible man role, and 
Mickey Rourke, who gets to pout and 
carry a little dog around. That nearly 
makes up for the fact that Salma 
Hayek gets maybe two scenes. With 
the speed and easiness of filming in hi- 
def, Rodriguez was able to get a lot of 
stars to show up, bang out a few days 
of work and go home. By the same 
token, though, it kind of looks like he 
was never able to get more than two 
of them ona set at any one time. 

Once Upon a Time in Mexico wants to 
be an epic, butit’s just a little too fast 
and cheap to make it, so instead it 
ends up as kind of a blur. A fairly cool 
blur, with some great gunplay and 
Johnny Deppness, but it’s no 
Desperado.

end of this one—and the blame rests 
squarely on the shoulders of, er, the

going to hell in an hand-basket. 
Penned by director Catherine 

Hardwicke and her (then) 13-year- 


old co-writer and actor Nikki Reed, 


one would be tempted to laud the 
authenticity of this project. Indeed, 
both Reed and her co-star Evan 


Rachel Wood deliver spot-on perfor- 
mances as Evie and Tracey, the mid- 


dle school girls who are the perpe- 


trators of all the above mayhem. It’s 


kids growing up too fast!

Introducing People 


Hardwicke, before this directorial 
debut, was a production designer, 
and all the little details are there, 
right down to the Terminator-style 
sizing up Evie gives Tracey on their 
first meeting. Shirt: OK. Jeans: OK. 
Smiley faces drawn on shoes, lame 
wrist cuff: TERMINATE! Excellent. 
Let the buying of friends begin! 

Evie enjoys being cruel to Tracey 
at first, but then she realizes that 
Tracey has something she wants: a 
mom. Tracey’s family is far from 
perfect: single mom Melissa (Holly. 
Hunter) is in recovery, her much- 
younger boyfriend Brady (Six Feet 
Under’ s Jeremy Sisto) just got out of 
rehab, and dad is always too busy to 
take the kids for a weekend. But for 
Evie, there's love and stability that’s 
missing from her own dingy home, 
residence to a bunch of surfer / ston- 
ers presided over by her guardian, 
an aging model/actor/ bartender. 

The girls’ role models seem less 
than ideal, setting bad examples 
with their own body issues and toxic 
relationships. And the montages of 
sex-saturated billboards leave no 
question as to where this emphasis 
on surface comes from. “Beauty is 
truth,” it is written under one of the 
ubiquitous cosmetics ads, quoting 
“Ode on a Grecian Urn” out of con- 


text to underline the film’s thesis that 


image has surpassed content. But, 
like the rest of this half-reasoned 
movie, it fails to see Keats’ idea 


The triumphant story of three women who found 
the courage to defy a century of injustice.

through Quoted entirely, the line 

is truth, truth beau- 
y,—that is all / Ye know on earth, 
and all ye need to know.” 

For instance, Melissa is actually a 
good mother. She responsibly keeps 
in contact with Tracey’s friends’ 
moms and, ex-crackhead or not, 
really loves her boyfriend. Brady, 
too, is gentle and world-wise. Things 
are not that terrible. 

It’s easy to dwell on the negatives. 
In fact, it’s the sensationalistic parts 
of Thirteen that make it so “impor- 
tant” to parents. Look what's hap- 
pening to our babies! But it doesn’t 
tell the whole picture. Kids arén’t all 
weak-willed robots, you know. 

Thirteen is great for parentstt's 
what they want to hear: the worst- 
case scenario. But I kept thinkin; 
about a truly great cautionary teen 
movie, Heathers. What Heathers has 
over Thirteen, first of all, is that kids 
can actually go see it—it’s rated 14A 
in Canada: Thirteen is rated 18A, for- 
bidding anyone under the age of 18 
from attending without an adult. But 
most importantly, Heathers conveys 
a sense that there is no outside to 
culture, and therefore it is possible to 
fight fire with fire. 

I keep waiting for a Heathers 
moment, when we realize that “bad” 
girls aren’t necessarily bad, when we Xe ue ; Ee 
realize that peer ae can be E aes ie 
overcome with the same eye-rolling : a 
irony as that ete by those who 
crack the party whip—like by noting 
how crumbling to tbo kind of peer 
pressure is... Hello?... so lame!—and 
rolling off into the sunset with 
Martha Dumptruck.

a title, a bit more razzle-dazzle. 
Instead, what you get is the weird- 
masquerading-as-deep tale of two 
people with brain tumours on a 
Moroccan quest to forget their 
pasts.

Hidden under the veneer of iconic 
French filmmaking—director 
Claude Lelouch made 1966's A 
Man and a V i 
strange plot that seems more an 
excuse for everyone to take an 
exotic holiday. 

Valentin Valentin (Jeremy Irons) 
is supposed to be a master crimi- 
nal, a jewel thief specializing in 
disguises and clever plans. 
Regrettably, he leaves us witha 
rather bad first impression, as we 
see him lifting wristwatches from 
a Bulgari store in London as an 
“old” man, and priceless Russian 
heirlooms as a six-foot tall lady 
ogre. Even in black velvet gloves, 
he doesn’t exactly blend in. 

Nevertheless, having amassed 
something of a fortune, he 
romances a salesclerk from one of 
the robbed bijouteries—jump!— 
for several years. Or at least this is 
what I can gather based on a sud- 
den old familiarity between the 
two and a change in haircuts. 
Valentin has started getting black- 
outs and migraines, not to men- 
tion a little tired of his lady, so he 
buys a boat (named “Ladies and 
Gentlemen”) and goes off to cir- 
cumnavigate the globe. 

OK. 





In the meantime, we meet Jane, 
a cabaret singer (played by real- 
life chanteuse Patricia Kaas) who, 
recently disentangled from a love 
triangle with another singer and a 
trumpet player, has likewise been 
experiencing blackouts. Heavy in 
her heart, she starts singing in

lounges—at least no one is paying 
attention to her, she says. Just as 
well. She keeps forgetting the 
words to songs. 

Both, thus be-tumoured and 
lost, end up in Morocco: he has a 
blackout at sea and is towed into 
shore, she arrives to sing at a hotel. 
Valentin is found dazed and wan- 
dering in Essaouira, so the doctor 
there recommends he travel to Fez 
to see his twin brother, who hap- 
pens to be a top neurosurgeon (!!!). 
Of all the coincidences, this twin is 
also the physician for Jane. Twin 
doctors, twin tumours, duplicity 
Get it? The two eventually meet, 
drawn by the disease they have in 
common. Oh yes, also by the 
ennui of a broken heart and a life 
misspent in crime. 

As they go off in search of ghost 
healer Lala Chaifa, a wealthy 
Italian woman has her jewelry 
stolen, sparking a silly investiga- 
tion. Through all this, Jane sings, 
sings, sings! 

There’s a goofy, non-sequitur 
nonsense to it all. Maybe it’s the 
effect of the tumours? Thankfully, 
everything looks very beautiful. 
Black and white Paris bleeds into 
colour. We are treated to countless 
arid vistas and swarming crowds 
in Moroccan markets, everything 
we expect from sucha locale. 

But it feels a little shoddy. 
Lelouch apparently shot many of 
the scenes on the fly, according to 
how his surroundings moved him. 
That’s why we have the prolonged 
Lala Chaifa pilgrimage, and why 
we spend excessive amounts of 
time in pretty buildings doing 
nothing. A few of the lines seem 
botched. They even have a brief, 
annoying musical tribute to A Man 
and a Woman! 

Nothing seems to work. Irons 
seems to have abandoned his dig- 
nity; as for “international record- 
ing star” Patricia Kaas... it’s like 
watching a cut-rate Celine Dion 
act for two hours, all empty pathos 
and lounge-singer bedroom eyes. 
Bleah.

A Skull in Connemara is the second 
play ina trilogy that begins with The 
Beatity Queen of Leenane, which 
brought numerous awards to the 
Citadel Theatre a couple of years ago. 
Arnold, as a writer, got interested in 
the emerging playwright and read fur- 
ther. “It’s sweet, tender, violently 
funny, like most of his plays.” 

He approached Theatre Network's 
Bradley Moss, who couldn't have 
agreed more: “It's outrageously great. 
Iread the play a few years ago and 
forgot about it. Then Daniel Amold 
came up to me in about March before 
going into rehearsal with Hedzwig, and 
Tread it again. Of course, he brought it 
to me because he thought he would be 
great in it,” he laughs. “And he is.” 

“There's this Irish, wacky perspec- 
tive, and he has a real ear for dialogue. 
Ilaughed my motherfucking ass off. 
We both got excited about it. It became 
one of the first pieces in place this 
year.” 

That decision dovetailed nicely with 
Amold’s summer tour. 

“T’ve always just loved Irish litera- 
ture and drama. We were at the 
Edinburgh Festival-with-Tyesdays and 
Sundays, and we booked ourselves a 
couple weeks. | went to Ireland, and 


Medina went to Greece to lie on 
beaches.” 

The west coast of Ireland is a land- 
scape at the mercy of the elements, 
dotted with small villages whose peo- 
ple and few native ponies grow tough 
and nimble in order to get along on 
the harsh, rugged land in the county 
of Connemara. Now, that sounds a lit- 
tle familiar, eh? 

“It's a magical countryside, almost 
untouched. To discover a playwright 
who has written a trilogy about this 
area... all his plays are about these 
small, small-town people and that real- 
ly hits home... having to take the bus 
every day for half an hour every day... 

‘We lived in the Kootenays ‘til I 
was 5, and then on an acreage outside 
of Spruce Grove. My life mirrors 
Mairtain’s: every summer he would 
get shipped back to rural Ireland, and 
until I was 15 or 16 we would go back 
to Kootenay Lake.” 

You'd have to have some sense of 
humour to get by. 

“This is no Mary Poppins,” warms 
director Bradley Moss. “I think Dave 
Clarke, the sound designer, put it real- 
ly well: it made him queasy.” 

But how do they make queasy into 
funny? “Even though there's violence 
and dark, dark material, the way he 
treats it is just really shamelessly 
funny,” says Arnold. Moss adds, “It’s 
definitely fun and it goes by very fast, 
almost a guilty pleasure.” 

Ah yes. Shame and guilt. 

“T think it’s an Irish fing, and also a 
rural thing. And there are playwrights 
in Canada who do something like it. 
Morris Panych, Eugene Strickland, 
Judith Thompson. 

“It’s alittle risqué. I would say it’s 
sacrilegious, but to know me is to 
know here at Theatre Network, we're 
going to be sacrilegious.”

IN TIMES OF WAR, IT OFTEN SEEMS 
easy to delineate good and bad; in retro- 
spect, it's much more complicated than 
we first imagined. Director Michael Cowie 
says that, on its deepest level, his produc- 
tion of Taking Sides is about, “how do 
you decide who's guilty, who's innocent, 
who's good, who's evil. What are your 
criteria for that and where are you coming 
from? It’s about how you take sides and 
why you take sides.” 

The play is a fictionalized account of an 
interrogation of Wilhelm Furtwangler, a 
German orchestra conductor who was 
used to raise the profile of the Nazi party 
during World War II. The work is based 
on the research of playwright Ronald 
Harwood, better known as the Academy 
Award winning writer behind the screen 
adaptation of Wladyslaw Szpilman's auto- 
biography, The Pianist. According to 
Cowie, director Roman Polanski asked 
Harwood to write the screenplay after 
seeing a production of Taking Sides in 
Poland. “I've read that Polanski liked 
Harwood's approach to the situation, to 
the question of Furtwangler’s guilt or 
innocence and the fact that it wasn't a 
play that drew a very strong moral con- 
clusion about guilt or innocence and what 
side was right.” 

Cowie immersed himself in the con- 
ductor’s work and life. “As a conductor he 
lived in the moment of the music,” says 
Cowie. “They said he had a very erratic 
conducting style and that he was two sec- 
onds ahead of the orchestra, feeling the 
music. | went out and got CDs of surviv- 
ing recordings of his stuff. A lot of it was 
taken by the Russians when Germany 
was occupied and was only just released 
by them in the 1980s. A lot of it has been

destroyed.” 

He also looked into the experiences of 
American troops in WWII in order to 
understand what drives the dauntless 
interrogator, Major Arnold who takes the 
investigation frighteningly personally. 

“[Arnold] says at several points in the 
play that he was at Bergen-Belsen when it 
was liberated and that this keeps him up 
nights,” says Cowie. “He can't get these 
horrific images out of his head of these 
terrible things that he saw. That's part of 
what's driving him to convict Furtwangler 
A lot of American soldiers that encoun- 
tered the horrors of the holocaust first- 
hand had a very difficult time reconciling 
this with the German people who were 
the most civilized people they'd encoun- 
tered.” 

Furtwangler embodies this inconsis- 
tency and the further issue of the artist's 
responsibility to political and humanitari- 
an matters. But if you're looking for an 
easy answer to such broad questions, 
Taking Sides will disappoint. 

“It has a very straightforward dramatic 
structure,” says Cowie, “but it doesn’t 
have a straightforward message, at least | 
don't think it does. And | hope that | 
haven't presented it in a way that makes 
the message straightforward.”

IT'S HARD TO ASK FOR A MORE FAS- 
cinati than that of Isabel 
Gunn. It’s a ballad with everything: 
action, adventure, world-spanning 
travels and a ton of 19th century sex 
and genre hijinks. 

Her story starts way back in 1806, 
when the impulsive (and real-life) 
Isabel Gi Isabelle Fubbister 
decides to\disguise herself as a man 
(ohn Fubbister) in order to flee the 
restraints of her impoverished 
Scottish fishing town. Alongside her 
lover John Scarth, she joins the ranks 
of the venerable Hudson's Bay 
Company and is shipped off to the 
snowy “absence they call Canada.” 

Right from the get-go, her story is 
riddled with narrative layers, high- 
veracity twists, salacious turns, and 
(as is the case in many ballads) a 








nation of the story is a long canonic 
poem by former Edmonton-based 
poet Stephen Scobie, a 58-page text 

used (in whole) as the basis for a cur- 
rent pre ion of the ballad by 


graces Edmonton audiences with a

Of course, you can’t go wrong 
with Scobie’s verse, but I do have to

This textual accessibility has much 
to do with Bourque’s ability to ani- 
mate the text (which is quite a 
mouthful regardless of its oratorical 
slickness), Callas’ scene-and-theme- 
bridging score/songs, Murray Utas’ 
super-tight directorial vision and the 
spare set 

Granted, there were a few rough 
bits the night I attended—it was a bit 
tushed up front with a few too many 
stumbles—but not enough to detract 
from the production as a whole. 

Kudos to Bourque’s deftness in 
finding an emotional core to a 
wickedly complex (and historically 
alien) legendary personage without 
doing damage to the intellectual 
subtext of the tale.

Between Land and their most 
recent album, Hoserista, Captain 
Tractor released East of Edson (1995), 
Bought the Farm (1997), and Hat Trick 
(1998), a compilation put together 
for the European market. All four 
albums sold extremely well, espe- 
cially for an independent act, but 
lack of major distribution meant that 
each record topped out quicker than 
it should have. With Celebrity Traffic 
Jam, the band decided to up the ante 
and aggressively court the major 
labels.

ellion all the way to the bank—just 
follow a few easy steps. First, find 
two or three photogenic guys with 
dyed hair. Then, start a pop-punk 
band called Blink Simple Charlotte 
41. Next, write three-minute songs 
about teenage love-angst, or cover 
an ‘80s radio hit. Last, cash as many 
cheques as you can before your fans 
graduate from junior high. 

If you're interested in something a 
little more musically challenging, 
don’t expect to max-out your RRSPs 
anytime soon. Just ask Warsawpack 
singer Lee Raback 

“We're a walking expense,” says 
the emcee and political lyricist for 
the seven-piece rock-hip-hop-funk- 





jazz band. Raback, his six band- 
mates, their merch guy, and gear are 
packed daily into a 15-passenger van 
during their current tour of western 
Canada to support the group’s sec- 
ond album. “It’s pretty tight, pretty 
smelly,” he notes. 

The lads are tough, though. You 
gotta be in working-class Hamilton. 
“It's a hard town, and it produces a 
hard vibe,” says Raback. “The land- 
scape’s so dark and fiery. You can 
see smokestacks and fire all the time 
along the skyline. 

“There was a time when it was 
booming, so it’s sort of like a broken 
promise place. This whole city used 
to be filled with people who had 
good-paying jobs; they could raise a 
family and send their kids to any- 
where they wanted to.

Living in the fallout of industry, 
it’s easy to see why Raback rocks the 
mic against the Right. On the new 
release, Stocks and Bombs, he slams 
rampant consumerism (“Market 
Steward Living”: “As the earth rips, 
snaps, gasps, and coughs / Shits to 
piss the last bits of an oil drop”), rips 
on the media (“Wolfblitzer’: “The 
war machine is in full effect and the 
press makes Goebbels look like an 
infant”), and makes grist of 
American foreign policy (“Rogue 
Nation”: “Rogue nations are defined 
by/Their non-compliance with the 
United Nations). 

Despite the horns and keyboards 
calling for more groovin’, less head- 
bangin’, the comparisons to Rage 
Against the Machine are inevitable. 
“It’s fair,” admits Raback. “[Our 
music] is organic and it has a guy 
beaking off about politics. In this era 
people are going to automatically 
associate that with Rage.” 

In contrast to the now-defunct 
major-label L.A. band, which suc- 
ceeded on commercial radio and 
music video channels, Raback says 
Warsawpack is quite cozy on 
Winnipeg's modest lefty label G7 
Welcoming Committee. He adds, “I 
don’t think our sound is commer- 
cially acceptable so that we could 
have that kind of success.” 

Hell, even if they wanted a major 
label payday, Raback says the group 
would be at a loss to imitate RATM. 

“A few guys in the band aren’t 
even really familiar with their stuff. 
Our guitarist and Wurlitzer player 
don’t know Rage from a hole in the 
ground.”

Justin Curtis’ country resonates with emotion

JUSTIN CURTIS CALLS FROM L.A., 
just before he embarks on a three- 
week tour with stops in the U.S and 
Canada, He speaks of family, 
friends, and relationships. As he 
does so, it becomes apparent that the 
songs on his latest album, Living 
Room Confessions, aren't a part of 
some trad-country formula; there’s 
no shtick, he really is a traditional 
western songwriter in both style and 
sentiment. Justin Curtis is a genuine 
throwback. With a lyrical feel remi- 
niscent of early Merle Haggard 
(that’s no small praise) and relatively 
simple instrumentation, he comes 
across like a true country & western 
song man. Curtis says he made a 
conscious decision to keep the sound 
sparse on this latest recording, and 
perhaps in this age of commercial 
pop-country, that’s the best way to 
call attention back to the tradition of 
country music in its truest form. 
Curtis is Canadian by birth; he 
spent time in Winnipeg and Calgary 
before relocating south of the border. 
The importance of family is a topic 
that figures strongly with him, as his 
kin are spread out across Canada 
and the U.S. Although it takes real 
effort to remain close, he says, “It is 
an effort I definitely put in.” It’s a 
sentiment that shines through in the 
music too; there are songs written 
for his deceased grandfather, and 
songs he played for his sister at her 
wedding. Living Room Confessions is

THE LAST TIME I TALKED TO BIONIC 
guitarist Ian Blurton, he looked like a 
damn hobo.

The polarized outlooks give 
Bottleneck’s albums balance, with 
moody peaks and valleys weaving 
threads between Smith’s more rock- 
ing country-based numbers and 
Carrigan’s jazz and celtic-influenced 
contributions. But Smith is reluctant 
to take that axiomatic leap and say 
that you have to suffer to create 
great art.

“It’s kind of a loaded question, 
because if I say yes to that, what you 
might end up doing in life is looking 
for trouble and trying to stir things 
up,” he says. “But I will say the 
songs come easier when you're in 
that state. When things are easy in 
your life, you kind of have to look 
deeper for things to write about. 
When you're going through difficult 
times, there’s an immediate need to 
write about it because it’s a healing 
process.” 

Still, suffering doesn’t always 
equal success, and Smith’s learned to 
leave things to serendipity when 
he’s crafting a song. “The ones that 
end up as keepers end up as the 
ones where the melodies and lyrics 
of the chorus come out of thin air, 
and you fill the rest in around it,” he 
says. “It’s a bit frustrating: your 
stronger songs you feel like you 
can’t take credit for, but the weaker 
songs, you feel like you've really 
worked on them. Maybe that’s why 
songwriters often have such low self 
esteem,” he laughs.

SELFMADEMAN 
ABOUT EIGHT YEARS AGO, THE PEO- 
ple of Quebec kinda-sorta voted 
clearly against splitting from the rest 
of the country, and the separatist 
issue promptly dropped from the 
public consciousness. Or did it? 
Montreal's Selfmademan thought so, 
but they’ve had to deal with some 
strange attitudes on their trips across 
Canada. 

Singer and guitarist J.P, Matte 
describes one of the odder reactions 
to their background during an inter- 
view in London, Ontario. 

“1 did an interview with the 
London Gazette, and London is a 
place I love playing,” he says. “The 
people are very charming and nice. 





But the first line of the article was, 
‘Quebecers enjoying a place outside 
of Quebec—sound bizarre?’ It was 
really striking, just because we're 
from Quebec we get branded with 
this separatist baggage.” 

Fluently bilingual, Matte speaks in 
perfect English, while the rest of the 
band members are split between 
favouring French or English. 
Language politics have never been 
an issue for Selfmademan, except, 
curiously, in their own province. “I 
have a hard time dealing with north- 
ern Quebec,” says Matte. “I feel like 
people are very narrow minded 
there to begin with. So you're this 
English-speaking band from mostly- 
English Montreal, and then you go 
up north where it’s very French and 
very political, and there’s some bad 
language barrier rhetoric that comes 
with that.” 

Selfmademan has had enough 
success in the rest of Canada not to 
worry about a little local tension. 
Together since 1999, they’ ve already 
toured Canada four times, and their 
Smailman Records debut, The 
Daylight Robbery, was just picked up 
for American distribution by the 
seminal punk label Lookout! 
Records. It’s no wonder—Robbery is 
a surprisingly accomplished album 
of hard-edged melodic punk remi- 
niscent of Hot Water Music, 
Jawbreaker, and Screw 32. 

It's also filled with politics, but 
they're ofa more universal focus, 
concentrating on the common work- 
er’s struggle for security as an 
expendable nine-to-fiver. Matte is 
careful that his lyrics try to at least 
suggest some solutions, rather than 
just bitch and complain. “That really 
annoys me,” he says. “Noam 
Chomsky, for example, is a really 
smart dude, but he just keeps nag- 
ging all the time, and keeps saying 
he doesn’t have the answers. You 
have to try to find solutions, too.”

One Edmontonian’s peek behind 
the myth of the Man in Black 


IN THE WEEK FOLLOWING JOHNNY 
Cash’s death, much of the memorial- 
izing has centered around his rebirth 
in the mid-’90s as a crossover icon, 
courtesy of producer Rick Rubin’s 
American Recordings album. 

Rubin tapped into the myth of the 
Man in Black and blew it up into leg- 
end—one based on contradiction. 
Cash was the ultimate self-deter- 
mined outlaw, but he was also a 
consummate family man; he was 
strong and mysterious yet fragile 
and personal; he was a mythic 
everyman. How did he live up to 
that image when he wasn’t in the 
spotlight? 

Edmontonian Terry Sampson 
caught a glimpse back in 96 when 
he drove Cash's personal tour bus 
for a couple of weeks through the 
US, “I’ve toured with a lot of people 
and very few of them stand out in 
my mind, but he’s one of them,” 
says Sampson, a 15-year veteran 

who's hit the road with acts like 
Aerosmith, Nine Inch Nails, Merle 
Haggard, and the Beastie Boys. 

“There’s an aura about him,” he 
remembers. “He's very spiritual and 
very quiet most of the time. He was 
very strong on his feet. When he’d 
walk in a room people were aware 
of his presence... There wasn’t a 
man that could make black look any 
blacker than Johnny Cash. In my 
mind he was the definition of 
black.” 

Although the singer struck an 
imposing figure, Samson remem- 
bers he was also very warm. The 
two of them talked at length about 
each other's families, with the elder 
Cash offering advice and evincing 
constant adoration for wife June. 

“When it was time for Johnny 
Cash to be Johnny Cash in the arena 
of being an entertainer, there was 
that serious side of him—that intel- 
lectual side, that philosophical side 
of him. But when you cut through 
the black, he was a great guy. When 
we did talk, many of conversations

were like talking to your barber, 
your neighbour.” 

At other times, though, Sampson 
recalls Cash as meditative to the 
point where it would be become 
“awkward” to talk to him. This was 
when the singer’s mysterious side 
would emerge. He remembers one 
time in particular when Cash lived 
up to his larger-than-life reputation. 

“We were in Omaha, Nebraska, 
and we had a young girl fuelling the 
bus... He got out of the coach and 
grabbed her wrist and said, 
‘Everything’s gonna be OK. What 
you're being put through is your 
story and the chapters of your life, 
and don’t forget who you are, and 
fight it.’ She’s standing there and 
says, ‘Do you know who I am?’ He 
says, ‘No, but I see the fear in you. It 
seems like you're in a middle place.’ 
She looked at him and said her 
boyfriend had passed away on the 
weekend, and she was also a 16- 
year-old mom.” 

“He seemed to carry the persona 
that he doesn’t care, and that he’d do 
anything he wants, but when you 
got to know the man, he was one of 
the most caring individuals on the 
earth.”

\'M GOING TO MISS BIG SUGAR. YES, THE 
rumours are more or less true: Canada’s 
loudest band is calling it quits. With all of 
the members interested in other projects 
and playing in other bands, it seems like a 
natural time to call it a day. So, it's no sur- 
prise that the band have released a “best 
of” collection just before they leave the 
building. Hit And Runis.a two CD set that 
includes 13 songs from Big Sugar's five 
albums, as well as three new tunes. Hit dis- 
tills the best Big Sugar songs: the lazy blues 
of “Sleep In'Late,” the distorted, fuzzy rock 
of “Diggin’ A Hole,” the melancholy lament 
of “All Hell For A Basement.” As far as the 
new songs go, “| 
Want You Now” isa 
minimal love song 
that’s destined to 
be their last hit. 
The best of the 
bunch is “Trouble 
in The City,” a 
rocking 
Caribbean num- 
ber co-written 
by front man 
Gordie 
Johnson and 
Trinidad’s 
Lord Nelson. 
The final 
tune on 
Hit—Three

Seeing the band 
live can be an amazing experience, as they 
weld together songs-with sheets of feed- 
back or dubbed-out echo, and that’s cap- 
tured on Aun. Thus, the bluesy “Groundhog 
Day” suddenly turns into the reggae 
anthem “Armagideon Time,” and back 
again before you even notice what's going 
on. ;

GIVEN THE PENCHANT OF SOME CELEBRITIES 
for self-aggrandizing post-substance abuse 
confessionals—a stint in Betty Ford or 
Hazelden, followed by a tearful People 
Magazine/ Primetime Live/ Oprah interview— 
there’s something twistedly refreshing about 
J Spaceman (aka Jason Pierce) and his unre- 
pentant, self-administered, black-market 
pharmaceutical research. Indeed, in a tri- 
umphant succession of releases—Pure 
Phase ('93), Ladies and Gentlemen We Are 
Floating in Space ('97), and Let It Come 
Down ('01)—Spaceman and Co. 
(Spiritualized really being nothing more than 
whatever musicians Pierce decides to use on 
any given project) constructed increasingly 
orchestral—and wonderfully grandiose— 
pop music structured around one basic 
premise: getting fucked up (“I only got 
twelve steps to go... just give me speed, it’s 
all | need” Spaceman sneered on one of Let 
It Come Down's more defiant moments) 

Of course, everyone's got to come down 
sometime, and Amazing Grace, for a few 
moments anyway, sounds like the Spaceman 
is on the verge of one helluva crash. Stripped 
of the symphonic soundscapes of ...Come 
Down, or the clean, psychedelic studio intri- 
cacies of Ladies and Gentlemen..., the CD 
shocks the listener straight off: Where you'd 
normally hear Pierce's nasally, sleepy whis- 
per comes a guttural, sickly groan of vocals 
(and a pummeling, primitive beat befitting of 
The Melvins). Welcome to the newer, nastier 
Spiritualized. Still, the raw aesthetic of the 
album doesn’t hold Spaceman back from his 
ongoing quest to kiss the sky; when he sings 
“I'm never coming back” you sense he really 
means that he’s never going to get straight. 
And, unhealthy as that may be, one can only 
hope that he holds onto his ever-tenuous 
orbit in inner space a little bit longer, because 
even in this stripped-down setting, he uncan-

HAVING GONE THROUGH ALL SORTS OF CHANGES, 
Bowie faces the music and deals with his 
life's basic passions—music and art—vis a 
vis his own place in the world. While it’s 
uncustomary for this appropriator of cur- 
rent trends to appear stripped bare of his 
loves—that still leaves plenty in Davy 
Jones’ locker. 

His poetry, for instance, is still able to 
convince every Beatnik to hang up his type- 
writer and go back to sniffing glue. But 
musically Bowie never strays from safe 
ground, his previous forays into industrial 
rock and jungle are mere glimmers on this 
straightforward suite of songs. Even the 
inimitable piano of Mike Garson, ever so 
adventurous, is strangely mute 

It's an album that sees Bowie come to 
terms with reality as a constant flow of 
possibilities rather than abselutes, and 
there's poignancy in the introspection. And 
while it may not be on par with his past 
work, it’s touching, intelligent and quite lis-

LYCANTHROPY IS DEFINED AS. A PSYCHOLOG- 
ical disorder wherein the patient believes he 
has assumed the characteristics of an ani- 
mal, usually a wolf or other canine. While 
psychoanalyst Carl Jung theorized that 
these delusions are actually archetypal 
memories that migrate from the subcon- 
scious into the conscious mind, a better 
definition might be that Some people are 
just plain nuts. Case in point, DMX. 

His growl is impressively rabid, and his 
bark could curdle a bowl of milk at 20 
paces. Whether DMX is a lycanthropy suf- 
ferer or simply identifies with the plight of 
the four-legged, it remains to be seen. One 
thing is certain: Grand Champ is a lean, 
scrappy, pitbull of an album. 

Although biting the hand of the music 
industry is still his main concern, DMX’s 
rhymes have a depth that is unusual in most 
mainstream hip hop. He's gruff and loutish, 
but unafraid of tackling Wweightier topics like 
spirituality and alienation in his verses. 
While Grand Champ also features the work 
of roughly a dozen producers, vocalists, and 
guest MCs, it's astonishingly consistent 
throughout. In fact, there’s simply so much 
great material here that it's impossible to 
digest in a single sitting. From loopy syn- 
thesizer fusion to piano-driven ballads, 
Grand Champ is all over the kennel. The 
highlight is “Get It On The Floor” (produced 
by the Swizz Beats), undoubtedly one of the 
year's most infectious hip-hop tracks.

JOHN MAYER

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ON THE EAGERLY AWAITED FOLLOW-UP TO HIS 
breakthrough, Room for Squares, John 
Mayer has not only matured—he’s begun 
writing the songs of a man twice his age. 
Indeed, the title itself could not be more 
appropriate on this, his third album proper, 
and many of the starry-eyed coeds so fer- 
vently drawn to the frat-boy musings of 

“Your Body is a Wonderland” may be sur- 
prised to find Mayer practically out dad-rock- 
ing Randy Newman at times. Heavier Things 
is unabashedly produced in a sort of '80s, 
AM radio style that actually lends itself quite 
well to Mayer's vibe. That is, it’s both intro- 
spective and genuine, showing an artist 
who's perhaps been thrown off guard a bit by 
his own success. 

His songwriting has definitely improved, 
being both musically and compositionally 
miles ahead of that on Room for Squares. 
Mayer's vocal style has also thankfully shift- 
ed from the obviously Dave Mathews-esque, 
to the warmer timbre of a Ron Sexsmith, as 
evinced on “Come Back to Bed.” “Home 
Life,” on the other hand, borrows tastefully 
trom the Police’s “Invisible Sun,” eclipsing 
most of Sting's post Dream of the Blue 
Turtles Career in one shot. 

Surprisingly, Mayer has proven himself to 
be worth his weight after all, and Heavier 
Things marks the real Starting point for a 
career that should only go up from here. 

Paling by comparison is the coffee house 
schlock of Toronto’s Barlow, whose self- 
titled debut starts off favourably enough, 
conjuring a Canadian Mellencamp on 
“Cruise.” However, the album quickly degen- 
erates into the sort of fare normally found on 
a Thursday evening open jam. The lead sin- 
gle, “Walk Away” (clichés aside), has its 
heart in the right place as an attempted-feel- 
good-hit, and it’s at least supported by a 
catchy tune.

until today. Those 20-odd years have been 
uncommonly kind to the rocking swagger of 
the songs on Reactor, seeds of grunge and 
other modern alternative-rock songwriting can 
be heard planted within the feedback drenched 
crunch of Young's guitars and head-nodding 
melodies. 

From the opening track “Opera Star,” with 
its line “You were born to rock,” the listener is 
treated to pure adrenalin rock ‘n’ roll, com- 
plete with handclaps, nonsense lyrics, and 
even some cowbell. Fans of the introspective, 
acoustic Young could go into shock if they 
were to listen to the spanning “T-Bone,” with 
its lone lyric, “Got mashed potatoes/ain't got 
no T-bone”. 

It's odd that Young's experimental string 
of 80s albums would be re-launched with 
such a straightforward, rock-oriented one as 
Reactor. Future collaborations with Crazy 
Horse never did come close to the chugging 
licks of “Southern Pacific,” or the rollicking 
ode to cars of “Motor City." Approach with an 
open mind—any lack of cocky injections of 
musical supremacy in your life will be replen-

LAST YEAR'S COLORFUL YOU, MIGUEL 
Migs’ debut full length on Naked 
Music (released in Canada through 
Astralwerks), turned a lot of house- 
heads into downtempoheads—and 
the other way around. Migs took 
house music's archetypes and created 
a sound attractive to everyone, gain- 
ing anew audience that may have 
never picked up house before. 
Elements of it sound like soul music, 
or ambient music, but house music's 
beats would weave in and out of the 
haze—there were songs, not just 
tracks. 

“Naked gets its sound by focusing 
on songwriting.” says Migs, speaking 
from his home in San Francisco. 

“Naked Music's founder, Blue 6, 
wanted a more soulful, R&B feeling to 
house music. I think it helps make it 
deeper—{it] makes more of a connec- 
tion than punchy, dance floor stuff, 
which I make sometimes, too.” 
However, Migs points out that the 
warm, soulful side of house music he 
creates for Naked is just one side of 
what he does, and that he likes to 
explore the different styles of house, 
from the dubbier, dance floor tracks 
he made for NRK to his big-room 
vocal tracks on Deep Dish’s 
Yoshitoshi label. A longtime musi- 
cian, he remembers when the house 
bug bit him. “I used to play ina num- 
ber of bands—live dub reggae, world- 
beat, and stuff. In the early ‘90s, 
though, I heard some house music— 
mostly New York stuff—and, like any 
musician, I just wanted to get in the 
studio and try to make some of my 
own.” 

Migs brings the Naked Music sound 
that he’s best known for to the 

Standard on Sept 25th. His set will 
feature live vocals from his favourite 
collaborator, Lisa Shaw. “Lisa's just 
off the hook,” says Migs. “You don’t 
have to auto-tune her voice; she’s 
sung in many bands over the years. 
So, she’s great live, knows how to per- 
form, and always sings her heart out. 
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And, writing with her is great, 
because I can give her an instrumental 
and she'll come up with some really 
great stuff that totally makes the con- 
nection. She can get abstract but still 
make it flow.” 

Naked Music has almost become a 
style more than a type of music, and 
even the covers belie what the music 
holds inside—warm colors and 
smooth lines with an air of sensuality 
that compliments the smooth beats. 
“Sexy” is another word that pops up a 
lot. What does Migs think of that? “I 
think people use that term because it is 
sensual and emotional music. It’s not

wannabe artist, Harcourt is provid- 
ing art supplies, meals and snacks 
for participants, who'll wind their 
way along a guided walk through 
our ever-inspirational river valley. 

“Tt won't be heavily instructed, 
but there will be ‘tour guides’ if 
someone is really lost or doesn’t 
know what to do. They'll be guided, 
assisted, to make the event as plea- 
surable as possible.” 

While the itinerary is limited to 
each location chosen by organizers, 
there are no limitations on what each 
artist chooses to do at each site.

“We'll be supplying basic draw- 
ing tools: charcoal and pencils, 
paper.

The first [stop] is by 
the Muttart Conservatory; turn one 
Way you see a view of downtown, 
turn the other way you see the pyra- 
mids and flower beds.

THE GRAFFITI-SPANGLED WALLS 
of Il Pasticcio bespeak a room that 
has witnessed a lot of special occa- 
sions. Inscriptions in English, 
French, Italian (real and fake), 
Spanish, Korean, and Arabic, as 
well as corporate endorsements and 
festive wile etched in black 
marker, cover almost every avail- 
able space in the restaurant. One of 
the pillars, incongruously festooned 
with sombreros, bears the most 
telling epigram of all; within a heart 
that wouldn’t look out of place ona 
high school binder are written the 
words LOVE LIVES HERE. 

The secret ingredient in good 
Italian food is, after all love, and II 
Pasticcio gives as good as it gets. 
Authentic? Beats me. Cheap? There 
are definitely cheaper joints out 


there. But for a dining experience 
that bespeaks pride, generosity and 
a personal touch, II Pasticcio ranks 
above most of the pasta-slingers in 
this town. 

I could go on about the comfort- 
able atmosphere, the extensive 
menu (complemented by an equal- 
ly extensive list of specials that 
included osso buco, pork tender- 
loin, Arctic char, red snapper and 
lobster ravioli) or the polite, atten- 
tive service, but let’s just confine 
ourselves to the meal J had, shall 
we? 

There’s something about a put- 
tanesca that gets me every time. It’s 
a dish that calls for simple ingredi- 
ents but, when properly prepared, 
has a richness and complexity | find 
extremely satisfying. Puttanesca— 
allegedly named for the prostitutes 
of Naples who originated the 
recipe—usually involves a spicy 
tomato sauce well-spiked with gar- 


lic and tossed with black olives, 
fresh tomatoes and capers and 
sprinkled with parmesan cheese. I] 
Pasticcio’s version was served over 
penne and included the enhance- 
ment of mushrooms and strips of 
beef ($16.95). To make a meal of it, I 
ordered a house salad ($5.95) and a 
glass of the house red, a 
Montepulciano ($5.95). 

Despite the admonition in the 
menu to be patient—good food, 
after all, takes time—the salad 
arrived very quickly. Usually I 
would find the abundance of red- 
wine vinaigrette lavished on the let- 
tuce, Roma tomatoes and red 
onions unappealing, but there were 
so many juicy chunks of tomato 
that the dressing seemed appropri- 
ate. 

The pasta arrived hot on its heels, 
still steaming in fact, and if the price 
tag seemed out of proportion with 
the unfancy components of a put- 
tanesca, the fact that it would have 
easily served two people more than 
justified its cost. A vast expanse of 
pasta steamed before me, and my 
server politely wished my appetite 
luck. 

I wouldn’t hesitate to call it per- 
fect puttanesca: from the rich, judi- 


ciously spiced tomato sauce with 
just the right touch of olive oil, to 
the tangy black olives and juicy 
chunks of mushroom, to the tender 
strips of beef generously inter- 
spersed throughout, to the fresh 
penne and hints of parsley and 
basil, every mouthful provided 
something to savour. If only I had a 
second stomach, I could have put it 
all away in a sitting. But looking 
around, I noticed a lot of other din- 
ers were bested by the generous 
pyony they'd been served and 
ad to resort to doggie bags as well 
As if this weren't enough, I was 
presented with the best espresso 
I've had within easy reach of my 
memory. Anyone can make an 
espresso that will have you jittering 
late into the night, but it takes skil] 
to make one that complements its 
bite with a creaminess that lasts to 
the bottom of the tiny cup. I 
couldn’t have been more pleased. 
Admittedly, the trattoria’s prices 
($11 - $26 for an entree) set it ina 
price range many people reserve for 
special occasions, but if you've been 
extra-good and feel you deserve a 
little special treatment, Il Pasticcio 
will see to it you're duly rewarded

Sexual dos and don’ts

The Maya Indians of South Americay 
preferred that boys engage in homosex 
uality until they were able to marry, 
Parents would provide their son with a 
slave companion to satisfy his sexual 
needs rather than risk finding an unma 
ried girl for the purpose. 

Taoists in China traditionally placed 
great emphasis on sensual kissing. This 
was considered so erotic and private th 
even today the Chinese rarely kiss in 
public—at one time, a woman seen 
doing so was considered to be acting 
like a prostitute.

Lone fin 
Animal rights groups 
give WEM an ultimatum 


SURVIVAL MAY BE A GOOD THING 
out in the natural world, but being 
the last living dolphin in the West 
Edmonton Mall lagoon is hardly 
good fortune, says a coalition of local 
and national animal rights groups. 

After calls to relocate Howard 
went unanswered by mall adminis- 
tration, the groups took it upon 
themselves to do the research and 
find a suitable new home. Last 
Friday, they held a press conference 
announcing that the Dolphin 
Research Centre in Florida had 
agreed to adopt Howard. 

“When we started looking 
around, we were looking for another 
captive facility that we thought the 
mall would be comfortable with and 
that would give Howard a signifi- 
cant improvement over being alone 
ina shopping mall,” says Julie 
Woodyer of Zoocheck Canada. 

The coalition itself isn’t complete- 
ly satisfied by DRC-which is, in fact, 
a captive facility rather than a sanc- 
tuary-but as Woodyer puts it, they 
believe “Anything is better.” 

The research institute is com- 
prised of large-scale sea pens, netted 
off from the open waters; fish can 
swim in-and-out of the netting, pro- 
viding fresh food. Most importantly, 
says the coalition, Howard would 
have the opportunity to socialize 
with other dolphins. 

According to Tove Reece of the 
local group Voice for Animals, the 
four original WEM dolphins spent 
time at the DRC between their 1985 
capture and their arrival in 
Edmonton a few months later. 

WEM General Manager Gary 
Hanson was given until midnight 
Tuesday to respond to the proposal. 
His refusal to do anything about 
Howard “until December” has set in 
motion the second phase of the coali- 
tion’s campaign. Postcards bearing 
Howard's image will be handed out 
at locations around the city. 
Edmontonians who sympathize 
with Howard’s plight are encour- 
aged to fill out the cards and drop 
them off at WEM retailers. 

Reece points out that, over the 
years, the mall has taken steps to 
remove the other wildlife that once

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resided in Plexiglas pens throughout 
the building. She suggests that the 
relocation of Howard could close the 
book on the mall’s spotty past with 
regards to putting animals on show 
in inappropriate settings. “I think 
they would come off looking really 
good, and | don’t understand why 
they don’t see that,” she says. 


Socreds on the move 


Former ruling party restructures 


IN THE 1930S, SOCIAL UNREST AND 
disgruntlement with Ottawa led to 
the formation of the Social Credit 
Party. This political ideology swept 
the province, boosting Alberta’s pro- 
file, bringing its sagging economy 
out of debt and into prosperity, and 
establishing such provincial legacies 
the Heritage Fund and Alberta 
Treasury Branches. The Socreds gov- 
emed the province from 1935 to 
1971. 

Now, fast-forward 70 years: Social 
unrest and disgruntlement with 
Ottawa have made a comeback, and 
so have the Socreds. Two-and-a-half 
years ago, the party started to 
reform. Today they’re registered in 
two thirds of the province’s con- 
stituencies, and they claim their 
membership’s average age is in their 
mid-30s. 

So what does a Depression-era 
party have to offer the province 
now? Well, according to leader 
Lavern Ahlstrom, a viable alterna- 
tive to the ruling Conservative gov- 
emment. 

“What is Ralph Klein doing 
wrong? Where should I start?” 
laughs Ahlstrom. The farmer from 
Rocky Mountain House claims to be 
the “eldest” member of the party. 
He’s on a provincial tour to promote 
the party revival. 

e Socreds have an interesting 
political position. They claim to nei- 
ther belong to the left nor right side 
of the political spectrum, but say 
they “borrow concepts from both.” 


From the left, they support public * 


funding. That means universal 
health care, public auto insurance, 
revenue sharing from provincial 


royalties, and a fully funded educa- 
tion system. From the Right, the 
Socreds want to see the prosperity of 
the individual (they’re anti-Kyot: 
and anti-gun control, for example), 
they don’t promote hand-outs (“a 
degrading and dehumanizing con 
cept,” according to their Web site) 
and they believe that Christian 
moral principles should set the basis 
for policy (“Marriage is an age-old 
institution. Why are we suddenly 
changing now after 2,000 or 4,000 
years?” says Ahlstrom on the subject 
of gay marriage). 

Catering to the democratic majori 
ty is what the Socreds are aiming for 
and by appealing to both sides of the 
spectrum they’re hoping to reclaim 
the majority that they held not so 
long ago. Ahlstrom says the party 
plans to kick its campa 
gear next January 








m into high 
assuming an elec- 
tion won't be far behind 

Ahlstrom believes that the time is 
right to take over, “A great many 
Albertans are looking for an alterna- 
tive. They want change and the time 
has come.

staffers. CJSR’s funding is more or 
less equally divided between adver- 
tising revenue, student union fees 
and fundraising.

“There is a perception that CJSR is 
independent, b e’re not really. 
We have t r to people—just 
not the same people that commercial 
radio has to answer to. Commercial 
radio answers to their advertisers 
exclusively. At CJSR, we're almost 
less independent, but I think in a 
more sustainable, positive way. We 
have to answer to the university, 
and its students. We have to answer 
directly to the people who support 
our station, the listeners. And that’s 
the biggest difference right there.”

WHATEVER HAPPENED TO THE HEROES 
of hip-hop yesteryear? The brash- 
mouthed, loose-lipped gangstas, and 
the socially conscious purveyors of 
political and philosophical wisdom. 
‘There was a time when they ruled the 
game, when fans hung on their every 
word, soaking up their tales of street life 
and trodding in their footsteps on a 
personal quest for enlightenment. 
Some of those heroes have drifted from 
their roots, opting for Hollywood 
agents and Manhattan penthouses, and 
some have just drifted away. 

But not all of rap’s early icons have 
gone the way of the Jheri curl. Not 
Public Enemy, who just last year 
released an innovative new album, 
Revolverlution. 

It was 16 years ago when PE 
stormed the set. Frontman Chuck D’s 
voice resonated like a rumbling vol- 
cano, erupting with fire and brimstone. 
Yo! Bum Rush the Show. It Takes A 
Nation of Millions to Hold Us Back. Fear of 
a Black Planet. Apocalypse '91... The 
Enemy Strikes Black, The album titles 
alone carried a ring of intimidation, 
prophecy, revolution. And, Chuck D 
believes, they represented rap in its 
truest, most artistic form—words and 
music designed to get people to “hold 
hip-hop up to jazz or blues or rock ‘n’ 
roll as a comparable genre, something 
able to stand on its own artistic feet 
instead of just being a disposable 
thing.”

That’s because, while 
Americans may have lost interest in 
what they had to offer, the rest of the 
world has not. The group's global pop- 
ularity continues to provide PE an 
audience, and a livelihood. 






blazing path. “When we put out There's 
a Poison Goin’ On in 1999, which was a 
very successful record—the first down 
loadable album on the Intemet—tt got 
us immediately banned at two-thirds of 
the retailers in the United States. They 
were like, ‘How dare y/all do this.’ But 
we're not gonna cater to any one partic- 
ular demand, because we use the 
world.” 

While many artists and label heads 
seem to rue the day the Web was creat- 
ed, Chuck D embraces it, calling the 
Internet his “passport” to speak to peo- 
ple around the world. In fact, he and PE 
are all over the Web: there’s Chuck's 
online MP3 label, Slamjamz.com; the 
hip-hop news site Rapstation.com; the 
hip-hop radio “Internetwork” 
Bringthenoise.com; and the official PE 
site Publicenemy.com (two more sites, 
Remixplanet.com and 
Hiphopkidsbiz.com, are on the way). 

“1 got involved in this because it’s a 
necessity,’ Chuck says. {The Internet] 
isa parallel industry that is as big as, if 
not bigger than, the [music] industry 
that already exists. I'm not dissing the 
major labels or the institutions: I don’t 
do business for them, I do business 
with them. They re banking institu- 
tions. The only thing that they can pro- 
vide is financing, to lend you money 
And distribution lends credence to that 
banking system they have. 

But the Intemet, says Chuck, is the 
“next level of distribution. It has 
worked well for us, it’s the best thing 
that has ever happened to me, he says. 

It's anew century, and anew world 
of rappers. But some things haven't 
changed. Public Enemy is still bold. 
Flavor Flav is still playing the role of 
Chuck's hype man, jester and foil. PE 
“Minister of Information” Professor 
Griffis still a bulls-eye, tamished by 
controversy. 

As for Chuck D, not much has 
changed. He's still an embodiment of 
hip-hop’s political potential and, even 
after all these years, still has something 
to say. Except when it comes to his per- 
sonal life. 

“My private life is not for sale,” he 
says, chuckling. “I’m going through 
some issues, but that’s my own busi-

at night—he's an extremely busy man,” 
explains Chuck D's agent, during just one of 

many exchanges made in an attempt to get 
the “incredible rhyme animal” on the horn for 
a few minutes. Indeed, -D’s a hard man to track 
down: when he's not on the road with Public 
Enemy he's in the studio with one of his many 
side projects, such as the Fine Arts Militia, the 
rock act he released an album with this past 
summer. Or he's on an exhausting lecture 
tour, as is the case here. In a sense, though, 
Chuck D—being one of the seemingly few 
big-name artists who have unconditionally 
embraced the Internet beyond a mere market- 
ing toot—is really quite accessible. Since 
December of '99, D has been posting his 
thoughts on a forum called “The Terrordome” 
at publicenemy.com; here he nffs on every- 
thing from, as you would expect, political, 
social, and cultural issues, to the latest gig he 
dug or Hollywood flic he watched (not to burst 
your bubble, but, for the record, he really liked 
Dickie Roberts: Former Child Star). \f you 
want to know what Chuck thinks about any 
given topic (even manners!), chances are 
you'll find it in the Terrordome.

MOHAMED SIFAOUI MAKES IT CLEAR 
from the beginning of his diary that 
he is implacably hostile to the” 
fo £ Islamic fundamentalism, 
or Islamism, as he terms it. In 1996 
he escaped, by a few chance 
moments, a bomb blast that took 
out several of his colleagues in the 
Algerian press corps, as well as 
thirty-some collateral persons. To 
those who woke up to the nature of 
the threat only on 9/11, he says 
simply, “Welcome to the club.” 
Sifaoui fled strife-torn Algeria for 
France, but continued his fight 
against manifestations of Islamism 
as a print and television journalist. 
Since this book came out, along with 
the documentary he filmed in con- 
junction with it, Sifaoui has been liv- 
ing in police custody, and so it’s 
unlikely his attitude has softened. 
Second in line for harsh words from 
Sifaoui are elements of the 
European Left, who tend tc 
Muslim radicals from cri 
humanitarian or anti-racist grounds. 
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struggle to advocate for her severely disabled daughter 
inspires other mothers facing similar challenges. 


Inside Al Qaeda provides a day- 
by-day account of how Sifaoui re- 
invented himself as Djamel 
Mostaghanemi and spent four 
months running with radical 
Islamist-types in Paris. 

One of the more surprising ele- 
ments of the story is how easily he, 
a known opponent of their cause, 
gained the acceptance and trust of 
fundamentalist activists, most of 
them fellow Algerians, and some 
from the same neighbourhood. All 
it seems he needed do is stop shav-

ing and parrot their own harsh 
views back to them 
Sifaoui’s journey begins in 

October 2002 when the trial of two 
young Algerians charged with par- 
ticipating in a 1995 bombing cam- 
paign brought him into c ct 
with radicals (they came to court to 

show moral support for the 


accused). The story ¢ulminates 
with a trip to the Islamist brain 
trust in London where the word of 
Sifaoui’s “brothers” in Paris gains 
him an audience with some major 
players in the Islamist scene, men 
whose service in the Afghan wars 
won them prestige and authority. 
Despite Sifaoui’s obvious author- 
ity to speak on the subject, his book 
is a weak account that never rises 
to the drama of its title. He man- 
ages to catch and tape his “broth- 
ers” saying some blood-chilling 
things; dissembling and engaging 
in warped logic. (Take, for exam- 
ple, the notion that being suspected 
of doing the things that they are 
actually doing provides a retroac- 
tive rationale for doing them in the 
first place.) But, though they may 
be supporters of terrorist actions, 
the men with which he spends 
most of his time, and the book, 
a far cry from Al Qaeda operatives. 
Aside from their adherence to a 
transcendent cause, they live like 
slacker bums on social support and 
misappropriated charity funds, 
dividing each day between mosque 
and café, ingesting and spouting a 
repetitive litany of hatreds and 
grievances. 
. Amore serious shortcoming is 
the book’s failure to provide either 
a sense of context or any argument 
in depth. Salafism and Wahabism 
are mentioned, but readers will 
have to look elsewhere to find out 
much about what they are. Sifao’ 
blames the passivity and naiveté 
Muslim commun 
haven and indulgence to extrem- 
ists, but does not venture any 
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explanation for why that 
might be. He insists that 


-Islamic fundamentalism is 


an enemy to civilization 
and a perversion of Islam 
that must be fought, buton 
the subject of how that 
fighf has been waged of 
late, he makes no comment 
at all. 

Although it is a bland 
and unsatisfying read, 
Inside Al Qaeda does pro- 
vide a portrayal from 
which some interesting 
points can cautiously be 
drawn. First, insofar as 
Islamism is an organized 
movement, it is based on 
informal personal loyalties, 
and the charisma and abili- 
ty needed to bend the 
words of the prophet to 
your purpose are at a pre- 
mium. Second, angry 
young men come to radical 
Islamism by a wide variety 
of paths. There are gen- 
uine, if violently inclined, 
religious types, as well as fresh con- 
verts, like the ill-fated John Walker 
Lindh. But there are also those who 
get there through lives of crime, 
and those, like bin Laden, the Sheik 
himself, who run the gauntlet of all 
the disappointments of the dis- 
solute playboy lifestyle, before 
arriving at the cause. 

Finally—and please note that 
Sifaoui himself does not make this 
point even though his account sup- 
ports it—the decade-long war in 
Afghanistan was the galvanizing 
event that transformed isolated ar

nationalistic fundamentalist move- 
ments into a force of global ambition 
and reach. America’s policy of fin 
ing, funding, training and arming as 
many angry young Muslims as it 
could find in order to give the Soviet 
Red Army a bloody nose in its own 
Vietnam has been proven short- 
sighted to say the least. 

In light of mankind's current tech- 
nology of destruction, the age-old 
strategy of creating monsters to fight 
monsters should probably be 
shelved.

IF HAVING FAMOUS PARENTS IS A 
disadvantage to director Sofia 
Coppola, it’s because of the tremen- 
dous weight of expectation and the 
backhanded compliments grudging- 
ly issued by those who feel she is 
unfairly advantaged. 

Her new film might change peo- 
ple’s minds. 

Lost in Translation is getting lots of 
hype. There are even intimations 
that Sofia’s turning out to a better 
filmmaker than her dad, which is a 
refreshing turn from the bitter accu- 
sations that followed her much- 
underrated first feature, The Virgin 
Suicides. Frankly, it’s no surprise that 
a girl who grew up insuch an ele- 
vated milieu would tum out to beso 
comfortable around the medium. 
Not everyone is lucky enough to 
have grown up a Coppola, but her 
career argues in favour of giving 
young filmmakers a decent budget: 
we would have far fewer desperate- 
ly attention-seeking, sloppy guerilla 
videos that sink many a potential 


romantic. The pastel, underwater 
hues underscore the delicate story of 
a friendship that could only flourish 
for a short time, only in this one 
place. 

Charlotte (Ghost World's Scarlett 
Johansson) is a young woman, mar- 
ried to John (Giovanni Ribisi), a 
young hotshot photographer who 
has brought her along on an assign- 
ment in Tokyo.

Things nearly slip into the annoy- 
ing stock images typically experi- 
enced by the white visitor with a 
sense of entitlement: the teeming 
hordes of anonymous, short, yellow 
worker bees; the hypertechnological 
alien; karaoke bars and weird sex; 
the inscrutable Oriental. Bob's frus- 
tration with his Japanese director 
borders on rudeness, but it’s hard to 
be ina situation where you don’t 
understand everything, especially 
for a smaftass like Bob. His quick wit 
and charm don’t work here. They’re

Likewise, as John jets around with 
his rock stars and fashion people, 
Charlotte is left to her own devices, 
mainly ikebana classes at the hotel or 
wandering through video arcades or 
crying on the phone to a friend, des- 
perate for some kind of meaningful 
connection. Eventually, Bob and

each other's company. 

Charlotte is irritated and bored by 
John’s action star acquaintances, and 
is relieved at the chance to prove her 
smarts to the much older Bob, who 
is simply in a rut with his marriage 
and career. They are obviously 
attracted to each other; like a kitten 
introduced to a geriatric cat, they 
feed off each other's energy. A stu- 
pider movie would have this tum 
into an affair, but this is not a stupid 
movie. 

It’s nice to see a little decorum. As 
in a Henry James novel, the charac- 
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ters are always on the brink, breaths 
bated but remaining purely platonic 
It's lovely. Few would make sacri- 
fices for a higher ideal these days, [n 
fact, opposite to what we expect 
from a romantic comedy, most of the 
time you're hoping they won't do it 
There is far more beauty in the ten- 
der moments, like Charlotte resting 
her head on Bob's shoulder for a 
moment, or the pair running hand ; 
hand as the trains run, ka-cha, ka- 





- cha,above them. And when Bill 
_ Murray (who I have not said 


enough, is perfect, worn down and 
wistful) whispers in'Gharlotte’s ear 
something we can’t hear... it says so 
much about their level of intimacy 
Perfect: Wonderful. ~ ‘ 

This movie isn’t about sex, or at 
least the set of pornographized 
fetishes sex has become. It’s about 
really feeling love, of living with aL; 
Dolce Vita intensity, of someone who 
speaks your language. Things don’t 
really ps up for Charlotte and Bob 
until she takes him out with some 
Japanese friends to a neon-projected 
nightclub with good music and 
some conversations with sharp 
young locals in, literally, a lingua 
franca. An instant nostalgia is creat- 
ed between them as they drift off to 
a house party, and then even at a 
groaner-stereotype karaoke scenario 
singing “Brass in Pocket” (“I’m spe- 
cial”) and, so awfully but heartfelt, 
“More Than This.” More than a 
fluked-out meeting with someone 
you instantly connect with? Even if 
it’s fleeting, even if there is no way to 
recapture it? There is nothing.

ONE MIGHT THINK FROM THE ADS 
that Anything Else is a light, goofy 
teen comedy. That's because the 
commercials prominently display 
Jason Biggs, hapless pie-humper 






from the American Pie films, so it’s 
natural to assume this will be a simi- 
lar kind of movie. But the thing to 
remember—even though the com- 
mercials barely mention it—is that 
this is a Woody Allen movie, first 
and foremost. So, goofy hijinx with 
the standard teen comedy gross- 
joke-de-la-semaine? No. Torturous 
neurotic non-comedy about what it’s 
like to live in the putrefying corpse 
of a months-dead relationship? Yep, 
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that’s more like it. 

A few years ago, Woody Allen 
wisely decided to stop playing the 
Woody Allen role in his movies, 
with Kenneth Branagh playing 
Woody in Celebrity and now Jason 
Biggs playing him in Anything Else. 
Here he’s young comedy writer 
Jerry Falk, which is not really a joke, 
even though it sort of sounds like 
“fuck” whenever people say his 
name. In typical Woody Allen char- 
acter fashion, Falk is a mess of stut- 
ters and neuroses and humiliating 
moments of cowardice. He's a 
schmuck who’s incapable of stand- 
ing up to the array of needy people 
al ie ers-on in his life, chief 
aang tea his wretched, psycho, 
constantly-cheating girlfriend 
Amanda, played by Christina Ricci. 

Ricci’s not afraid to play unsym- 
pathetic roles, and there’s not much 
to like about Amanda. She’s a selfish 
flake, ensnaring Falk with passionate 
sex that almost instantly dries up, 
keeping him around as a backup or 
fallback ever after. She wheedles, she 
complains, she radiates stay-away- 


from-me anti-girlfriend energy at _ 


Falk while insisting, that she loves

tal Falk and Amanda’s partnership 
is. It’s this relationship, or anti-rela- 
tionship, that drives the movie, but 
hilarious comedy set pieces are not 
the destination. No, this film is more 
about squirming in your seat, gri- 
macing as Falk pleads “Isn’t she 
great?” or wincing when he asks, 
“Do you love me?” and she replies, 
“How can you say that just because I 
pull away when you try to touch 
me?” Um, ha ha... ha? 
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Anything Else isn’t funny; if any- 
thing, it’s anti-funny, so anybody 
looking for laughs should probably 
look elsewhere. But that’s not to say 
it’s a bad movie. It’s not funny, but it 
feels true; Anything Else finds those 
nerves of guilt and shame and jeal- 
ousy and weakness and presses 
them again and again.-You can’t 
help but feel it as you watch. It’s just 
not a very nice feeling.

nature grab bags: a couple of really 
good entries, a couple of really terri- 
ble entries, and then a big mushy 
pile of okay entries in the middle. 

As festivals go, Ottawa 
Animation 2003 actually rates pretty 
well; even the annoying submis- 
sions have something going for 
them, and the best entry is really 
good and also the longest. 

That'd be the episode of Samurai 
Jack, “Jack and the Blind Archers,” 
that won Best Television Series at 
the festival. Word is already getting 
out on Samurai Jack, which comes 
from the same school of modern 
Hanna-Barbera animation that 
brought us The Powerpuff Girls.

The difference is that Jack is a char- 
acter all about silences, moments of 
stillness before flying into totally 
mind-and-body unified motion. 
This particular episode is a great 
example, mostly wordless, a steely 
samurai test of will against three 
supernaturally able archers 

But there are some other gems as 
well. “The Hedge of Thorns” from 
Norway is a devastatingly good 
adaptation of a children’s book 
about war. The animation is ina 
simple cutout style that perfectly 
matches a child’s blunt understand- 
ing. A father returns without a leg; a 
boy pulls his toy horse behind him 
as he picks slowly through the ruins 
of what used to be his neighbor- 
hood. Subtle and effective use of 
music adds to the haunting impact. 

There’s no great theme to Ottawa 
Animation 2003, but we do see a 
couple of interesting takes on how 
to combine computer animation 
with more traditional forms. “Home 
Road Movies” is almost in the form 
of an ad dream, postcards and 
Grand Theft Auto-style car anima- 





tions building up a wistful retelling 
of childhood memories of driving 
trips, all run through some kind of 
“50s” Photoshop filter. And then 
there’s “Family and Friends,” which 
use a number of different types of 
2D-to-3D transitions, taking highly 
cartoony figures and turning them 
into cutouts for one sequence, then 
in another having them walk 2D- 
style through a 3D street made of 
pencil drawings. 

A few other entries attract some 
notice. The winner for Best Non- 
Narrative film, “A.Z”, was one of 
the only abstract non-narrative films 
I've ever seen that left me wanting 
more; even though it’s just a blurry, 
almost subliminal sequence of close- 
ups of letters, I was just getting into 
it when it finished. The winner for 
Best Commissioned film, “Cartoon” 
uses Roger Rabbit-style animation to 
puta chillingly cute face on child 
abuse, while “Down to the Bone” 
offers one of the nastiest claymated 
flesh-burrowing worms I've seen in 
a while. 

The only annoying piece is 
“Flux,” though the animation style 
is pretty cool, skitchy scratchy, with 
inkblots and lost lines, like jittery 
Ralph Steadman cartoons on too 
much coffee. It just goes on too long. 

But I’m praising with faint 
damnation here: Ottawa Animation 
2003 turns out to be a pretty satisfy- 
ing grab bag.

There‘s 
enough to take in through your ears 
and eyes without getting confused 
over the distinctions that swoosh by 
as Kaurismaki travels around Brazil 
recording rent styles and distil- 
lations of Brazil’s music, primarily 
the samba. If you don’t emerge from 
the experience able to distinguist 
between a fevro and an afoxé, 
still have some pleasant me 
Kaurismaki has kept a res 
in Rio de Janeiro since he took one of 
films to a festival there in the late 
‘80s. He opens Moro No Brasil with 
an ice-encrusted 






embroider songs with details of 
what's happening in the street 
before them.

Castanha says he got his start in 
music when he went to the kitchen 
and there was nothing to eat.

Kaurismaki gives performers 
plenty of time to talk about the infl 
ence of tradition and the vitality of 
the music, as well as their personal 
passion for what they do, but that’s 
about as documentary as Moro |

tural, sacred and social necessity as 
much as its emotional and sensual 
qualities. 

One thing you're sure to notice is 
how music has overcome the dire 
poverty faced by many Brazilians. 
So much of the mesmerizing and 
intense music you hear in the first 
half of the film is imparted with 
nothing more than voice and percus- 
sion, musical means readily avail- 
able to someone who has little else. 

A pair of musical brothers named 
Caju and Castanha practice a form of 
street singing called embolada, skill 
which demands the singer be able to

director himself wanders through 
the scenery in a few shots, his blob- 
by, pallid countenance, downscale 
tourist togs (sneakers with white 
socks, mullet) and wrap-around 
biker shades a visual non sequitur in 
the midst of all that earthy beauty. 
Kaurismaki’s affectless narration 
gets a little grating after a while, but 
he has the sense to let his subjects 
carry the bulk of the show and they 
rise to the occasion.

AH, THE MEDIOCRE MOVIE. I LOVE 
the Mediocre Movie—not because of 
what it might be specifically, but for 
what the genre represents on a larg- 
er scale: cinema that is as predictable 
as bacon bits at a salad bar. The 
Mediocre Movie’s formula requires 
the insertion of this kind of character 
here, this kind of situation there, and 
throwing in some average laughs 
and/or excitement. Voila. 

The Fighting Temptations belongs 
toa practiced sub-genre of the 
Mediocre Movie: the Mediocre- 
Movie-With-A-Pop-Star-And /Or- 
Oscar-Winning-Actor. It’s the kind 
of movie that you can more or less 
figure out everything simply by see- 
ing the commercial. My hypothesis 
was that this was a movie about an 
ordinary guy forced into unusual 
circumstances, who is at first a fish 
out of water but then gets better at 
whatever it is he needs to get better 
at, He is under pressure to shape up 


a bunch of misfits in order to win the 
big prize and/or defeat the bad 
guys. Along the way, he—and some 
other main characters—learn some 
lessons about love and life. And 
pretty much all of my predictions 
came true. I just didn’t think proving 
my own brilliance would be so bor- 
ing. 

Darrin Hill (Cuba Gooding, Jr) is a 
young go-getter at a New York 
advertising agency who has lied and 
charmed his way to the top. Just as 
he’s about to land the coveted corner 
office, though, all heck catches up 
with him and he gets the sack 
instead. At the same time, he learns 
that he’s been named as beneficiary 
in the will of his Aunt Sally, who 
died in Darrin’s hometown of 
Montecarlo, Georgia. Years ago, the 
uptight, gospel-loving folk of 
Montecarlo drove Darrin and his 
mom out of town after the latter got 
into hot water for singing the devil's 
music at local bars. Filled with dis- 
dain, Darrin reluctantly returns for 
the funeral and the reading of the 
will. He discovers his aunt has left 
him a small fortune, one Darrin can 
claim only if he returns to 
Montecarlo to lead the church choir 


io victory at the big gospel contest. 

With his furniture being repos- 
sessed back in New York, Darrin has 
no option but to accept the chal- 
lenge. The choir is hopeless, so 
Darrin has to recruit anyone he can 
in order to ready it for the contest 
He is especially eager to recruit (and 
seduce) Lily (Beyoncé Knowles), his 
childhood-sweetheart-turned-local- 
hottie. Eventually, Darrin whips the 
choir into shape, and—after the 
obligatory “it seems hopeless” 
moments—gets them ready for the 
big show. 

Oh. And as mentioned earlier, 
everything about The Fighting 
Temptations is hopelessly predictable. 
No “surprises” surprise at all: the 
choir wins the big contest, all the 
naysayers in Montecarlo are proved 
wrong, and Darrin wins Lily’s heart 
The film’s easily-anticipated action 
wouldn't be so bad, except that the 
movie as a whole is universally 
bland. Nothing holds your interest, 
makes you laugh, or—and this is the 
killer—makes you care. 

Even the numerous musical num- 
bers that pepper the movie fall flat 
The number that should be a real 
show-stopper—the Temptations’ 
winning performance at the big con- 
test—is roughly twice as boring as 
the performance they render at 
rehearsal. 

Even for a Mediocre Movie, The 
Fighting Temptations is underwhelm- 
ingly mediocre.

This is a premise-heavy movie. 
I'm not talking just about the basic 
idea—vampires vs. werewolves. No, 
Underworld is loaded with back- 
story: centuries-old history, plots-

within-plots, and little, quasi-scien- 
tific details. It’s a keenly-attentive, 
fully-detailed world. This is normal- 
ly a good thing. In practice, though 
Underworld feels like a film adapta- 
tion of book three in a crappy six- 
volume Anne Rice wannabe horror 
series. Characters spend much of 
their time explaining some arcane 
twist of the back-story at the cost of 
showing us why we should care, or 
what's at stake. 

This defect isn’t ameliorated by 
costume and casting choices that 
draw almost no distinction between 
vampires and werewolves. We've 
got a bunch of Euro pretty boys on 
one side, and a bunch of Euro pretty 
boys with beards on the other. What 
we end up with are lots of black-clad 
Matrixy trench-coat types blasting 
away at each other with guns... and 
then some of them turn into were- 
wolves.

Calexio surveys an inhospitable landscape 


CALEXICO

IT’S NO SECRET THAT THE ARIZ- 
ona-Sonora Desert can be insuffer- 
ably hot at high noon, but it’s often 
even less hospitable after dark, when 
temperatures sometimes plummet 
below zero, and nocturnal beasties 
emerge from crevices in the hard- 
baked, cracking soil to prey upon 
whatever foolish creatures have ven- 
tured into their domain. 

It takes a certain kind of sioicism to 
endure such an extreme environ- 
ment, and to flourish there. It’s pure 
Darwinian survival. Embracing the 
contrasts inherent in this mythical 
landscape, the Tucson, Arizona- 
based band Calexico uses music as 
the canvas on which to paint their 
multi-layered portraits of the desert, 
traversing the vast expanse between 
epic spaghetti-western grandeur and 
minimalist ambient instrumentals 
with their own unique style. 

“1 make the analogy that you 
wouldn't sit in the desert and paint 
the ocean,” says Calexico co-founder 
John Convertino, who plays drums, 
percussion and piano on the band’s 
latest recording, Feast of Wire. “You 
work with what is around you, what 
feels most familiar and closest to your 
heart. I think that’s why [we have] the 
mariachi trumpets and the strings 
and the special ambient pieces that 
evoke the wide-open spaces—you 

know, the Morricone feeling.” 





Fans of soundtrack music and ‘60s 
spaghetti westerns know that feeling 
well—Ennio Morricone scored 
Sergio Leone’s masterpieces Onice 
Upon a Time in the West and The 
Good, the Bad and the Ugly, among 
hundreds of other films. Listen to 
any of Calexico’s last few releases, 
and it’s obvious that the band is 
heavily indebted to Morricone’s 
work on those films. Instrumental 
songs like “Minas de Cobre (for bet- 
ter metal)” and “Close Behind” 
would almost have you convinced 
that Clint Eastwood is about to come 
galloping over the desert horizon on 
horseback. 

Yet, Calexico is no one-trick pony 
(so to speak), and over the past 
seven years the group has evolved 
from a duo made up of Convertino 
and co-founder Joey Burns into a 
diverse six-piece outfit that incorpo- 
rates a huge variety of instruments, 
some (like accordion and trumpet) 
native to the Mexican corridos of the 
region they call home, and others 
(like pedal steel and synthesizer) 
from other traditions. 

When Calexico began, Burns and 
Convertino were providing rock- 
solid backing to Howe Gelb as the 
rhythm section for Giant Sand. At 
the same time, they were playing 
regularly with guitarist Bill Elm in 
Friends of Dean Martinez. 

“Those were the real beginnings 
of Joey and I working together, sepa- 
rately from Howe,” Convertino says 
of the recording sessions for the first 


Friends album. “T actually played 
most of the drums on that record—it 
says | played the vibes, but I also 
played the drums—and that’s where 
Joey and I started developing this 
relationship between the guitar and 
the drums and being able to put 
songs together.” 

Not long afterwards, they recruit- 
ed a few other Tucson musicians to 
help them record the first official 
Calexico release, Spoke, in 1997. 
Recorded in their homes on a low-fi 
eight-track, Spoke now seems like a 
rudimentary primer for all the lush- 
yet-spacious music that has come 
since. But no matter how much the 
band’s sound has developed since 
those early living-room recordings, 
Convertino believes the essence of 
the band was evident back in 1997. 
In a way, he says, Feast of Wire marks 
a return to the band’s roots, especial- 
ly compared to the two intervening 
albums—The Black Light and Hot 
Rail, both of which are more fully 
immersed in improvisational ambi- 
ent music. 

“Spoke and Feast of Wire have 
more structure—more song struc- 
ture,” he notes. 

While each of the band’s records 
holds its particular pleasures, Feast 
of Wire is certainly the first one that 
feels conceptually complete, striking 
a delicate balance between 
Calexico’s trademark instrumentals, 
a couple of free-form jazz numbers 
and more traditional guitar-and- 
accordion corridos. 

“A lot of times we layer the songs 
and put a ton of furniture in the 
room,” says Convertino. “Then at 
other times we clear all the furniture 
out. So there will be moments in the 
song that are epic, but we try to con- 
trast that with something minimal.”

Adding to this subtle complexity 
are the lyrics, many of which evoke 
the desperation and pathos wit- 
nessed in the borderlands between 
Mexico and the United States. 

“Joey, he’s a real songwriter—I 
don’t consider myself a songwriter,” 
says Convertino humbly (neverthe- 
less he shares credit with Burns on 
all but five songs on Feast of Wire). “I 
consider myself a song constructor. I 
guess that might be because I’ve 
been a construction worker as well 
as a drummer—it’s the foundation, 
you know. I always work from that 
kind of foundation, even though I 
also play piano and vibes and accor- 
dion.” 

Building upon this groundwork, 
Burns's lyrics capture the reality of 
the underpaid maquiladoras in the 
factories on the Mexican side of the 
border, while critiquing the pres- 
ence of affluent gated neighbour- 
hoods on the U.S. side. In “Across 
the Wire,” a ballad of two brothers 
“resting on cactus and feasting on

“THERE WERE A LOT OF BALD DUDES 
with goatees screaming for our 
blood,” chuckles Wade MacNeil; 
through a crackling cellphone trans- 
mitting somewhere just outside of 
Sudbury, MacNeil, guitarist for the 
frenetically aggressive St. Catherines 
quintet Alexisonfire, recalls the 
band’s recent show in Toronto. 
Although it had one of the biggest 
audiences in the band’s young histo- 
ry, it wasn’t exactly a great occasion. 

“We played with that [nu-metal] 
band Disturbed, and it was this huge 
show with 2000 people. George 
{Petit, our vocalist] tried jumping 
into the crowd, and these two guys 
just lost it and tried kicking the shit 
out of him. It was pretty scary, but 
the fact that the people there were 
really into Disturbed is probably 
even scarier.” 

In retrospect, the billing was prob- 
ably a bad idea, but the way things 
have been going for Alexisonfire, it’s 
not so farfetched to believe even a 
Disturbed fan would dig on their 
energetic live performance—such as 
the one memorably captured on 








their video Pulmonary Archery. The 
35mm music vid with a simplistic 
concept—showing the band rock out 
in someone's living room—has been 
getting the royal treatment from the 
MuchMusic’s programming mon- 
archs. Having their video sand- 
wiched between Justin Timberlake's 
bologna and Christina Aguilera's 
cheese has had a noticeable effect on 
the band’s popularity. 

“It’s made a huge difference obvi- 
ously,” admits MacNeil. “We were 
doing well enough drawing people 
to our shows, and then, all of a sud- 
den, our shows went from familiar 
faces to tons of people we didn’t 
know. We're proud of the video 
because we did the best we could to 
make it look good. We spent money 
on film rather than gimmicky shit. I 
don’t know. Maybe people like it 


because we just a bunch of kids 
playing rock music and not trying to 
do anything else.” 

Their video may be simple, but 
their music is complex and abrasive 
Singer George Petit screams the 
majority of his words in the vein of 
Blood Brothers or Refused’s Dennis 
Lyxzen, while MacNeil and compa- 
ny provide back-up melodies and 
bottom-heavy guitar rock teetering 
somewhere between metal and pro- 
gressive punk. Not exactly main- 
stream fare, but while tweens 
request “Pulmonary Archery” on 
MuchOnDemand, and major labels 
claim rights to their debut, it’s obvi- 
ous this band is connecting with the 
masses on some level. 

“Things seem to be moving for us 
at such a rapid rate, and to hear 
shows out west are sold out is 
incredible because we’ ve never even 
been there before,” says MacNeil. 
“We definitely had no idea anything 
like this would happen, but even it 
wasn’t happening we'd still be 
doing it our basements, I think. 
We're just really happy that people 
are identifying with what we are 
doing.” 

Well almost everyone, that is. A 
visit to alexisonfire.com won't yield 
the band’s Web site, but rather that 
of a stripper / porn star/ contortionist 
with a special talent for lactation. 
And, much like the fans at the 
Disturbed show, she isn’t showing 
these guys any love—she reportedly 

“suggested” the band find another 
name. (Perhaps she doesn’t want 
these musicians soiling her good 





reputation) 

“We were talking about maybe 
getting her in the next video,” muses 
MacNeil. “I guess she does these 
custom videos, so maybe we could 
get her to do her thing while wear- 


ing one our T-shirts. Though some- 
thing tells me we wouldn't get the 
same kind of airplay on Much as the 
last one.”

Taking inspiration in everything 
from SS same to live perfor- 
mances to things heard in little 
cafés,” the Bill Hillys have crafted an 
eclectic form of global acoustics. 
Their live performance features a 
combination of eight different instru- 
ments, and Frey says they've found 
people from a variety of musical 
demographics.

ALL TOO OFTEN, THE FIRE THEFT PLAYS OUT LIKE 
a catalogue of currently unfashionable music. 
It's a depressing truth, considering the band 
have obviously devoted a lot of time and effort 
to producing this lush, tuneful, but—sadly— 
very-dated sounding record. 

The Fire Theft’s three members—Jeremy 
Enigk, William Goldsmith, and Nate Mendel— 
were once three quarters of Seattle's Sunny Day 
Real Estate, a band that had a major role in 
shaping the sound of pop punk to come. What 
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happened between that band’s myriad of break- 
ups and reformations is anyone's guess, but 
this time Enigk and Co. have abandoned their 
punk lineage in the baffling pursuit of a perfect 
recreation of mid-90s radio rock. For instance, 
“Uncle Mountain” has all the orchestration of 
Guns ’n' Roses’ “November Rain’”—albeit if it 
were re-interpreted by those eternal bores the 
Goo Goo Dolls. Also: “Oceans Apart” sounds 
disturbingly like Peter Gabriel fronting Division 
Belt-era Pink Floyd, while “Rubber Bands” starts 
innocently enough, but is quickly consumed by 
slide guitar riffs that will make Jimmy Page's 
unholy army of Guitar World-reading imitators 
foam at the mouth. 

With points of reference like these, it’s almost 
possible to overlook the acid-washed Mustang 
rock of “Waste Time,” but the song’s obvious 
debt of gratitude to Bryan Adams is frightening 
enough to warrant mention. Avoid this album 
unless you're planning a 1994 theme party.

It's hard. It’s a lot of fun. He jumps up 
on his table of equipment and starts 
bouncing across the stage, holding his 
keyboard against the speaker for mock 
feedback.

Remix: Shitkatapult is probably the 
greatest label name I’ve ever heard. 
Where did it come from? 

Marco Haas: | used to be a drummer 
ina punk rock band, and we had this 
fast and dirty track called 
“Shitkatapult.” When I started the 
label with my friend, who was also the 
guitarist in this band, we took the 
name because we thought it represent- 
ed our intentions. 


Rmx: How does one make the shift 
from punk to electronic music? 

MH: The main reason for me making 
electronic music was to stop making 
compromises with my band mem- 
bers. I was sick of talking to five peo- 
ple about how a track should sound. I 
decided to buy a drum,computer and 
make my own tracks that didn’t make 
any compromises. I also really liked 
the Profan stuff from Cologne. Its min- 
imalism wasn’t so much techno as it 
was art-without- compromises. Punk 
is minimal rock. So I've always been 
interested in minimalism. 


Rmx Do you find most live electron- 
ic-music performances boring? 

MH: Yeah. Definitely. Like 90 per cent 
of electronic music performances are 
boring. So-called live performances. It 
looks like some dude checking his 
email, but it says live performance on 
the bill. I feel I owe the people that 
come to the show something. They 


pay ashitload of money to get into the _ 


club; they want to be entertained. So 
that’s very important to me. To make 
people go home, and be like, “Dude. 
What the fuck was that?!” That's 
important—giving people something 
to think about. 


Rmx: How have you been enjoying 
Shitkatapult's rising success in North 
America? Your new artist album is 
coming out on NovaMute as well. 
MH: It's great. When we started 
Shitkatapult we were just punk rock 
dudes. We didn’t know anybody in 
the scene, didn’t know any of the out- 
lets or distribution. We didn’t know 
shit. We just pressed 500 records and 
thought “Let's try to sell them.” Now I 
play shows in North America and 
Asia, and I'm like, “It's crazy. Just 
crazy.” But it’s a lot of fun. 


Rmx In the electronic scene of today, 














hundreds of records come out every 
week. Some are amazing, but most 
are mediocre or imitative. How is it 
possible for an independent label 
owner to get their records to stand 
out these days? 

MH: There's not much you can do. It’s 
funny. When I was talking to Daniel 
Miller [owner] of Mute recently, I said, 
“There's too much shit coming out, 
and it’s hard for people to get to good 
music.” But he thinks it’s perfect, 
because then he and other electronic 
music fans have a lot to choose from. 
So there’s two sides to the story. Good

adel Theatre's 38th season are all 
about makeovers. 

Program-wise, artistic director 
Bob Baker has reaffirmed the 
Citadel's commitment to cutting- 
edge contemporary theatre by pre- 
senting a revitalized Rice Stage 
Season. 

The inaugural work is Neil 
Labute’s The Shape of Things, a play 
that does a neat bit of semiotic dou- 
ble-dealing. 

Obviously the CV of Labute— 
critically-acclaimed, red-hot writer 
known for his art-house film work 
(In the Company of Men)—is text- 
book contemporary and perfect for 
the Rice’s new mandate, but the 
play’s text also overtly speaks to the 
idea of transformation. 

It's dubbed by Citadel promotion- 


al material as a play about “Love 
Sex and Art in the Ultimate 
Makeover”—as in “Extreme 
Makeover,” or “Queer Eye for the 
Straight Guy” with a more literary 
bent and a clearer postmodern sensi- 
bility. In short, an in-yer-face art 
school maven Evelyn (Colombe 
Demers) sets her sights on trans- 
forming shy and surface-dweeby 
English Lit. grad student Adam 
(John Ullyatt}—“a real piece of 
work” —into a hottie in her own 
image 

Heck, the makeover theme carries 
over to the theatre's very lobby, a 
rather stark space morphed into a 
sprawling boudoir, chock-a-block 
with divans and elegant armchairs 
as well as a series of seven haunting 
mixed-media figure sculptures by 
Sidsel Naess Bradley (an artistic 
series of three female and four male 
statues linking the lobby into the 
playing area). 

“{The play is about] that complex 
issue of how much a person can 
change their life and their personali- 
ty in an effort to satisfy a lover's 
expectations or desires and still be 
themselves,” says Baker, who directs 
Labute’s twisty, thought-provoking, 
play in the intimate confines of the 
250-seat Rice. 

Describing the plot of the show 
without giving too much away is a 
definite concern for Baker. He likens 





the play’s penultimate plot twist to 
the ending of the film Body Heat. 

“The play has only 10 scenes, the 
first eight is a quirky love story 
about opposites attracting and a 
complicating love triangle, and then 
you have these last fwo scenes that 
turn things around,” he continues. 

In Baker's estimation, that end 
contains a built-in deconstructive 
reality—like the end of the film Sixth 
Sense—that forces you to review the 
whole work after the fact. “You'll be 
thinking about where the mental 
landmines were set and you realize 
that the whole play is a big mine- 
field.

‘You get sucked into one world, 
and then the play gives you a big 
body slam.” 

In that sense, The Shape of Things is 
pretty typical of Labute’s oeuvre. 
This is aman known for nasty and 
incendiary pieces, like his film In the 
Company of Men (manipulative 


Evelyn was created as a gender- 
flipped version of that film’s male 
protagonists ), while producing pro- 
jects that also boast deep literary lay- 
ers like the cinematic Possession, and 
the mythic rawness of the stage hit 
Bash Latterday Plays. 

For example, in “The Shape of 
Things” it feed not to notice the 
archetypal names of the two protag- 
onists—Adam and Eve(lyn)}—hark- 
ing back to Old Testament essential- 
ism, mixed with heavily textual ref- 
erences (literary, pop c ulture and 
theatrical) as well as a deep emotion- 
al veracity. 

According to Baker, Evelyn is akin 
to Richard IIL. Like the famous 
Shakespearean villain, she's “not 
seeing anything wrong with what 
she does in the play,” and Adam, 
while manipulated, does emerge 
from the work as a much stronger 
individual, minus the crippling self- 
esteem concerns he started off with. 

“Ultimately I don’t want the pro- 
duction to fall on one side or the 
other. No one in the play is perfect, 
but they are all somewhat likeable. 
The challenge in the play is to find 
that emotional core, the emotional 
truth,” says Baker. 

“You have to remain committed 
to the playwrights’ ideas, but you 
also have to realize that the audience 
is not going to be watching those 
ideas on the stage. They're watching 
the interaction between the charac- 
ters. What fascinated me about this 
pay ay was how he places the ideas out 
there, how he asks the questions and 
then leaves them for the audience to 
answer.”

For example, “Kenneth 
does the same things, says the same 
lies and is basically the same man in 
both relationships,” he notes, adding 
that the play puts a fresh spin on 
these familiar of mid-life crisis. 

“Ina lot of ways, this play is not 
only about relationships and their 
consequences, but also the horror of 
having missed chances in your life 
and trying to figure out if it is too late 
to go out and get those things you've 


missed,” says Ryan, appending that 
she and the other performers had to 
make a big effort to not come into the 
rehearsal process with too many pre- 
conceptions. 

“The script is like a big puzzle and 
it’s the work of the director and the 
ensemble to work it all together,” she 
says. “Acting is 90 per cent listening 
in the end.” 

For Clarke, who's doing the sound 
design as well as playing a lead role, 
much of the process was about not 
playing the stereotypes that would 
come easily, ee creed with a charac- 
ter like Kenneth who's moved by 
such “basic biological urges.” 

“In the end, the context of this play 
is very tight, very boiled down,” 


Clarke says, adding that the choice 
of playing the work like a “big pup- 
pet show” magnifies this textual 
trait. 

“We're also playing Kenneth as 
not being all that sympathetic,” 
remarks Clarke with a sly smile. 

“He lies really well and is less 
lovable than other characters you'd 
see on stage. Let's just say I’ve 
drawn on lots of my personal expe- 
rience,” he says.’ That’s what makes 
this show so fascinating really. 
There are all these layers and layers, 
and in the end, it’s about us picking 
up the rock and looking at what's 
crawling underneath.”

in Hawaii.” 

“ Taking it as a sign, she returned 
home to New York to get a job, raise 
some money and start again with 
another camera. But, as Dugan 
explains, “Manhattan is full of 
serendipitous ironies. Some people 
doubt destiny and fate, but I don’t.” 

And how. Events and circum- 
stances led to her grooming horses 
in the Big Apple Circus. 

“That was too good to be true. As 
a kid I rode English, show jumping,” 
she begins, a story told by countless 
other girls. “I worked in a barn to 
afford lessons. It was great, but I was 
too poor.” Here is where the story 
usually ends. But not for Annie 
Dugan. Her employer was so 
impressed, she trained young Annie 
to become that horseback ballerina. 

“Working with horses in the cir- 
cus is the greatest job of all, because 
you add all that’”—meaning all those 
girlhood horse and pony stories— 
“with show business.” 

“T got to ride in costume, a silver 
Arabian stallion. Fishnet stockings 
and gold ballet slippers! The horse 
was Pegasus, he'd go out in the ring 
with wings on and I would clip reins 
on and be a forest nymph.” 

This went on for several years, in 
a few different circuses. It’s quite a 
story! “The last one was a traveling 
circus and it had just an avalanche of 
calamities. I couldn’t believe how 
much was going wrong. So I went 
out to buy a word processor. This 
was about 10 years ago.” 

To make the final leap onto the 
stage, Dugan approached 
actor/ director Jeff Page, who was 
delighted. “I’ve always liked what 
she’s up to.” 

“She's known for being a bit of a 
trapeze performer, so I said ‘Great, 
we'll rig up the trapeze.’ But she 
didn’t want it to be her on the 
trapeze all the time. So we compro- 
mised and now we have a steplad- 
der; it’s our only set piece. The first 
part of the rehearsal process was just 


creating a vocabulary of movement 
that represents different things: a 
horse, her mobile home, putting up 
the tent. And at one point it becom« 
a character named Shorty. 

“Tt was a way to keep her great 
physicality without it being a bunch 
of circus tricks, 

It’s an unusual turn for Dugan, 
who we usually see in more perilou 
situations. In fact, in some of her 
recent appearances in the theatre, it 
her collaborators who need to be 
coaxed high into the air—like her 
husband and the other half of Firefl 
Theatre, John Ullayatt. But, says 
Page, Dugan is still putting herself 
out on a different kind of lim 

“It’s interesting because Annie 
will climb 100 feet and dangle by 
basically a Kleenex. But this is emo- 
tionally dangerous for her. She’s sit 
ting there and opening up a part of 
her past. It’s a vulnerability that 
she’s offering. I enjoyed that. I love 
working with people who are scared 
but do it anyway, anytime anyone is 
willing to take a risk. This way, she 
can’t hide behind the razzmatazz.” 

The results are a surprisingly 
adult theatre, full of jealously pro- 
técted knowledge and a subculture 
that is sometimes wary of outsiders 
Yet Dugan managed to put in her 
time there, as well as in the equally 
cutthroat business of the intern 
al street performer circuit, which is 
what first brought her to Edmonton 

“There are a lot of really bitter 
characters. But Annie came out of 
those two experiences with a sense 
of wonder. I think that really sa 
something about who she is. She's 
one of the most courageous people 
I’ve ever met.” 

But as astounding as the life of 
Annie Dugan has been so far, she is 
refreshingly self-effacing about the 
tale.“With the play I spent a long 
time thinking what makes it rele- 
vant. It does give people a glimpse at 
a life that they don’t usually see. But 
I didn’t want it to be self-indulgent, 
why should people be interested. 

“It’s about going after my dream 
That is something that anyone who 
ever went after a wild dream should 
relate to.”

MYRNA KOSTASH IS A WRITER WITH 
a mission. “This program’s about 25 
years old and they’ve never had a 
non-fiction writer before,” says the 
2003-2004 Writer-in-Residence for 
the University of Alberta’s 
Department of English. “I’m actually 
quite well-known as a non-fiction 
writer with an attitude because I’ve 
been really fighting for this genre 
ever since I began publishing my 
own books.” 

“There's a great deal of snobbish- 
ness about this,” she points out. “For 
example, in Canadian literature 
courses, how many of our non-fic- 
tion books are studied as compared 
to our novels?” 

“Everybody thinks novels, novels, 
novels, but from my experience as a 
Writer-in-Residence at public 
libraries in Saskatoon and Regina 
there are all kinds of people out 
there that are writing non-fiction and 
they don’t have the same chance to 
develop as people who are writing 
fiction and poetry do. Those of us 
who are writing non-fiction have a 
harder time getting support and 
consultation. 

“I particularly want younger writ- 
ers who are thinking what genre is 
for me to have a chance to experi- 
ment with non-fiction, especially 


since there's this thing now called 
creative non-fiction which can be 


_ quite experimental, not just straight 
* journalism.” 


Consulting is precisely what 
Kostash is doing this school year in 
her office in the Humanities 
Building on the U of A campus, 
despite what some may think. “I’ve 
noticed already that some people 
think writers in residence are 
agents,” she says. 

“you know, that we'll represent 
you and find you a publisher. Or 
that they think we're editors and 
that we'll take this 250-page manu- 
script that you have not been able to 
do anything with and turn it into 
something. That's not what we do. 

“People have issues with their 
writing, that’s what I’m here for,” 
she says. “It can be anything from 
how to get started right through to 
‘Here's a polished piece of work; I 
need some feedback,’ or ‘I’ve written 
something and I’m pretty happy 
with it, how do I get it published?’ 
I'll help where I can, but I can only 
really advise people from the best of 
my experience and what I’ve 
learned along the way through writ- 
ing and teaching.”

Fall cleansing fast furnishes food for thought 


IDON'T HAVE A RESTAURANT TO 
tell you about this week, and the rea- 
son for that is simple: for six whole 
days, I didn’t put a single morsel of 
solid food in my mouth. One of the 
consolations of deliberately starving 
yourself for a week is you feel entitled 
to bore everyone who will listen with 
the details, should you survive. So 
here goes. 

Fasting has had some pretty 
famous practitioners in its long and 
storied history. Jesus and Buddha 
both arrived at realizations about the 
nature of reality and their own divini- 
ty after protracted fasts, for instance, 
and their followers, along with the fol- 
lowers of just about every major reli- 
gion in the world—except capital- 
ism—have written fasts into their 
yearly cycle of worship. Nutritiopaths 
also tout its benefits, claiming it gives 
the organs of the body a chance to rest 
and “exhale,” thus purging it of accu- 
mulated toxins and returning one to.a 
more primal state of health. 

One of the 20th century's most vig- 
orous proponents of fasting was 
Stanley Burroughs, creator of the 
Master Cleanse, aka the Lemonade 
Diet. On paper, it’s pretty easy to fol- 
low. You stop eating for at least 10 
days, during which time you subsist 
ona mixture of fresh lemon juice, 
maple syrup and cayenne pepper in 
distilled water, 8-12 times a day. The 
body detoxifies and, in Burroughs’s 
vision, you commence a strict diet of 
raw fruit, vegetables, nuts and seeds 
and live forever, or what seems like 
forever.

My reasons for wanting to try the 
MC were complex and somewhat 
mysterious to me. There was an ele- 
ment of atonement for the entirely 
self-indulgent, eat-it-drink-it-smoke-it 
summer I'd had. In fact, a few bad 
habits had resurfaced that I thought 
were behind me, and I wanted to put 
them back in perspective. Plus a num- 
ber of propitious factors converged to 
make a fast seem within the realm of 
accomplishment—I had a free week- 
end alone at home to get started and, 
significantly, I was tired of trying to 
figure out what to eat all the time.

One tip that came in useful was the 
instruction to get used to the idea of 
being hungry before starting the fast. 
This meant avoiding meat, dairy and 
starches, weaning off alcohol and cof- 
fee and tapering off to raw food in the 
week leading up to the fast. Equipped 
with 10 litres of distilled water, a bot- 
tle of organic maple syrup and a 
shopping bag of citrus, I felt ready to 
rumble by Friday night, or at least my 
stomach did. 

But nothing can totally prepare you 
for fasting. Being hungry is one thing, 
not eating quite another. Eating gives 
shape to our days, provides a sched- 
ule when no other schedule obtains, 
losing which results ina grumpy 
restiveness that it’s better to spare 
other people from. The habit of meal-

A few years ago I had tried to put 
myself on the Master Cleanse. I lasted 
nearly 12 hours before devouring the 
nearest chocolate bar. This time I was 
better prepared, and I had company. 
No matter which aberrant behaviour 
you choose to indulge in, the Internet 
will probably be able to introduce you 
to a whole community of people who 
are doing the same thing, and fasting 
is no different. Curezone.com hosts an 
ongoing fasting forum where people 
from all over the place compare expe- 
riences, stool consistency and food 
neuroses in near-real time. Along 
with the folks who wanted to know if 
it was okay to smoke pot during a 
detox or if starving made anyone else 
feel homy, there were sources of 
sound advice and support about fast-

All the 
same, I figured six days was a reason- 
able first fast and planned to start eat- 
ing again Friday morning 

Strangely, this was a difficult deci- 
sion to make. Fasting had filled me 
witha sense of purpose, an ongoing 
project to rationalize the relentless 
evaporation of time. To return to the 
tedium of three square meals a day 
seemed like a letdown—hell, I hadn't 
even met my power animal yet. 

I don’t know about feeling any 
cleaner, but there were certainly sub- 
tle changes afoot when I made my 
tentative approach to emnivory 
again. In the days that followed, I 
could sit down and make a meal of a 
single tomato, relishing its fleshiness 
its acidity, its tangy sweetness with 
renewed attention. It felt like a real 
shame lapsing back into bad habits 

Fasting isn’t for everyone, and ther 
are a few medical conditions for 
which it’s strictly contraindicated, but 
for those of us who are lucky enoug} 
to have access to as much of whateve 
we want, whenever we want it, a self- 
imposed famine raises some interest- 
ing questions about what we really 
need. In a landscape virtually plas- 
tered with admonitions to consume 
taking a break from filling your face t 
think about what matters can be more 
fulfilling than all the corn chips in the 
world.

AND YOU THOUGHT THERE WAS SOME WEIRD 
shit going on out there these days when it 
comes to sex. Consider some of these 
ancient sexual customs, laws, and practices 
| uncovered in History Laid Bare: Love, Sex 
and Perversity From the Ancient Etruscans 
to Warren G. Harding, by Richard Zacks 
(Harper Collins, 1994): 

According to the bestiality laws of the 
Hittites in the Middle East, c. 1400B.C., “Ifa 
man does evil with a head of cattle, itis a 
Capital crime and he shall be killed. Ifa man 
does evil with a sheep, it is a capital crime 
and he shall be killed. If anyone does evil 
with a pig, he shall die. If a man does evil 
with a horse or mule, there shall be no pun- 
ishment.”

A priest blessed a red-hot 
iron with holy water and the accused had to 
carry the iron to a distance of nine feet. 
“Finally, his hand shall be covered under 
seal for three days, and if festering blood be 
found in the wake of the iron, he shall be 
judged guilty. But if, however, he shall go 
forth uninjured, praise shall be rendered to 
God {for his innocence].” 

Other medieval rules for Sexual conduct, 
compiled in 1012 by a German bishop 
named Burchard of Wo obviously 
feared female sexual power—include the fol- 
lowing notices: 5 

“Have you done what certain women are 
accustomed to do? They prostrate them- 
selves face-down and uncover their but- 
tocks, then they order that bread be pre- 
pared on their naked buttocks; when it’s 
baked, they give it to their husbands toeat 
so they will burn more for love of them. If 


you have done this, you shall do penance for 


two years on legitimate holy days.” 

“Have you done what certain women are 
accustomed to do? They take their menstru- 
al blood and mix it into food or drink and — 
give it to their husbands to eat or dri : 
that th be more attentive to the 





According to A Women’s History of Sex 
by Harriet Gilbert and Christine Roche 
(Pandora Press, 1987): 

In the Middle Ages, sexual intercourse 
performed with the man behind the woman 
was considered a crime to be punished by 
seven years’ penance. “Any deviation, in 
fact, from the ‘missionary’ position was ille- 
gal—as eventually, was sex on any Sunday 
Wednesday or Friday of the week, during the 
forty days before Easter, during the forty

During Victorian times, ladylike behaviour 
involved a lot of ludicrous, time-wasting 
practices, including the use of euphemisms 
for anything to do with the body and its 
functions.

A Griot time 
City hosts first national black 
achievement awards 


WHEN YOU IMAGINE AN EPICENTER 
of black Canadian culture, 
Edmonton doesn’t exactly spring to 
mind alongside the huge African 
and Caribbean populations of 
Toronto and Montreal. This week- 
end, however, our city has the hon- 
our of hosting the first-ever national 
black achievement awards—the 
Griots—thanks to the work of a 
group of dedicated Albertans. 

“It is a progression of the Black 
Achievement awards that have been 
here since 1995,” says Faith Grant, 
one of the organizers. “The Black 
Achievement Awards were an 
Alberta-based event and out of that 
came the idea for doing a national 
awards program... We're still excit- 
ed that it started in little Alberta that 
doesn’t have a lot of blacks. Between 
1995 and now it has grown to the 
point where people are interested 
and bringing their families all the 
way from Toronto.’ 

The presentation is also drawing 
some familiar faces from across the 
country. Hosting are Lesra Martin 
(whose efforts to free Rubin 
Hurricane Carter are depicted in the 
film The Hurricane-see interview, p. 
6) and Marci Jen (morning anchor on 
Canada AM). Giller Prize-winning 
author Austin Clarke (see interview, 
p- 10) will receive the lifetime 
achievement award, and Calgary 
Flames right winger Jarome Iginla is 
one of the nominees in the sports 
and recreation category. But despite 
the big names, Grant stresses the 
Griots aren’t about achieving fame 
and fortune. 

“We don’t go out and seek promi- 
nent Canadians per se,” she asserts. 
“The majority of the 65 nominees are 
people that are doing a lot and 
nobody knows. They come from the 
community. A lot of the nominees, 
when people actually see them and 
read their bio and hear about who 
they’ve helped and how they’ve 
influenced, everybody goes, ‘Wow,’ 
because they’re not your big name 
people.

Little man, big impact 
Gandhi exhibit premieres 
in Edmonton 


GANDHI'S FAMOUS QUOTE “1 OB- 
ject to violence, because when it appears 
to do good, the good is only temporary; 
the evil it does is permanent” has obvi- 
ous relevance these days. It immediately 
conjures up images of the rising body 
countin the seemingly never-ending 
war we're told is not a war in Iraq. 
Mahatma Gandhi made that statement 
in 1925, two decades before the end of 
World War II and three quarters of a 
century before this most recent violent 
intemational conflict. So why has 
Gandhi's simple, straightforward mes- 
sage not been heeded? 

According to the Mahatma Gandhi 
Foundation for World Peace, it has. 

For the next week, the foundation is 
honouring the teachings of the pacifist 
master with an exhibit entitled Gandhi 
King Ikeda. This display of rare photos, 
depicting the lives of three great peace 
activists and human rights leaders, is 
making its Canadian debut in 
Edmonton. According to event organiz- 
er Prem Kalia, Gandhi’s methods of 
peaceful resistance (which led to India’s 

1948 independence from Bniain) hada 
direct influence on the US civil rights 
efforts of Martin Luther King and the 
continuing Buddhist activism of Soka 
Gakkai president Daisaku Ikeda. 

“King and Ikeda are disciples of 
Gandhi,” says Kalia. “They follow the 
philosophy that you love all people but 
you must resist evil or you cannot defy 
the unjust authority, that was the mes- 
sage of Mahatma Gandhi. There is a dis- 
tinct ity between these three, 
but Gandhi the master: He wasdefs 
nitely the moral genius of all time.” 

To inaugurate the week-long exhibit, 
the foundation has invited the Reverend 
Dr. Lawrence Edward Carter Sr,, a for-

Real men stand up 


Male feminist reacts to 
Women’s Centre controversy 


MY FELLOW MAN’S AVERSION 
to feminism troubles me. Most men 
fail to confront their own sexist atti- 
tudes, never mind recognizing and 
attempting to eliminate society's 
patriarchal structure. Many men 
fear feminism, seeing it as an attack 
on their way of life. 

This month a Women’s Centre 
opens on the grounds of the 
University of Alberta, thanks to the 
hard work and dedication of several 
radical women. When this idea first 
circulated the halls at the university, 
| was alarmed at the response of my 
male counterparts. Not the least of 
which included Student Union 
General Manager Bill Smith’s label- 
ing it as “sexist.” 

Mat Brechtal, President of the SU, 
moved a motion disallowing the 
women’s-only space: “I have trou- 
ble with the Students’ Union giving 
a space that’s going to be exclusion- 
ary toSU members.” ~ 

Kail Ross, last year’s VP Student 


Life shares these sentiments, “I don’t 
think women are marginalized, and I 
do think that there are other venues 
that women can go to that provide 
the exact same service.” Ross propos- 
es a Men’s Centre.

We should counter negative por- 
trayals of feminist values and recog- 
nize the ways that the struggle for 
feminism is the struggle for our 
own liberation.

AUSTIN CLARKE CERTAINLY HAS 
an enigmatic disposition—perhaps 
in-no-small-part due to a lifetime of 
living, confronting, and transcending 
cultural polarities. Being a man of let- 
ters, for instance, doesn’t necessarily 
imply linguistic expertise of common 
street slang. Clarke, who won 
Canada’s highest literary award for 
The Polished Hoe, a novel about the 
black servant mistress of a white 
plantation owner, didn’t realize 
(until confronted by an audience full 
of chuckling Americans) the double 
entendré of the title. Again, as the 
man appointed by the Prime 
Minister of Barbados to run the 
Caribbean Broadcasting, 
Corporation, you may have thought 
that such a position would have 
required advanced technological 
aptitude in everyday life. 

Not necessarily so— Clarke had 
such a bad rapport with a new com- 
puter that he accidentally and per- 
manently deleted his novel-twice. 
However, we're also talking about 
the same man who grew up black 
and poor on an island barely visible 
on most world maps, and who has 
surpassed any number of more 
advantaged contemporaries to earn a 
prominent place among the interna- 
tional literary elite. 

Yes, that’s Austin Clarke: the same 
man who says that, “Toronto is a 
very bare, unemotional, frightening 
experience” in one breath and in the 
next offers that those are precisely 
the conditions necessary to become a 
full-time writer. . 

“You go [to North America] to 
escape the smallness of being on an 
island, to escape the lack of opportu- 





,” and “necessary” to his work 


nity. In other words, it’s easier to do 
things in Canada than it is to do 
them in Barbados. The competition is 
too tough. When I go back, some- 
times I wonder how I would have fit 
in, or what I would have done. I 
think that I would have been a 
lawyer or a schoolteacher.” 

Not to say that Barbados didn’t 
have a strong literary community, 
far from it. In fact, what the sun- 
baked tourists never get a chance to 
see are the island’s impressive learn- 
ing institutions. Before going to uni- 
versity abroad, Clarke was educated 
under the British system and 
worked his way in to the island’s top 
boys’ school, Harrison’s College. It 
was there that he fell in with the sons 


days. But, consistent with his incon- 
sistencies, despite the accolades, the 
recognition, and the seeming tran- 
scendence over criticism, Clarke 
admits it’s the little things that throw 
him off. Like when the author of a 
Globe & Mail article off-handedly 
remarked that Clarke’s Giller Prize 
win might have been a PC decision. 

“It was insulting,” he says. “Well. 
the people who made those com- 
ments, I don’t talk to them. See, you 
get this because it is still the con- 
tention of the white establishment 
that only white people can write. It is 
still a part of their mentality that 
anything cerebral is white. When 
you talk about black people, it is 
music, it is dancing; it is playing 
sports. When you talk about litera- 
ture, no.” 

Then again, maybe Clarke doesn’t 
just epitiomize polarity—he also has 
a talent for making mountains out of 
molehills. That stint I mentioned as 
head of the southerly CBC, though it 
didn’t work out, became the fodder

of some established local writers and 
was introduced to the magazine 
Bim. 

“Bim, which is short for Bimshire, 
an endearing term for Barbados,” he 
explains. “The Bim Literary Quarterly 
no longer exists but this magazine 
published all of the now-famous 
West Indian writers: If you think of 
VS. Naipaul [Trinidad], Derek 
Walcott [Trinidad], George 
Lamming [Barbados], Martin Carter 
[Guyana], Jan Carew [Guyana], they 
were all published in Bim. I was 
published in Bim later on, of course. 
What is important about that is that 
you cannot have a vibrant writing 
community unless you have a 
vibrant magazine that is going to 
publish their work.” 

Recent successes may have 
reawakened the sense of excitement 
he emits when he recalls the Bim 


for Clarke's highly political 1977 
novel The Prime Minister, followed 
shortly after by Growing up Stupid 
Under the Union Jack which won the 
Casa de las Americas Prize for 
Literature. Today Clarke has at least 
ten books to his credit, the most 
recent work, a collection of short sto- 
ries released this spring, is called 
Choosing his Coffin. 

“That's what you do,” he says, 
“when you write. You sit down and 
you are the mason, building a wall of 
bricks. The more bricks you use 
every day, every week, the more 
expert you become in the building of 
a wall.” 

In addition to Austin Clarke's appear- 
ance at Litfest, this Saturday, October 4 
he is being honoured with a Griot award 
for lifetime achievement at the Jubilee 
Auditorium.

“WRESTLING IS RIDICULOUS. IT’S 


high art meets pornography—you 
know: the theatrics of opera and the 
cheap red of hooker lipstick,” 
explains Ian Rowe, producer of 
Edmonton’s very own feature- 
length spoof on the world of pro- 
wrestling. 

Rowe, with directors Kevin 
Gillese and Chris Craddock, gath- 
ered the cream of local improv tal- 
ent, some familiar TV faces, and 
even an Edmonton Oiler for their 
debut feature Turnbuckle. 

The mockumentary, inspired by 
Spinal Tap, SCTV, and Christopher 
Guest movies (Waiting for Guffman, 
Best in Show, A Mighty Wind), is 
actor/ writer/director Craddock’s 
first crack at directing, while Rowe 
and Gillese are members of The 
Draft Six comedy collective. Last 
year the group, along with 
theatre / filmmaking talents Bill 
Minsky, Josh Dean, Chris Connelly, 
and Graham Wagner released the 
46-minute curling spoof Sonic 
Brooms. 

So why wrestling this time? 

“We tossed around a few ideas,” 
says Gillese, “but wrestling seemed 
the best for everything considered, 
best for having a huge picture with a 
huge cast... We wanted to be able to 
do something where we had story- 
lines. We wanted characters’ jour-

neys.” 

Craddock, who once served 
Randy “Macho Man” Savage dinner 
and four bottles of Labatt’s while 
working at Earl's, was sold on the 
idea after watching a performance 
by one of the fringe wrasslin’ 
leagues. “I went out to Devon Days, 
a fair in the small town I'm from, 
and they had the PWA—the Prairie 
Wrestling Association—out to per- 
form. They were great. My favorite 
was the Highlander. They were 
awesome performers, obviously 
dedicated, and in this small venue in 
this small town. No offence to them 
at all, but it was really, really 
funny.”

Of course he 
also had to perfect the indie film- 
maker's most sacred skill: how to 
ask, nay beg, for favours. “If you ask

you say, most people will say yes. 


nice,” he advises, 
Edmonton is awesome. People were 
willing to help us out, and they 

often went an extra mile.” 

The group also got a grant from 
the AFA (Alberta Foundation for the 
Arts), finishing funds from the NFB 
(National Film Board), and help 
from Edmonton film commissioner 
Patti Tucker, who Rowe says con- 
vinced FAVA (Film and Video Arts 
Society of Alberta) to give thema 
huge grant in equipment rentals. He 
estimates the budget at $20,000 in 
cash and donations, and well over 
ten times that much if actor, loca- 
tion, music, and crew contributions 
are factored in. He adds, “I think 
that's still before the directors and 
myself get paid. It’s also based on 
paying everyone a minimum, 
instead of what they deserve.” 

The filmmakers are hoping there's 
a payoff in the form of a solid distri- 
bution deal, so they can keep mak- 
ing movies, but witha paid cast and 
crew. “We want to blow it up to the 
next level of marketing, as well,” 
says Gillese. “We don’t just want to 
make something for ourselves, we 
want to get it out there.” He’s even 
been hitting local bars with girls in 
tight W.A.N.C. shirts and Turnbuckle 
flyers to promote the movie's pre- 
miere at the Princess Theatre this 
Friday. 

The film may become a home- 
town hit, as FUBAR did in Calgary. 
After all, like drinking and heavy 
metal, pro-wrestling is an enduring 
part of the prairie’s cultural land- 
scape. 

Rowe says it best: “It’s funny, but 
it’s also a thing people take really 
seriously, like bingo, art or war.”

MODULATIONS—THE 1998 DOCU- 
mentary from director Iara Lee—is an 
amazing introduction to the world of 
electronic music and electronic dance 
music. Screening in support of 
CJSR’s 2003 Tinie cm movie 
should be considered mandatory 
viewing for anyone already tuned 
into the sounds or anyone on the out- 
side looking for a glimpse into the 
music's history and subculture. 
Although Lee originally meant to 
focus on electro-pop pioneers 
Kraftwerk, she ead that the 
history of electronic music goes 
much deeper and much further back. 
But the word “introduction” needs 
to be stressed here. At 73 minutes, 
Modulations is far too short, consider- 
he opie matter, and is more 
















Modulations is especially brief 
given the sheer number of artists 
who agreed to be a part of the pro- 
ject. You get less than a minute with 
Detroit techno pioneers Juan Atkins, 
Kevin Saunderson, Derrick May and 
Eddie Fowlkes, about eight seconds 
with house producers DJ Sneak and 
Derrick Carter and about a minute 
and a half with Robert Moog, inven- 
tor of the synthesizer. Ever the sales- 
man, Moog hilariously compares the 
coolness of synthesizers and comput- 
ers today with the enthusiasm for hot 
rods that his generation felt. Uh, 
sure... Many amazing comments 
come from a remarkably sane 
Genesis P-Orridge while Carl Craig 
sums up turtablism perfectly as 
Kid Koala gets his scratch on. 

But we never get enough time 
with these personalities. Perhaps if 
the number of participants had been 
halved or quartered it would feel 
less disjointed. All the same, impor- 
tant contributions are overlooked: 


‘80s electro pop bands like Depeche 
Mode, the Human League and New 
Order took the sound to the masses 
and exposed many of today’s artists 
to electronic music for the first time: 
Germany has offered more to elec- 
tronic music than Love Parade and 
Stockhausen: Iannis Xenakis, 
LaMonte Young and especially 
Steve Reich (!) were also important 
parts of the music’s development— 
certainly more important than Drum 
‘n’ Bass, which gets the most cover- 
age here (sorry, massive...). 
Modulations was made around the 
height in populenily of drum ‘n’ bass 
and waves that genre's flag a little 
too energetically. It didn’t become 
the future of electronic music. You 
don’t really mind until British music 
journalists and artists start gushing 
about it. But it’s okay, they just want 
to invent a form of music really 
badly. 

So Modulations isn’t perfect, but 
there’s nothing else like it. Most 
importantly, it hammers home the 
importance of talism: that 
for this relatively new form of music 
to progress, artists will have to think 
as creatively now as they did 70 years 
ago.

WHEN LAST | FILED THIS COLUMN, 
before being distracted by summery things, | 
had started a series on important filmmakers 
of the last decade or so. |'d like to get back to 
that, now that the attention-facusing chill of 
winter is descending. 

Abbas Kiarostami has become synony- 
mous with tranian cinema for viewers out- 
side tran. He has also become the embodi- 
ment of the link with an earlier generation of 
great filmmakers, a sort of Satyajit Ray of 
our time. His reputation at home is more 
complicated; he enjoys popular acclaim, but 
he’s also taken flack from Iranian critics who 
consider his films too arty, too flattering of 
the sensibilities of European and North 
American film-festival-devotees. 

He didn’t start by making films for Euro- 
American intellectuals but rather, on the 
other end of the extreme, making govern- 
ment-sponsored children’s films for the sexi- 
ly named Institute for the Intellectual 
Development of Children and Young Adults, 
Established before the Revolution, the group 
served as a training ground for a lot of 
Iranian filmmakers who came into their own 
post-Revolution with ambitious work after 
learning their craft making simple, some- 
times dull films. (The Institute is like the NFB 
that way.) 

Kiarostami emerged on the international 
scene in 1987 with Where is the Friend’s 
Home, about a kid trying to return some lost 
homework to his friend. This turned out to 
be the first in a highly self-conscious trilogy: 
Life and Nothing More (1991), a fictional film 
about a filmmaker looking for the actor in his 
movie (called Where is the Friend's Home!) 
after an earthquake wipes out the kid’s vil- 
lage; and Through the Olive Trees, another 
fictional film about shooting one scene in a 
move called Life and Nothing More. The trilo- 
gy, in short, collapses in on itself, Chinese- 
finger-trap-style. In between came another 
self-conscious Kiarostami masterpiece, 
Close-Up (1990), based on a guy who posed 
as the Iranian filmmaker Moshen 
Makhmalbaf (subject of the next of these 
columns), fooling a Tehran family, who play

bourhood supermarket has a natur- 
al foods section and offers a wide 
variety of herbal remedies and 
nutriceutical offerings is a testament 
to our changing world. The holistic 
view of healthy living is now nor- 
mal, no longer the territory of 
Birkenstock-wearing kooks and for- 
eigners. Even the most pedestrian 
Clairol shampoos now stake a claim 
on aromatherapy to Yes! Yes! Yes! 
take us away from the stress of the 
world. Yoga is hip, not just for that 
weird German lady in those horrible 
leotards you see on TV. 

But understanding is the portal 
towards acceptance, and society's 





wholehearted embrace of traditional 
medicine is largely the result of sci- 
entific approval of such remedies as 
acupuncture. Various herbal and 
touch-centred therapies have met 
the approval of even such monoliths 
as Alberta Heath Care. 

Unfortunately, such scientific 
evaluation is almost entirely missing 
in Ayurveda: The Art of Living, a 2001 
documentary by Indian expat film- 
maker, Pan Nalin. 

Ayurveda is the Indian version of 
balancing the body’s humours. 
Disease is the result of some imbal- 
ance in the three elements: Vata 
(air), Pitta (fire), or Kapha (water 
and earth). There may be something 
to that. But the perfunctory 15 min- 
utes of impatient questioning that 
we get at our doctor's offices is also 
a rude contrast to the diagnostic 
process of Ayurvedic practitioner 
Brahmanand Swamigal. His devot- 
ed and careful observation of the

Under wraps 


Craig LeBlanc’s past works hint at a grand 
integration of concept and execution

PEOPLE WHO DON'T LIKE ART OFTEN 
complain that they don’t “get it.” 
Even art lovers will sometimes whis- 
per in comers about how artist state- 
ments have become more important 
than the work itself. 

Craig LeBlanc is a rare artist who 
is able to integrate the idea of the 
thing and the thing itself. His metic- 
Ri constructed anti-comnion- 
sensical playground equipment, 
which he created for last year’s 
Alberta Biennial at the Edmonton 
Art Gallery, is a prime example. Not 
only were his bummed-out merry- 
go-round and his foot-high monkey 
bars explicitly funny, but also a 
clearly understood message about 
safety and pleasure—the installation 
was titled Taking the Fun Out of 





Function. 

His latest exhibition, Standing O, 
an installation at Harcourt House’s 
Front Room, is a part of a series 
called Sophomore Jinx. 

LeBlancis also this year’s artist in 
residence at Harcourt House, but he 
almost wasn't. 

“applied late,” he says, “but 
when I called Christal [Pshyk, 
Harcourt’s executive director] fora 
reference for the EATF, she said she 
wouldn’t provide one unless I 
applied for the artist in residence.” 

While he manages to get along at 
his day job as a technician at the 
University of Alberta's Industrial 
Design es gram, this residency 
means that the backing of Harcourt’s 
resources and facilities will ease the 
difficulty in making his own art. 

“I get a free studio for a year, a lit- 
tle money, and models for free. It 
just gives me the ability to work. 
That's ier =k big.” 

This is Harcourt's second year of 
having an artist in residence. Last 


year’s incumbent, Tessa Nunn, 
recently had an end-of-tenure show 
of her paintings, but LeBlanc’s work 
couldn’t be more different, although 
he wants his Harcourt show to 
remain enigmatic. 

“If I really described the piece, it 
would give it away.” 

Working within the larger concept 
of public recognition, or the public 
scrutiny of one’s actions generally, 
Standing O is only vaguely describ- 
able as a total-room experience for 
the viewer, who becomes simultane- 
ously the subject of the artwork, as 
well as its observer. 

“It’s about adulation and specta- 
cle. I see so many people, especially 
young people, who want to be 
famous. It’s kind of a freak show.” 

Asa former high-level hockey 
goalie and baseball player, LeBlanc 
can understand how it feels to per- 
form for an audience, but in the end 
he finds that even in art there is a 
need for immediacy. Once a painter, 
he gave up the more formalized 
two-dimensional medium for the 
tactile, big-impact thrill of construct- 
ing his objects. 

“It’s that rock star thing. It looks 
so satisfying. It’s a different world, 
this quiet, solitary work. But mostly 
there’s the fact that I'm really con- 
fused,” he laughs.

It's my image of Quebec versus 
what the record sounded like.” 

It is suggested to Deanster that 
Ween’s latest offering Quebec, with 
its moody, Pink Floyd-ish textures 
and psychedelic cover gives it a dis- 
tinctly peyote feel. 

“Not every one of our records is 
custom-tailored to a specific drug. I 
wouldn't want to...” Deanosaurus 
pauses briefly and chuckles, “I know 
that’s not true. That rumour already 
does go around because we already 
made fun of that, in a way, by saying 
the drug of choice for this record is 
painkillers and alcohol.” 

Incidentally, the band was hired 
and subsequently fired by a typically 
square ad agency who wanted them 
to write jingles for Pizza Hut, but 
were weirded out by the end prod- 
uct. Is the hypocritical, puritanical 
streak of North America’s political 
and economic elite keeping Ween 
from commercial acceptance 
because they make drug culture 
funny? 

“We don’t strive for it. It’s not like 
a golden ring that’s been out of our 
grasp. The only thing I desire about 
mass commercial acceptance is the 
money. I have no interest in doing 
more than we already do. We can 
dictate the way we want to do 
things. : 

“T have friends in bands who have 
done really, really well, and I don’t 
know after 20 years [if] Ween could 
survive something like that, all of a 
sudden—the extra bullshit part of 
the workload that would come 
along with it.” 

Making extra music videos and 
doing more press would only affect 
Ween—having to participate in an 
aspect of the music business they 
clearly have tried to avoid. 

“There was a really limited time in 
the early ‘90s when radio got toa 
cool place. It’s totally gone. Now, 
there are only 10 bands on the radio 
and they all sound the same, espe- 
cially the nu-metal shit. Rock ‘n’ roll 
is ina really bad place right now. For 
Ween to have a hit, we would have 
had to accidentally done something 
that was consistent with what is on 
the radio. 

“Tt boggles my mind how people 
are sheep. If they don’t know there’s 
anything other than Limp Bizkit, 
they have no willingness to go out 
and find it... These become the influ- 
ences for the kid who's going to start 
a band.

CURTIS SANTIAGO’S DEBUT SOLO 
CDis titled Portrait of an Artist, but 
with all the networking he’s been 
doing lately, it could well be called 
Portrait of a Businessman. When I 
meet the former Edmontonian 
funk/hip-hop vocalist for his inter- 
view, he’s riding the high of a suc- 
cessful industry showcase in the 
glamorous international music hub 
of... Regina? 

“Tt went really well,” he says with 
agrin. “It was all about getting the 
right A&R people out. It’s cool get- 
ting the kids and the hip-hop heads 
coming out, but you need industry 
people out there, too.” The showcase 
in question was Western Canadian 


Music Week, and despite the crap- 
tacular location, Santiago impressed 
the right people—including some 
festival planners from the UK—to 
keep his career on its upward trajec- 
tory. 

antiago says he’s learning the 
industry savvy that he never had 
when he was frontman for 
Edmonton’s Hi-Phonigs. After son 
hot local hype, the hip-hop super- 
group imploded following their CD 
release party, with the rest of the 
band moving on to other projects 
and Santiago relocating to 
Vancouver. Local speculation 
blamed Santiago for breakirig the 
group up (and earned him some 
spiteful emails), but in his eyes, 
Edmonton just couldn’t carry the Hi- 
Phonigs any further. 

“You can’t network the same way 


here,” he says. “We would've had to 
all move to a different location, and, 
with six or seven members in a 
band, not everyone is willing to do 
that. We just didn’t understand the 
game then, especially with bookings 
and stuff. We thought, ‘we put ona 
good show, people from our city like

us, that should be enough.’ But we 
didn’t have a CD on the radio or in 
the top 10 anywhere, so no one had 
heard of us. We didn’t play on that 
next level because we didn’t know 
about the next level.” 

A lot of artists are loathe to pl 
“the game,” but Santiago isn’t shy 
about courting success. Since mov- 
ing to Vancouver, he’s been hitting 
the pre ymotional circuit, appearing 
on MuchMusic and MTV, and win- 
ning the $2000 cash CBC Galaxie 
Rising Star Award at 
NewMusicWest in May. He also put 
ina successful pitch to have his 
album funded by Factor, the federal 
arts grant committee. “You have to 
play the little to get that 
funding,” he says. “So yeah, you 
have to pay your fees and play in 
some crappy little club in Regina, 
but the guys that sit on those boards 
are the ones in the audience. 

“It doesn’t bug me—as cheesy as 
the quote sounds, we are in the busi- 
ness of music. It’s not always the 
best musician that gets somewhere 
it's who has the guy with some busi 
ness sense in their corner.”

Folkways mines the past; Gob defines 
“punk”; duo sniffs out new territories 


FOLKWAYS ALIVE 
AS PART OF THE U OF A’S “FOLK- 
ways Alive!” project celebrating the 
Moses Asch Collection of Folkways 
recordings, the Winspear Centre will 
be hopping to the sounds of folk, 
world music.. The eclectic lineup 
includes Mahotella Queens, Tommy 
Banks, and Quartette, along with leg- 
endary musicologist Mike Seeger, 
whose family had as much to do with 
the folk revival of the ‘50s as anyone 
else. 

“My parents were formally 
trained musicians,” explains the 
multi-instrumentalist, whose half 
brother (Pete) and sister (Peggy) were 
also among the stalwart folk musi- 
cians of the time. “My mother was a 
modernist composer in the ‘20s and 
‘30s, and they discovered the tradi- 
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a NE 
tional folk music of the United States 
in the 30s. They’d had hints of it 
before, due to the depression and just 
a heightened awareness of people's 
culture and also searching for unique 
forms of American music as they 
were doing then. They became mis- 
sionaries in a way, along with the 
Lomax [family], for traditional music 
and trying to keep it alive. They 
wrote books, and of course started at 
home with us as kids, so I was 
singing ‘Barbara Allen’ by the time I 
was five years old.”

Seeger, who founded the New 
Lost City Ramblers in the late ‘50s 
and rediscovered-Dock Boggs in the 
early ‘60s, plays what he calls “True 
Vine music,” music that predates the 
media age and found its home in the 
Southern states. From True Vine has 
spilled out any number of popular 
forms of music, from bluegrass and 
country, to modern folk. It’s not folk 
or country as we know it, but then 
folk and country ‘aren’ t really where 
they used to be either, and Seeger 
shrugs off the commercialization of 
the music that once touched on so 
many issues for working class or blue 
collar people. 

“J think a lot of people are listening 
to that stuff,” he allows. “I listen to 
some of that music too, and I like 
some of it. If it gets boring or hack- 
neyed, I don’t care for it. I find Garth 
Brooks to be original sometimes, but 
it’s not what I’m really interested in,”

The West Coast pop punk group 
is touring for another two weeks in 
support of their Arista debut, Foot in 
Mouth Disease, carving a line of brat- 
tiness and mayhem across the coun- 
try even as we speak. It seems like 
only yesterday that Gob were just 
cute little indie label faves, playing, 
all ages shows and sticking out like a 
sore thumb on the Nettwerk label. 

They're all growed up now with 
Arista throwing muscle behind 

them, but along with the jump to the 
major leagues has come a whole new 
set of problems. 

“We've had some of the old fans 
tell us that we've sold out,” Craig 
allows. “Some people say that, but I 
don’t think it’s a huge number. We 
make music because we want more 
than five people to listen to it. So let’s 
find the biggest engine that we can to 
get the music out there.” 

And if that means tour buses, 
repeat showings of Jerry Zucker 
films, and insistent tour managers, so 
be it. Punk is what you make of it; 
word has it that Loggins and 
Messina could kick AC/DC all over 
the map when it came to hard party- 
ing and dissolute behaviour.

return to their musical roots—the aggressive 
minimalist electro pioneered by Deutsch- 
Amerikanische Freundschaft more than 20- 


years-ago 

Framed within the contrast of Slavko Avsenik 
drs neoclassicist choirs and Uros Umek's sen- 
sual techno, Laibach—the musical department 
of the NSK, the New Slovene Art collective— 
recapitulate the core themes of their oeuvre over 
the past two decades: the totalitarianism inherent 
to democracy, the mental prisons of religion, the 
West's fear and envy of the East, and the 
destructive greed at the heart of capitalism which 
dresses contemporary fascism in a business suit 
rather than a brown shirt.

ON.ITS FIRST VISIT TO YOUR CD PLAYER, THE 
39 minutes and 46 seconds of The New 
Romance will feel a bit like a baseball game. It's 


evenly paced and full of miniscule dramatic 
events that never cause any outright pandemoni- 
um or heartbreak. Like baseball, The New 
Romance sags a bit in the middle and pauses a 
little too often to adjust its uniform. But, also like 
baseball, it's entirely pardonable in view of its 
good-natured competitiveness and unpreten- 
tious charm 

The New Romance is Seattle-based PGMG's 
second full-length, hot on the heels of last year's 
critically acclaimed Good Health. Though more 
self-assured than its predecessor, The New 
Romance isn't a drastic departure in terms of 
style. The group's angular, intertwined guitars 
and emotive female vocals are equal parts Fugazi 
and Rainer Maria, but PGMG have a knack for 
paring down some of the genre's overstatements 
in favour of simpler, pop-influenced songwriting 

After a few more spins, The New Romance 
will still feel like baseball, but all the subtle cues 
and engaging idiosyncrasies championed by die- 
hard fans become apparent.

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YOU HAVE TO GIVE BUCK 65 HIS DUE. HE'S ONE 
uncompromising dude, rappin’ it out in all his 
white-boy glory full of trailer-park attitude and 
honky storylines. If you can find another rap 
artist that has more to say about getting strand- 
ed on the side of the road and visiting crummy 
gas stations, then you certainly deserve those 
bonus points that earn you a bag of chips at 
Petro-Can.

Let's start with the negative so we can finish 
on a positive note: To put it bluntly, Buck 65 isn't 
Eminem.

His 
delivery is fluid, if only because he always fol- 
lows the same pattern, and his raspy voice tends 
to be a little grating. Just call it an “acquired 
taste.” And, if the melodies created by his back- 
ing instruments are strong, it gets difficult to dif- 
ferentiate one song from the other, 

~~ On the positive side, the music is probably 
the main attraction on Talkin“ Honky Blues, the 
first four tracks being the perfect example of a 
good combination of rhythm & blues and hip 
hop, complete with folk guitars and a country 
feel. The album flows in a mix-tape fashion, one 
song blending into the next with only a few silent 
breaks between tracks (which compensates for 
the lack of variety on the lyrical delivery level by 
making the album a single unit). 

Talkin’ Honky Blues is no groundbreaking 
achievement, but it should be respected for its 
honesty. With a little more variety and a better 
vocal mix, one that feels like it’s part of the 
music instead of a separate entity, he could 
become a driving force in his own right.

SKA-PUNK, THAT BASTARDLY FUSION OF TWO 
genres that couldn't be any more different, has 
been waning in the past few years. Established 
acts like Less Than Jake seem quite content to 
distance themselves from the sound, and older 
workhorses like Voodoo Glow Skulls and The 
Mighty Mighty Bosstones are either running out 
of steam or fading off into the night. The mix is 
tired, the formula has been plundered a few 
times too many, and yet—out of nowhere— 
comes a new group by the name of Streetlight 
Manifesto who prove, with Everything Goes 
Numb, much like the Bosstones did last year 
with A Jackknife to a Swan, that ska-punk can 
be worth another look. 

For a good indication of their sound, keep in 
mind that half of Streetlight Manifesto's mem- 
bers, including lead singer/guitarist Tomas 
Kalnoky, used to play in New Jersey's Catch-22. 
Catch-22’s Keasbey Nights was a pretty decent 
ska-punk album that had flashes of brilliance 
but often not enough musical maturity for it.to 
be truly considered (as some indeed do) a “clas- 
sic.” Five years after Keasbey Nights, Kalnoky 
has re-emerged with a very fresh sounding 
sequel. The energy and distortion that you'd 
expect is here, but the main differences from 
most other ska-punk fusions lies within the horn 
section, which carries itself with the dignity of 
an eastern European orchestra. As well 
Kalnoky's atypical songwriting rises above the 
pack—you won't find any tracks dealing with 
lesbian girlfriends or giddy odes to binge drink- 
ing on the album; instead, Kalnoky-grapples 
with suicide, abandonment, college-age discon- 
nection, and he spins a narrative from the per- 
spective of a bank robber. That may sound like a 
downer, but it isn’t. You'll understand once you 
find yourself hunched over the liner notes, 
devoutly mumbling the lyrics to yourself and 
bobbing your head to the bursts of pseudo- 
Russian choruses.

effort from L.A. hip-hop duo Thes 
and Double K (aka People Under 
The Stairs). It presents another 
collection of their head-nodding, 
jazz-noodling brand of chilled, 
soulful hip-hop. Are they the best 
MCs? No. But they have a good 
ear for a sample and excellent 
songwriting skills, preferring to 
teach a few lessons along the way 
and leaving the bling, guns, and 
hoes to someone else. “L.A. 
Song”—the best jam here—is an 
extremely thoughtful look at how 
people have become detached 
from each other in their sprawling 
burg of a hometown. “Take the 
Fruit” is a fun lesson for the kids 








with samples from one of the cra- 
ziest children’s records ever. 
“Take the strawberries, apples, 
and corn...” a sample goes. On the 
other end of the spectrum, “Fly 
Love Song” shows that maybe the 
guys are finally settling down, 
each in their own way. Great 
songwriting and a relaxed 
approach to hip-hop make OST an 
album you can throw on at any 
time. 

Kinkynasti is slang for the Five 
Deez’ hometown of Cincinnati, 
and it is the title of their brand 
new jam. The Deez (there's actual- 
ly only four of them) use a flow- 
ing, staccato delivery with plenty 
of tagging to create more of a 
party vibe than People Under The 
Stairs. Be it on “A Boostin Jam”— 
a Slick Rick-like tale about crime 
not paying, or on the electro-funk 
track “B-Girl.” As accomplished 
lyrically as the Deez are, it's Fat 
Jon’s production skills that sepa- 
rate this album from most of the 
hip-hop pack. He never uses the 
same beat twice while he weaves 
plenty of melodies together in 
each track and letting it flow with 
just a touch of psychedelia. “Four 
Black Dudes” has a kind of jiggy- 
hip-hop-meets orchestral-Philly- 
soul thing going-on, while other 
tracks blend classic beats with 
new sounds like speed garage and 
sped-up breakbeats. “Funky,” for 
example, is a disco jam packed 
with about a 100 Ibs. of good 
times that’s strictly written for 
and about the dance floor. But the 
highlight is “Sextraterrestrial,” 
where Fat Jon is kind of stylin’ but 
is also kind of scared of a beauti- 
ful alien woman he’s just met.

YOU KNOW YOU'RE IN FOR A TOT- 
ally discombobulating theatre expe- 
rience from the get-go at the Citadel 
Theatre’s production of The Shape of 
Things. 

’ Heck, the theatrical unsettling 
starts even before you take your seat. 
It’s not just that the usually stark 
lobby of the Rice Theatre has been 
transformed into a funky pseudo- 
greenroom, cram-full with a mish- 
mash of couches, armchairs and 
divans (flipping front-of-house with 
backstage). Director Bob Baker fur- 
ther erodes audience detachment by 





forcing you to snake your way 

down a long dim corridor made up 
to resemble a tight art gallery space 
(lined with life-sized male nudes by 
local artist Sidsel Naess Bradley) and 
then walk across the minimalist 
stage to take your seat, violating a 
practical theatre taboo. 

The exercise serves a purpose, 
given the play’s exploration of per- 
sonal boundaries and the way we 
construct rules and structures 
around our behaviours. A case in 
point: your discomfort-made-physi- 
cal is echoed dramatically in the first 
line of Labute’s play when Adam, 
the uber-nerdy museum security 
guard and English Literature junior 
played by John Ullyatt, tells 
Colombe Demers’ Evelyn, the 
intense art school grad student about 
to deface a classical male nude stat- 
ue, that she’s “stepped over the 
line.” 

Given the deep layering of all of 
Labute’s work, you also get the idea 
that he’s talking as much about her 


crossing over into marginal moral 
territory as much as violating the 
museum's boundary-marking 
cord—something the audience is 
quick to buy into, given our having, 
been freaked out on several levels 
before the house lights dropped 

And, sure enough, within minutes 
Evelyn has set her sights on trans- 
forming the nebish-that-walks-like- 
a-man into hunk-like forrn with a 
most disturbing, Machiavellian 
vigour. Her justification for this 
human terraforming (including get- 
ting him to drop 25 pounds, stop bit- 
ing his nails, wear contacts, change 
his wardrobe and get a nose job!) is 
that society and Cosr0 magazine is 
endlessly making you think about 
the small superficial things you'd 
change about your boy -and- -or-girl- 
friend to make them more “perfect.” 

Even Adam’s nicer-than-nice 
friend Jenny (played with a believ- 
able sweetness by Jennifer 
Mawhinney), initially bothered by 
the too-quick transformation, has to 
agree with this pernicious pop cul- 
ture truism and contemplates for a 
few minutes taking the fixer-up 
approach on her boyfriend Phillip 
(played with perfect bombastic frat- 
boy excess by Collin Doyle) who's 
“six things away from perfect.” 

The deep emotional connections 
forged by both the text and the per- 
formances enters high-squirm terri- 
tory—like our universal concern 
about what comprises identity and 
how far can we shift while remain- 
ing recognizable—and produces fer- 
tile ground for a discussion about 
key cultural values. 

The subject matter is heavy, but 
the experience is ever so engaging 
thanks to well-developed characters 
and an incredibly witty, whirlwind 
production (including a huge plot 
twist that forces a re-examination of 
all that came before). 

Much of my praise should go to 
Ullyatt and Demers for walking the 
knife’s edge, creating characters that 
inhabit some really dark places with- 
out dipping into pathos or cheap vil- 
lainy. 

Ialso have to praise Baker's fully- 
realized direction and his keen sense 
of detail from the kind of bag Evelyn 
carries to the rattiness of Adam’s 
totem-esque plaid jacket.

More education regarding dance 
would clearly be welcomed. 

The newly launched Discovery 
Series will shed some light, accessi- 
bly presenting performing arts from 
various players in the community. 

The series is the brainchild of a 
dynamic duo: Synergy’s Christina 
Grant and Doug Dunn, the creators 
of the Athabasca Country Fringe, 
have descended upon Edmonton 
with a mission to help revitalize 
downtown. Why this series? Why 
not? they ask. “The heart of down- 
town has never had this type of 
series,” says Christina. “We want to 
provide education and entertain- 
ment to families that wouldn’t 
attend such events usually. 
Shakespearean theatre, Greek the- 
atre were for the people, not for out- 
of-reach elites. 

“Someone had to take the lead 
and it happened to be us.” 

Continuing monthly until June, 
the program includes samples of 
varied performances from commu- 
nity groups. Many include dance 
and a strong multicultural flavor. 
“We hope the series can help com- 
munities get acquainted with each 
other.” 

A mixture of serendipity, personal 
experience and recommendation 
built the list of artists, Grant and 
Dunn were interested in hosting 
emerging and established artists 
who weren’t well-known to the pub- 
lic and who were willing to adapt 
their show to the format: info ses- 
sions prior to each performance and 
Qand A afterwards.

O'Connor. You may have a question 
at this point, however, and the 
answer is that it’s one of a list of 
props that were to be made available 
for Panties in Shorts. 

The latest adventure of 
Edmonton’s energetic female collec- 
tive Panties Productions came at the 
prompting of the show’s director, 
Caroline Livingstone. “She had the 
concept of doing the five short plays 
and calling it Panties in Shorts and 
from there we just got together and 
brainstormed a list of people that 








we'd really like to work with—to 
write for us and also additional cast 
members that we always really 
wanted to work with and we were 
so fortunate that everyone we asked 
said “yes.” 

Panties Jocelyn Ahlf and Belinda 
Cornish then suggested that it was 
time for O’Connor to make her 
debut as a playwright. “It wouldn't 
have occurred to me otherwise to do 
so,” she says. 

But although O’Connor may not 
have formal experience as a play- 
wright, she’s certainly no novice 
when it comes to creating. “As an 
improviser, you're kind of writers 
already, on the spot. And I think 
that’s kind of the process I went 
through was just improvising the 
scene in my head. I don’t know if I 
could write a full-length play at this 
point, but for just that scene it was 
certainly effective. 

She chose her own suggestion 
from the brainstorming sessions— 
Jane Austen—and let the characters 
speak for themselves. “It was really 
fun just to sit down and hear the 
voices in my head of the characters 
and then write it and then see it 
brought to life by some of my 
favourite people. Pretty cool.” 

So O'Connor's Janite tale of practi- 
cal transvestitism meets up with 
Conni Massing’s story of canine self- 
deception, Daniela Vlaskalic and 
Beth Graham’s story of life at the

crossroads, Cornish’s Stephen King- 
inspired tale of an oddly deficient 
community, and Cathleen 
Rootsaerts Internet reunion of high 
school adversaries. 

The show represents another 
stage in a rapid arc of development 
for the Panties, producing an Ahlf- 
penned show featuring themselves 
as performers, to a mounting collab- 
orative creation, to staging a musical 
feature non-Panties. 

It bespeaks a confidence that 
O'Connor says comes from having 
worked in the Varscona’s nurturing 
environment, and part of the joy of it 
is being able to invite the next gener- 
ation of performers along. “That’s 
one of the main things we want to 
do with the Panties is to create 
opportunities for others as well as 
ourselves. 

“We're taking on new people 
when we need to fill some spots in 
our ranks, which is exciting. It’s 
always basically an excuse to work 
with people that we've always want- 
ed to work with.”

THERE ARE SO MANY CHINESE REST- 
aurants tucked into the many nooks 
and crannies of Edmonton and area 
that I bet you could have an indiffer- 
ent Chinese food meal every day for 
a year and not visit the same place 
twice. 

lexaggerate, of course, but an 
untested Chinese restaurant doesn’t 
always seem that inviting to me, as 
my curiosity for the lower end of the 
spectrum has only occasionally been 
rewarded. The hazard of investigat- 
ing such establishments is twofold: 
one, that the food is uniformly 
greasy, overcooked and padded 
with cheap ingredients; or two, that 
you accidentally miss the best items 
on the extensive menu and order 
exclusively from the above category. 

I was half-hoping as I walked 
through the door at 4°56 Asian 
Restaurant that Asian meant more 
than one region of the continent 
would be represented—a nice bowl 
of vermicelli with grilled pork and 
spring rolls or beef soup with chewy 
pink noodles and rich, spicy broth 
would have hit the spot. 

But it was not to be. The menu 
mostly spoke Chinese, in the form 
of noodle dishes, sizzling platters, 
hot pots and combo dinners with 
fried wontons and lemon chicken. 
I'll admit I wasn’t totally in the 
mood for Chinese, but I thought if I 


dish that would bring me back for 
more. 

So I asked the server. My first 
question was about the difference 
between Vietnamese and 
Shanghainese spring rolls. She 
described the former as more dry 
and meat-based and the latter as 
“saucier.” | was intrigued and fig- 
ured $3.50 wasn’t too much to pay 
to see for myself. 

I was dying to know what I 
would get if I ordered Dragon and 
Phoenix in a Nest ($8.50), an entree 
offered under the heading of 
Seafood, which led me to think that 
the dragon must be aquatic, as 
everyone knows phoenixes are crea= 
tures of the sky. Thwarted! The sery- 
er said they no longer offered that 
dish and didn’t elaborate further. 
Whatever it was, I’m sure it would 
have been perfect. 

She recommended instead the 
Hunan Prawn and Cashew Hot 
Plate ($9.95). I asked if it came with 
vegetables, and she listed a few I 
would find contained in it. Along 
with a little rice, that seemed like 
enough to start with. 

The hot platter arrived first, still in 
full hiss. I pushed back from the 
table slightly as | watched the fine 
mist of sizzling oil freckle the top 
comer of my paper placemat. Giving 
it the once-over, I couldn't help but 
notice that the dish seemed to made 


slick sauce with garlic and chili 
paste. The prawns were plump and 
tasty, but excessively lacquered wit! 
oil and the veggies seemed like an 
afterthought. 

Next came the spring rolls, flatter 
and flakier than their Vietnamese 
cousins and more loosely packed. 
Inside there was sauce, after a fash- 
ion, but the rolls seemed to mostly 
contain large, chin-slapping chunks 
of bok choy and occasional bits of 
pork. The side of sauce, which tast- 
ed mostly like Worcestershire and a 
little like soya, helped get me 
through the first half of the plate, 
but the last few pieces had become 
soggy indeed while awaiting my 
attention and J abandoned the 
endeavour. 

As it turned out, the spring rolls 
were actually $4.95, which didn’t 
enhance my enjoyment of them, but 
I suppose it would be a generous 
helping had I been inclined to eat it 
all. With rice and tea, supper came 
to just over $17, not including tip, 
pushing it out of the cheap Chines: 
food category occupied by places 
like the Double Greeting Wonton 
House and Sam Wok. If you're so 
inclined, feel free to try your luck, 
but the next time I take a chance on 
Chinese food, I’m going to amble 
past 4°5°6 and see what awaits me 
further down the block.

Practically everyone | know heard this 
story when they were young. Since then, 
Elton John, David Bowie, Mick Jagger 
and Jon Bon Jovi—along with today's 
stars Alanis Morrissette (who's suppos- 
edly addicted to semen), Li'l Kim, and 
Britney Spears—have all befallen the 
same fate as Rod the Mod 

My how times haven't changed. 

Never mind that most guys ejaculate 
about a teaspoon (you'd have to suck off 
the entire population of the eastern 
seaboard to swallow a gallon of the 
stuff), fact is, semen is non-toxic. 
Swallowing this much—while you may 
gag—would be harmless. No stomach 
pumping required 

So why do stories like this persist 
generation after generation with only the 
names changing to reflect the times and 
our sexual climate? 

Like those stories 
in the early days of 
AIDS, where some- 
one would sleep 
with a stranger and 
wake up to find the 
message “Welcome 
to the wonderful 
world of AIDS!” 
scrawled on the 
bathroom mirror in 
lipstick or delivered in a tiny gift- 
wrapped coffin. 

“| think whenever there is a topic or 
issues that are hard to discuss in other 
ways or approach directly, it appears in 
our folklore,” says Marianne H. Whatley, 
a women's studies professor at the 
University of Wisconsin, who co- 
authored the book Did You Hear About 
the Girl Who...?: Contemporary Legends, 
Folklore, & Human Sexuality (2000, New 
York University Press) with her folklorist 
sister, Elissa R. Henken, from the 
University of Georgia. 

Whatley and Henken dec! to col- 
laborate when they realized that many of 
their weekly conversations lved 
swapping the stories that their students 
had wondered about in class. 

“It occurred to us how much this con- 
tributed to cultural beliefs and stereo- 
types about sexuality,” says Whatley by 
phone. 

But why do so many urban myths— 
or, as Whatley calls them, contemporary 
legends since these aren't circulated 
exclusively in urban centres—revolve 
around sex? | mean, c'mon, we've all 
heard those emergency room tales, not 
to mention the one about the woman 
__who gets caught at her own surprise 
party with peanut butter slathered over 
her crotch calling for the-dog. 

“Many of these stories reveal other 
pare actal ee practices,” explains 


world,” Whatley says. “They may have a 
specific cultural twist, but they're comin 
from universally common anxieties and 
concerns.” 

A medievalist friend of Whatley’s onc 
told her that she came across 13th cen 
tury tales of couples getting stuck 
tagether during intercourse. The story 
persists today. (Just so you know, it 
can’t happen, okay?) 

While basic issues don't change fro 
generation to generation, Whatley dis 
covered that they do get modern 
updates. 

“Back in the '50s, you'd have storie 
about teenage couples necking and g 
ting their braces stuck together whic! 
reflected the cultural taboos surrounc 
heaving petting at the time,” says 
Whatley. “Now you have stories of yo 
couples having sexual intercourse and 
getting their genital piercings stuck 
together.” 

HIV/AIDS-related legends have 
evolved as well 

No more stories of lipstick-scrawled 
threats. These days you're more li 
hear about HIV-syringes being plantec 
gas station pump handles or in soda- 
vending machines

Legends not only tap into sexual fea 
and taboos, they also reflect current 
political climates. During the debate 
about gays in the military in the US, a | 
of stories came out about men who wert 
drugged by male roommates and sexual 
ly assaulted. “It’s like they were a warn 
ing to men about what happens if you 
gay men into your space,” Whatley say 

And as a reaction to female sexual 
empowerment, most legends punish sex- 
ually independent women—like the sto 
of the girl who masturbates with a frozen 
hot dog only to have it break off in her 
vagina and land her in the hospital. One 
version of this story has the hot dog 
lodged there, rotting and covered in mag- 
gots. Another version leaves her dead. 

While such legends undoubtedly rein- 
force homophobia, sexism, racism, and 
spread sexual misinformation, Whatley 
and Henken maintain that the folklore 
gathered in their book can be used as a 
positive sexual education tool. 

After all, these stories and myths are 
also funny and far me engaging than an

Gas Rebates 101 


Consumer advocate explains 
how it came to this 


RALPH'S GOING TO HELP YOU PAY 
your Atco bill this winter. But hold 
on: before you get all excited and 
crank up the heat, ask yourself why 
the price of gas is so high that we 
have to resort to provincial help. If 
you can’t answer, don’t feel too 
badly. The fact is, only a handful of 
people in this province really under- 
He the mechanisms driving the 
price of gas—a natural resource that, 
by all accounts, we're rolling in. One 
of those people is Jim Wachowich, an 
Edmonton lawyer and spokesman 
for the Consumers’ Coalition of 
Alberta.

Does electricity now drive the price 
of gas (or vice versa)? Almost all the 
new [power] generation that has 
been brought on in North America is 
natural-gas fired. It needs natural 
gas. Producers will purchase gas at 
any price to pay for generation of 
electricity. 

There are some allegations and 
there are some companies paying 
penalties in the United States today 
for manipulating the price of natural 
gas. And that was in 20 100 / 2001 
when we saw the first of the current 
price spikes. 

The Ernest and Julio Gallo wine 
company, for example, is suing a 


number of gas suppliers and produc- 


ers, saying they manipulated the

The royalty that’s 
not getting paid back is the royalty 
of an industrial producer; he only 
gets a rebate up to 5,000 units and 
then doesn’t get a rebate at all. And 
the royalties paid on exported gas 
isn’t getting refunded to me.

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Navigating the funding maze 


Overly complex financing system precludes Canadians from making good film and TV 


“GET USED TOIT.” 

That was what I was told, as an 
intern, when I complained about the 
complexity of the Canadian film and 
television funding system. Acquiring 
funds was more an exercise in pro- 
ducing the perfect application pack- 
age than an appropriate reward for 
the creation of a sound project. 

In fact, for any given venture, you 
don’t deal with one application, but 
with piles of them—each addressed 
to a different funder, and each requir- 
ing a nominally different adaptation 
of the same information. 

Once the applications go out, the 
waiting process begins—sometimes 
lasting for months on end. It’s fol- 
lowed by joyous celebrations for the 
lucky few, but frantic appeals or out- 
right project-abandonment for the 
multitude of disappointed non-recipi- 
ents. 

I may sound cynical, but there's 
truly much to be pessimistic about in 
Canadian film and TV these days. 
Undoubtedly, if there was more cash 
to spread around there wouldn't be so 
much to complain about. This year, 
though, we saw a $25-million cut to 
the government-supported Canadian 
Television Fund (CTF). It’s a cut that 
industry advocates caution must be 
reversed or it will trigger the downfall 
of television production in Canada. 


FILLING IN THE FUNDING PIE 
Inhis keynote speech at the Prime 

Time in Ottawa conference this past 
February, Canadian-Hollywood pro- 
ducer Ivan Reitman (Ghostbusters, Six 
Days Seven Nights) summarized the 
Canadian system this way: “The 
Canadian producer has been trained 
and encouraged to focus on qualify- 
ing for a range of content rules and 
points set by an ever-changing pla- 
toon of politicians and bureaucrats. 
Unfortunately, this intense focus on 
technical criteria sometimes means 
that creating films for the real world is 
ignored. The audience is forgotten, It’s 
as if successfully navigating the minu- 
tia of this hermetically sealed world of 
institutionalized filmmaking geneti- 
cally selects Canadian producers for 
failure.”

Reitman speculated that there is 
still hope for producers in Canada 
who can rise above our institutional- 
ized system. Reitman’s optimism 
hinges, in part, on Canadian produc- 
ers becoming more entrepreneurial in 
their approach to funding. Taking 
back-end compensation is one option. 
Back-end pay means the producer 
takes a percentage of the produc- 
tion’s profits rather than 
upfront remuneration. While 
this is an idea worthy of 
consideration, a produc- 
er can tolerate only so 
much risk, particu- 
larly given the 
slim Canadian 
market for 
film and tele- 
vision and the 
fact that most 
Canadian pro- 
ductions never 
realize a profit. 
Sure, Canadian 
producers might 
benefit from an entrepre- 
neurial bent in their thinking, 
but the intensely institutionalized sys- 
tem must itself change if this spirit is 
to take root and make a difference: 

“That's producers’ number one 
complaint: Not having enough 
money and not being able to get [at] it 
efficiently,” says Jane L. Thompson, 
VP Communications for the 
Canadian Film and Television 

Production Association, a lobby 
group for independent producers. 
“At the same time, when you look at 
the flipside, it is the whole account- 
ability issue: When you're taking 
money, especially from the govern- 
ment, it needs to be traced in a certain 
way.” 

Even if the process for dealing with 
funding were streamlined, it would 
still be quite a challenge for even an 
experienced and proven producer to 
secure financing. A $6 million budget 
for a 13-episode half-hour children’s 
series, for example, might have over a 
dozen different sponsors. Each might 
provide a contribution that represents 
less than one per cent of the produc- 
tion’s total budget, or as much as 20 


per cent. Even with this layered foun- 
dation in place, it’s not unusual for the 
CTF contribution to make up the

Phil Serruya, Director of 
Communications for the CTF, 
acknowledges that accessing funding, 
in Canada, particularly his founda- 
tion’s money, can be a frustrating 
process and is one that needs to be 
streamlined. He promises that as early 
as this November, the CTF will be 
making changes to its processes and 

licies. 

“For a while, and specifically over 
this past summer, there’s been an 
enormous amount of work done with 
the producers’ associations, the broad- 
cast associations, distributors, actors 
and directors to...find ways to make 
the process simpler,” reports Serruya. 

“There is no question that less 
money in the system can only mean 
less production being supported,” he 
confirms. “For the time being, there is 
no indication that the cut money is 
coming back, so we are planning for 
next year as if the money is gone.” 
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a sound financial skeleton, you might 


wonder how Americans consis- 
tently crank out productions 
with budgets ten times the 
size of their Canadian coun- 
terparts’ offerings. Though 
it's tempting to look to the 
United States as a flourish- 
ing example of film and TV 
prosperity, the comparison 
is futile: the revenues gen- 
erated by US purchasing 
power alone are so great 
that no funding “system” is 
required to support the 
entertainment industry. 
“The US doesn’t have 
our problem. They have a 
massive market and they’ re 
able to afford their own 
product,” explains Douglas 
Berquist, independent 
Producer and President of 
Calgary-based DB 
Entertainment. 

Itis worth noting, however, that 
even countries that aren’t market pow- 
erhouses like the United States do not 
share Canada’s funding problem to the 
same degree; unlike these others, 
Canada doesn’t offer adequate incen- 
tives to encourage private investment. 

As an experienced international co- 
producer, Berquist has been using his 
knowledge of tax incentives in other 
countries to develop a model that 
would entice private investment in the 
Canadian film and television industry. 
He says investors, especially in 
Alberta, are looking for supplements to 
their oil- and gas-heavy portfolios. 

“Tf | can offer investors an invest- 
ment product that is better than, or at 
least competitive with, other invest- 
ment products that are available right 
now, then suddenly you're in the 
game. Id have ten times the business 
have right now if the government 
would get onside and allow the pri- 
vate sector to get involved,” Berquist 
observes. “You're then not relying 100 
per centon government funding and 
incentive programs. They become

Joanne Levy, Executive Director 
the A-Channel Production Fund, an 
Manager of Independent Production 
at Craig Media Inc., believes anothe 
part of Canada’s problem with film 
and television exists in the quality of 
our productions. According to Lev, 
Canada produces too much that is 
merely “derivative swill” of big-bud 
get American movies and television 
shows, much of which is widely 
ignored by audiences. ‘ 

“Just trying to re-do what the 
Americans do is hardly a recipe for 
success,” says Levy. 

Although she acknowledges tha 
intrinsically Canadian material 
needs the support of public funding, 2 
Levy suggests that some models fo 
successful programming would no 
have to use public funding. Take, for 3 
example, a combination of the A- 
Channel Production Fund with 
provincial incentives, foreign pre 
sales, and federal tax credits. 

“We have to find our own ways of 
doing things,” says Levy. “I believ: 
we have the storytellers, craftspeop| 
and artistic vision to create great tel 
vision that people want to watch 

As we debate the philosophy tha 
informs film and television funding 
in Canada, more people find it a 
struggle to make a living in this 
industry. The dearth of cash, an inst 
tutionalized funding system, and th 
general instability of the market all 
combine to stretch producers to thei 
limits. Changes in the system, and 
shift in thinking about film and televi- 
sion in this country, are much in 
need. Whether some of that change 
will come by way of introducing pri 
vate investment incentives, the culti 
vation of native innovation that does 
not depend upon public funding, or 
the production of projects that ulti- 
mately rely on smaller budgets, 
remains to be seen. Unless and until 
the film and television industry in 
Canada cultivates a viable funding 
structure, it will continue its slow 
slide into insignificance. 

Get used to it? Let’s hope not.

THE MIDDLE EAST ROAD MAP FIN- 
ally met its untimely but expected 
demise over the weekend when 
Israeli bombs landed near 
Damascus, aimed at an alleged ter- 
rorist training camp. 

The question this week in diplo- 
matic circles is not how to salvage 
the peace process but how to avert 

obal mayhem. It’s not a question, 
—- that worries the Bush 
administration, which appears con- 
tent to let the Middle East hurtle 
down the path to possible 
Armageddon. 

Supporting the Israeli action, the 
president said, “Israel's got a right 
to defend herself, that Israel must 
not feel constrained in terms of 
defense of the homeland.” This 
weekend's Israeli attack on Syria 
shows how far Israeli leader Ariel 
Sharon will go—and just how will- 
ing Bush is to cover for his excesses. 

en the issue came before the UN 
Security Council on Sunday, Kofi 
Annan and most of the other dele- 
gates correctly described the attack 
as a violation of international law 
and the UN Charter. 

In contrast, the Americans decid- 
ed that any resolution had to be 
“balanced” with a condemnation of 
terrorism in general, and the Haifa 
bombing in particular. (There is no 
doubt that the Haifa suicide attack 
was horrific, but the Syrians had no

provable or likely connection what- 
soever with the bombers.) The 
Israeli ambassador to the UN, Dan 
Gillerman, showed equal chutzpah 
in decrying Syria’s request for an 
emergency Security Council meet- 
ing. He said, “For Syria to ask a 
debate in this council is comparable 
only to the Taliban calling for such a 
debate after 9-11, it would be laugh- 
able if it was not so sad.” 

The attacks on Syria mark the end 
of any hope that the U.S. will take a 
firmer line with Sharon. “One- 
sided,” “biased,” or “unbalanced” 
are the knee-jerk reactions to any 
UN resolution (or indeed any TV 
program, or any printed article) that 
— that Israeli government 
behaviour is less than perfect. 
Relentless reiteration by Israel’s sup- 
porters, the Bush administration, 
and Tony Blair’s government have 
shifted the terms of the debate to the 
point that one suspects that any 
action of Israel, however outra- 
geous, could not be condemned 
without the insertion of such “bal- 
ancing” references, or more likely 
vetoed outright using the handy jus- 
tification of self-defense against ter- 
rorism. 

Last week, Kofi Annan con- 
demned Israeli plans to build 600 
new homes for settlers in the occu- 
pied territories as “serious obstacles 
to the achievement of a two-state

solution,” and said that the settle- 
ments are “a clear breach of the 
Fourth Geneva Convention and also 
contradict Israel’s commitments 
under the Quartet’s Road Map.” 
The U.S. shamefacedly suggests that 
the settlements and the wall, not to 
mention the assassination and exile 
threat are simply “unhelpful,” and 
so far has shown no signs of sus- 
pending the aid that pays for these 
unhelpful breaches of international 
law. 

The exception was the adminis 
tration’s announcement that it may 
deduct some of the construction cost 
for the Israeli security wall separat- 
ing Israel from the West Bank from 
the $9 billion in U.S. loan guarantees 
to Israel as authorized by Congress. 
UN Human Rights Rapporteur John 
Dugard, a South African anti- 
apartheid activist and lawyer, 
recently issued a report that found 
that those “living between the Wall 
and the Green Line will be effective- 
ly cut off from their farmlands and 
workplaces, schools, health clinics 
and other social services. This is 
likely to lead to a new generation of 
refugees or internally displaced per- 
sons.” Unsurprisingly, the Israelis 
immediately denounced Dugard’s 
report as “biased and one-sided” 
even though it had refused to even 
meet with him during his visit to the 
region.

And ina typical show of “bal- 
anced” policymaking, during the 
same week, the U.S. vetoed a resolu- 
tion condemning Israel's statements 
threatening to exile and if necessary 
assassinate Yasser Arafat (who for 
all his faults is the only freely elected 
leader of the Arab world). U.S 
Ambassador John Negroponte pre- 
dictably insisted that the resolution 
lacked “balance.” 

The degree of support for U.S 
policy in the Middle East can be 
measured by the vote in the UN 
General Assembly to condemn 
Israel for its threats on Arafat. It 
nakes the so-called “coalition of the 
willing” look impressive. The 
United States and Israel were joined 
by Micronesia and Marshall Islands, 
two tiny states totally dependent on 
Washington for their budget, the 
only states to vote against the reso- 
lution 

Bush's position on the attack on 
Syria has disturbing implications for 
the world, coming on the heels of 
Kofi Annan’‘s speech to the General 
Assembly warning of the dangers of 
unilateralism. In many ways, it’s the 
administration’s own actions that 
have led the way down this danger- 
ous road of “hot preemption.” If the 
US. can attack Iraq on suspicion of 
possessing weapc ns Of mass 
destruction and harboring terror- 
ism, then how can it call Ariel

The Bush White House, however, 
is far more intent on pursuing its 
own plan for global payback, irre- 
spective of its consequences. Its 
position on the Israeli attacks was 
hardly coincidental. There is every 
sign that the Bush administration is 
relapsing to its bad old ways. An 
anonymous administration official 
told the Knight-Ridder News 
Services that hawks within the 
administration are stil] hoping for 
“regime change” in Syria, and 
recently asked the CLA to come up 
with a list of replacements for Syrian 
President Bashar Assad. The 
Congress in tandem is considering 
the Syria Accountability Act, which 
authorizes the Bush administration 
to impose new economic and diplo- 
matic sanctions on that nation. 

The reality is that there is more 
resistance inside the Israel Defense 
Forces to Sharon’s policies than 
there is in Washington. Twenty-four 
officers of the Israeli air force in 
recent weeks refused to participate 
in raids on the Israeli-occupied West 
Bank and Gaza, especially the assas- 
sination raids against the leaders of 
Hamas and Islamic Jihad. The offi- 
cers felt too many innocent civilians 
were being killed in the attacks. It’s 
a pity that neither Bush nor Sharon 
has any such qualms

As for Shatzy, she always has a pic 
ture of Walt Disney and aone of Eva Brat 
and she drifts from job to job and from one 
one-night-stand to the next. To recount 
these lives literally wouldn't amount to 
much. So City pays about as much consi 
ered attention to their lives as they do 
Instead, the novel concerns itself with what 
the two have dreamed up to fill in those 
spaces where their lives should go 

For Shatzy there is her western. She car 
ties a tape recorder with her wherever she 
goes, so that she can always add ideas th 
moment they occur to her. And it seems 
that as these ideas surface, the novel itse! 
is swept up in her enthusiasm for this 
western. City hesitates, however—now and 
again—to pay breathless attention to 
episodes in the life of the town of 
Closingtown, recounted in the voice of an 
earnest, 30-year-old woman who can't hold 
down a job in a call centre. 

And then there is Gould. Whose only 
friends (until he meets Shatzy) are imagi- 
nary. Whose parents are absent, save for a 
weekly telephone call from his father (sta- 
tioned at some far-away military base). And 
whose favourite-of-27 professors is con- 
vinced that Monet's Waterlilies is a pro- 
found representation of absolute nothing- 
ness. Gould also thinks itis.a waste of time 
to defecate in the washroom and, instead 
spends his time in there re-enacting the 
career of a fictional boxer by the name of 
Larry Gorman. 

These are the narrative tributaries that 
City follows, and it is these that ultimately 
make City a compelling novel. They stories 
are inexplicably fascinating on their own, 
and are made more so by those aspects of 
the narrating characters who recount them 
that show through. Just behind these flim- 
sy stories are the bizarre and lonely people 
who depend on them. 

_ Alessandro Baricco accomplishes this 
with his novel: he tells the tales of two pe0- 
ple by informing us of almost everything 
butthem. We get the odd, disjointed scene 
‘from Gould's and Shatzy's material lives,

Structurally, Kill Bill: Volume 1 
works as its own three-act movie 
complete with climactic showdown. 
It's a straight up revenge story, and 
the trailers have been promising for 
months that “In the year 2003 Uma 
Thurman will Kill Bill,” so there are 
few surprises as to the outcome. 
What would a revenge film be with- 
out the hero getting revenge, any- 
way?

In fact, 
he had the rest of the squad murder 
the entire wedding party and then 
beat her pregnant ass into the

both style and sound—is damn 
near impossible. Sure, you can dab- 
ble like The Beastie Boys, who've 
tried their hands at hardcore punk 
and even hat ‘n’ handkerchief 
time country—e.g. Country Mike’s 
Greatest Hits. Or, like the Country 
Mike side proj often the best 
course of action is a solo outing, 
such as the ones Social Distortion 
singer Mike Ness did to show off 
his outlaw-country side. Of course 
you can also do a covers/ tribute 
album to bring your specific style 
to a seemingly disparate genre, a la 

s Project 1950 album. 

lly switching up your 
style while flying the same flag can 
alienate your fanbase big time. 
Face to Face barely recovered from 
their plodding, emo-drenched 
Ignorance is Bliss album; the last 
wannabe electronica Watchman 
disc didn’t exact- 
ly tear up the 
charts; and 
Metallica’s leap 
from speed metal 
monsters to hard 
rock radio dar- 
lings is a tra’ / 
of epic prop 
tions. 

“Changing 
styles of music is 
just what we do 
because we don’t 
want to write the 
same record over 
and over again,” 
explains Jade 
Puget, guitarist for A-F.I. (A Fire 
Inside)—the foursome that also 
includes singer Davey Havok, 
drummer Adam Carson, and 
bassist “Hunter.” “You talk about 
the punk roots of A.F.I. versus 
what we do now—the band has 
been together for 12 years. Any 
band that doesn’t change over the 
course of 12 years has got to be 
pretty stagnant.” 

The Ukiah, CA, group went from 
goofy punkers, singing songs like 
“1 Wanna Get a Mohawk (But 
Mom Won't Let Me Get One),” to 
Gothy rockers, penning stuff with 
titles such as rage one (The 
Beginning).” Althou ey contin- 
ue to riff oe their punk and hard- 
core roots, the horror-Goth-punk 
sound that slowly emerged on 
their last few releases—The Art of 
Drowning, Black Sails in the Sunset, 
and the All Hallows EP (which

Amazingly, the album has been 
embraced by fans, peers and critics. 
Publications as diverse as the 
Alternative Press, Rolling Stone, 
Metal Hammer, and the New York 
Times approved, with the latter 
calling it the band’s “masterpiece.” 
They also won a Moon Man at the 
MTV Music Awards. 

“Tt was [strange],” says Puget. 
“Obviously that’s not the kind of 
thing that happens to us—EVER. It 
was fun, just because it was this 
completely alien situation with all 
these people that we only ever see 
on TV. 

“Justin Timberlake invited us to 
his party, which is weird. It was at 
this little club, and there were all 
these supermodels and 
people there. We did the 
carpet thing the 
next day. There 
was Beyoncé and 
Puff Daddy and 
all these people 
like that.

And yes: they’re big in Japan. 
Puget says they didn’t know it at 
first, though. “We just played the 
Summer Song Festival with all 
these bands like Radiohead, Good 
Charlotte, Blondie, Cheap Trick, 
and stuff like that. It was a great 
festival, but we played and [the 
crowd] were really quiet. They’d 
just sort of stand there, and we 
were like, ‘Do these people hate 
us?’ But then they bought all our 


merchandise—bought us out, we 
had nothing left.” 

Besides ginormous festivals, 
A.FI. also played this year’s 
Warped tour and hit the road with 
Rancid, proving the welcome mat 
is still out in the punk community. 
Furthermore, on the new NOFX 
record singer Fat Mike sings about 
someday living in a punk rock 
retirement community with his 
friends, joking, “At the end of my 
cul-de-sac Davey Havok’s house is 
painted black.”

-influential in the move from the 
aesthetic of wallet chains to black 
eyeliner, says people generally 
really, really like them or really, 
really hate them. “Now that we're 
more in the mainstream, I think a 
lot of those people are like, ‘Those 
guys are obviously gay. That sucks. 
That's fucked up. Look at those 
guys!” Or they listen to our music 
and actually like it.” 

Beyond the music, A-F.L’s broad 
success probably lies in the fact 
they've allowed their old fans to 


grow with them while attracting 
new ones. Sure, they’ve got high- 
end videos on MuchMusic, but 
they still also release 7” singles on 
vinyl. 

It’s tough to walk that line 
between evolution and alienation, 
but A.F.L. are doing it. “We're out 
here doing the same thing, touring 
and playing shows. [The change] 
doesn’t really affect us on a daily 
basis,” says Puget. “Our fans for 
the most part are pretty well- 
grounded. They like the music 
rather than the image.”

THE FLOORS ARE RUMBLING AND 
it’s hard to hear anything in 
Nevertheless’ practice space. For 
once, it’s probably not because of 
them—there’s a death metal band 
rehearsing downstairs, but Leith 
Brownridge and Ed Trela don’t 
mind. The bassist and guitarist for the 
Edmonton punk instrumental trio 
seem happy to be home and relaxing 
in the expansive downtown digs they 
share with Choke and Hills Have 

* Eyes, even if it means going back to 
their day jobs after their second 
Canadian tour. 

“Every tour we do it gets a little 
better, Trela, “and this time we 
came out on top.” The haven't 
recouped all their costs for album 
pressing and merch, but their cash 
box is a little fuller than it was when 
they left, and, as Trela puts it, “We 
didn’t have to eat out of a can.” 

“Yma vegan, and I ate better on 
the road than I do at home,” says 
Brownridge. “The only fast food I ate 
was Subway when I had to.” But 
Nevertheless doesn’t have big tour 
buses or personal chefs—just the 
right ties to strong punk scenes all 
across the country, giving them 
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10355 WHYTE AVENUE 
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access to places to crash, and some 
home cooked meals. 

“I wasn't really prepared to book a 
tour by myself,” admits Brownridge, 
“put I did somehow, and it worked 
out pretty well.” Inspired by the utili- 
ty of online grassroots m 
nities like Edmonton’s Indecline.net, 
Brownridge methodically bombard- 
ed punk message boards in each 

nding out countless 

MP3s to get a foot in the 
door. Having a sister who works for 
Winnipeg's Smallman Records 
doesn’t hurt, either, and Brownridge 
was able to build a list of contacts that 
took them to Quebec City and back 
without much trouble. 

All the work seems to have paid 
off. “Some people actually knew the 
songs, which warms my little heart,” 
says Trela. That’s no small feat con- 
sidering that Nevertheless has gone 
their entire five-year existence as an 
entirely instrumental band. “At times 
it separates us—the singer tends to be 
the focus of every band,” says 
Brownridge. “The lyrics and vocals 
are what people cling to.” 

“We tried singers when we start- 
ed,” explains Trela, “but no one really 
complemented the style.” With show 
offers coming in, Trela, Brownridge, 
and drummer Shawn Jaggard said 
“forget it” and went ahead without 









vocals. The trio has since developed ; 
tight, speedy sound drawing from 
technical punk and hardcore, and |i} 
their Vancouver instrumental 
brethren Removal, they’re starting to 
enjoy a strong underground fan bas:

THE LAWS 
“WE PLAY WHAT THEY CALL ‘Y’ALL 
alternative’ in Texas,” laughs 
Michelle Law, one half of the hus- 
band-and-wife country-roots band 
The Laws. Although the maritally- 
entwined songsters have been per- 
forming for years, they only began 
writing seriously in 2000—after 
being so persuaded by another roots 
legend. 

“We were living in B.C. about 
eight years ago. Fred Eaglesmith 
used to come out, and we'd always 
open for his shows,” Law explains. 
“He'd always tell us we should start 
writing our own stuff and doing our 
own thing. One day we just decided 
he was right and we've been at it 
ever since.’ 

The two Laws later signed with 
Eaglesmith’s label, AML. Michelle 
Law says they couldn’t be happier 
with the experiences they’ve es 
since dedicating themselves to pro- 
ducing rustic melodies under 
Eaglesmith’s western-influenced 
wing. “It’s just a bunch of musicians 
who have the same philosophy. 
We're not trying to be famous; we're 
trying to have fans, play, and trav- 
el,” explains Law with a satisfied lilt 
in her sultry voice. “We have this 
family that supports us, and it feels 
like a real home at AML.” 

Riding on the strength of their 
smooth harmonies, which feature a 
light dusting of country twang, the 
Laws have carved a comfortable 
niche for themselves and their dex- 
terous compositions. While they 
may not be selling out stadiums, the 
quality of their work has been robust 
enough to take them on tour across 
North America and has carried them 
to the far-beyond of Australia. 

“People always ask me why I 
don’t want to play the Grand Old 
Oprey, and I just say, “You know, 
that’s not my idea of success,” Law 
comments on the band’s under-the- 
radar achievements. “To me, es

Calgary's The Summerlad have 
taken full advantage of their indie 
status and produced a growing col- 
lection of idiosyncratic collections of 
dissonant art-rock. The result is a 
growing cadre of followers. “Being 
ona big label could be disastrous, 
because when we're indie we have 
control over every thing we want to 
do,” remarks Dean Martin, drum- 
mer for The Summerlad. “We're just 
really open-minded, really open to 
suggestions or ideas, and we never 
really know where things are going 
to go until we get there.” 

Martin says their unpredictable 
ways haven't caused The ‘Lad any 
problems when it comes to filling 
stinky bars with patrons who are 
eager to hear their music—even in 
the Calgary scene, which is known 
for it’s general acceptance of punk- 
over-peculiar. “I know there's defi- 
nitely a huge punk aspect to the 
scene in Calgary, but there’s also a 
lot of art rock going on,” Martin 
explains. “There’s some really good 
party bands, and there’s some 
Stereolab bands floating around. So, 
I'd say there’s a lot of music that’s 
interesting in Calgary, and we fit in 
there.” 

After four years and several cross- 
country tours, The Summerlad boys 
took a break this year to sit down 
and record a new album, which 
Martin says will be released “As 
soon as the band figures out what 
we want to do with it.” They’re in

Spiritualized tap into the vein of free jazz

TALKING TO JASON PIERCE OF SPIRIT- 
ualized (and once-upon-a-time of 
Spacemen 3) is a lesson in never 
judging a rock star by the amount of 
drug-imagery he creates. Pierce, 
who's had a prolific career creating a 
hell of a lot of it—the above exam- 
ples just scratch the proverbial sur- 
face of the chemically themed prose 
he’s had a hand in producing—is not 
only surprisingly lucid, assuming 
he’s ingested a level of herbs,’n’ pow- 
dets tantamount to his lyrical obses- 
sion, but downright talkative. In fact, 
one needn't really even prepare rote 
interview questions to get him riff- 
ing; like all RNR audiophiles, a few 
key words, such as “The Stooges” or 
“garage rock.” are enough to send 
him into verbal overdrive, Which, 
really, shouldn't be all that much of a 
surprise—considering the encyclope- 
dic layers of 20th century musical 
annotation in the song structures that 
accompany Pierce’s words. The intri- 
cate arrangements and harmonies of 
Brian Wilson, the cold dissonance of 
the Velvet Underground, the squall 
of the Asheton brothers, pop orches- 
tration above and beyond Set. Pepper, 
and even the warm slide guitar of a 
country standard—all of it can be 
found in any given Spiritualized 
song, let alone an album. 

His latest, Amazing Grace, has 
been drawing welcome raves again 
following the largely undeserved 
critical bumps garnered by its prede- 
cessor, Let it Come Down. The CD has 
also been getting a lot of attention for 
its raw, unpolished sound—well, as 
raw as any CD with tubular bells, 
violins, trumpets, cello, piano, a 
small battery of organs (Farfisa, 
Hammond B3, etc.), among other 
things, can be. 

Pierce spoke to SEE from his 
London home on the eve of another 
North American Tour (sorry, no 
prairie dates as of yet). 


Jason Pierce: Why is “The Devil 
Went Down to Georgia” on your 
phone waiting? 
SEE: They must be playing it on the 
rt ‘s radio station; we have it 
hooked up to our hold function.

you'd kind of believe in that kind of 
passion. 

I think a lot of stuff now is about 
personality or celebrity—it’s not 
about the music, and you can sell 
anything based on a great personali- 
ty. Everybody's kind of fallen into 
line with that. They’re willing to tell 
you their favourite colour, what they 
think about the war, what they think 
about politics, what they buy, what 
they do on Sundays, or whatever. It’s 
dumbing down the music—it’s just 
dumb entertainment. Music is way 
more important in my world than 
that. 


But is that due to a lack of good 
journalists or lack of good subject 
matter? 

I've said this before, so forgive me if 
you've read it elsewhere, but I think 
the major labels are going down like 
balloons, and they’re throwing 
records out like ballasts to save their 
asses. It’s not like you go to people 
and say, “This is what I do and it’s 
beautifully put together and it’s really 
honest and if you want a piece of it 
you can—and if you don’t I’m still 
going to do it” Rather it’s like, 
“We're going down, so here’s anoth- 
er piece of shit, another cheap prod- 
uct. The cheaper the better because 
we can rake in a bit more to cover our 
losses.” 


I mentioned the NME earlier. The 
piece I read about Spiritualized 
mentioned the White Stripes and 
drew a parallel [from what they're 
doing] to the raw sound on Amazing 
Grace. To what degree were you 
energized by the so-called new 
sound? 

That wasn’t any motivation for what 
we did. What I do like most about 
garage musicis that it basically comes 
with no talent—it comes with a guitar 
strapped around its head saying, 
“This is where I stand” 

And | am inspired by a lot of 








playing to a bass-line he had never 
feud before, and they’d all be listen- 
ing to words they had never heard 
before—and that’s what you hear on 
Amazing Grace, an immediacy, like, 
that’s just about when the songs got 
together. I think there’s kind of a 
weird excitement from that. What I 
loved about the jazz thing was that 
there was no rehearsal to it, you just 
press record and someone starts 
playing, and someone responds to 
that. I think the best rock ‘n’ roll 
comes from people who are com- 
pletely out of control and don’t have 
the answers—that’s kind of where 
we put ourselves. 


What's your favourite Stooges’ 
record? Because I certainly hear a lot 
of that jazz-influenced, raw noise of 
Funhouse on this record 

I hear a lot more Funhouse in what 
we play live, but my favourite will 
always be Raw Power, just because 
it's the first record | ever bought. I 
know every single part of it; I’ve 
gone over that record as if it were my 
own—l've gone over every single lit- 
tle bit. 


How about Pink Floyd? And I don’t 
mean the “cool,” Syd Barrett-era 
either. The Dark Side of the Moon 
sound, to me, seems to figure 
prominently... 

I still don’t get it. What | like in my 
psychedelic bands were groups that 
desperately wanted to sound like the 
Rolling Stones but were chewing 
acid. You get stuff like the 13th Floor 
Elevators or the Electric Prunes. 
That’s what I like about garage 
music, where people write down lot 
of nonsense and the prose becomes 
so purple [that] it’s open to what peo- 
ple can read into it. 


Your lyrics employ an equal amount 
of drug and religious imagery— 
both are methods of transcendence. 
Or do you view them as such? 

I can’t really put them on the same 
level because I don’t really believe in 
that... It’s language to me, it’s a poetic 
license to say something without a lot 
of clumsy words. 

What I like in my music is this lan- 
guage that’s kind of dumb and 
American. You can say lines that are 
very simplistic, like, “I can’t stop lov- 
ing you” or “Be my baby,” and there 
are a thousand lines like as eal 
aren't great , but wi are 
appli fsa they become 
magic—they become almost better 
than great poetry. That's my lan- 

ge, that’s the Thear in 
Staples Singers and the Stooges.

Ian 
Pooley makes a triumphant retum to 
the Force stable with “Here We Go!’ 
The infectious slab of techno-hous¢ 
has got to be one of the sickest breal 
downs ever. And though some of th 
mediocre Italo-disco tracks get old fi 
this is still a worthy addition to what 
hopefully will be a long legacy. 

Also on Forcetracks is Experience, th 
latest album from Alex Kruger (AKA 
Dub Taylor), a pioneer of this new 
style. Vocals are featured on almost 








every piece, be they from Kruger him 
self or from any of the chanteuses that 
he’s asked to be on the album. “Sweet 
Awakening,” featuring Nadine, is the 
most beautiful track here. As warm 
synths lift her beautiful voice, you're 
not sure if the newfound love she’s 
singing about is for techno or for a 
friend. “Your Soul” features 15-year- 
old vocalist Vital and sounds like a 
dassic New York vocal house cut 
retooled for the 21st century.

YOU CAN ACCUSE GEORGE BERNARD 


Shaw of many things... except being 
conventional. 

Known for his relentless wit and 
die-hard political convictions, the late 
Victorian playwright was a tireless 


theatrical innovator even in his come- 


dies, says director Marti Maraden. 

She should know. A seven-season 
alumnus of the Ontario-based Shaw 
Festival, Maraden is bringing a 
famous slice of Shavian goodness to 
Edmonton in the form of his first 
great comedy, Arms and the Man, co- 
produced with the National Arts 
Centre English Theatre and the 
Vancouver Playhouse. 


First produced in 1894, Arms and the 


Man was Shaw’s fourth play and the 


first “pleasant” play that followed on 
the heels of a trio of “unpleasant” 
issue-oriented works that included: 
Widower's Houses (dealing with slum 
landlordism), The Philanderer and Mrs. 
Warren's Profession (the profession in 
question being prostitution). 

“Even ina comedy like Arms and 
the Man, Shaw was using a conven- 
tional 19th Century comic form— 
including farcical elements in the sec 
ond act—to present an unconvention- 
al subject matter,” Maraden says, not- 
ing that this particular play was 
deconstructing long-held myths of 
warfare and heroism as well as ideas 
of romantic love and class mobility. 

While this may not sound super- 
daring today, it was ground-breaking 
ina Victorian theatre dominated by 
artificial melodramas and certainly 
not used to seeing Shaw’s in-yer-face 
politics and his unique brand of vigor- 
ous idea-based work. The Dublin- 
born author (1856-1950) was an 
ardent socialist and member of the 
Fabian Society. 

“When this play came out it was 
compared to the light flippant satire of 
(light operetta producers) Gilbert and

Maraden underlines how totally 
contemporary this conflict seems, not- 
ing that both Balkan states went to 
war fighting under other nations’ offi- 
cers (Bulgaria was aligned with the 
Russians, the Serbs with Austria) 
making the affair a semi-global proxy 
war with stealthy imperial overtones. 

“Tt was a distant war, but not too 
distant,” she says 

(Given that the Balkans are still 
embroiled in various complicated ten- 
sions and that the US. is currently 
mired in an occupation of two nations 
where the British were mucking 
about during and after Shaw’s time 
the play’s subject matter seems totally 
up-to-the:moment.) 

Keen to get all the details down pat, 
Maraden says she and her creative 
team turned to the Bulgarian embassy 


staff in Ottawa to make sure the play 
remains as accurate as Shaw imag- 
ined. “They were great about their 
support and even supplied Bulgarian 
wines and pastries for the opening, 
right.” 

While Shaw is known as a writer's

ination platters. As a diner-outer at 
unfamiliar places, I live by the appe- 
tizer assortment so many restaurants 
include on their menus. A proper 
combination platter, according to the 
Marquis de Queensberry, can be no 
more than 1/3 covered in deep fried 
food. If more than a third of it has 
been immersed in boiling oil, it 
instantly becomes designated as a 
team platter, which should only be 
indulged in on those very special 
occasions when you're out with the 
team—you know, after you win the 
big game. 

Along with a certain level of nutri- 


tional integrity (which, admittedly is 
not that high), a combination platter 
should address your many eating 
moods, running the gamut of sweet, 
sour, spicy, salty, savoury, creamy, 
crispy, juicy and, if possible, tangy. 

Since the Greek restaurants I’ve 
been to tend to feature the same 
sorts of entrees, I almost always. 
gravitate toward the combination 
platter as a way around the mono- 
lithic souvlakis, moussakas and 
roast lambs that populate the menu. 
And truth be told, when I walked 
into It’s All Greek to Me, the little 
taverna growing off the side of a 
parkade near Rice Howard Way, | 
was still kind of full from lunch. The 
prospect of a full meal was almost 
unappetizing.

I unbuilt it layer by 
layer, but dissection yielded no visi- 
ble clue to its secret and then it was 
gone. To cleanse the palate, I 
dunked a meaty, lightly breaded 
ring of calamari in the powerfully 
garlicked tzatziki, then moved on to 
the kespedes.

Dear Bra,

(1858 Hamilton Street) is still by far the 
best bra shop in Canada. As I’ve said 
before, owners, Laurette Bell and Louise 
Trudelle really know their titties and have 
been fitting bras the old-fashioned way for 
decades now. They realize that breasts, 
like feet, are not a one-size-fits-all deal— 
and. given that we often wear our bras 
longer than we wear our shoes, it’s crazy 
fo cradle them in some ill-fitting bra that 
rides up your back and leaves welts in 
your shoulders. 

According to Bell, the problem began 
when bras became self-serve in the late 
1940s. We've now had a few generations 
of women who've been buying off the 
rack, and so we no longer know how a bra 
should fit.

Seeping away 
Blame humans for looming prairie 
water crisis, expert says 


ALBERTA DROUGHTS ARE GOING 
to reach unprecedented severity 
unless major action is taken to 
address looming water shortages, 
says one of the world’s foremost 
jwater ecology experts. 

Dr. David Schindler, a scientist at 
the University of Alberta, told a 

‘Calgary audience on October 14 that 
a major water crisis will hit the 
rairie provinces unless government 
starts protecting watersheds and 
conserving water. 

“We've had droughts before... 
but we've never had all these human 
actions that require water at the 
same time,” Schindler says. “We 

“haven't seen anything yet.” 

Schindler, the keynote speaker at 
a conference on watershed protec- 
tion, says there is plenty of evidence 
that indicates Alberta’s water supply 
has been slowly sapped over the 
past century by a warming climate. 
He now worries that modern farm- 

“ing techniques, urban growth and 

‘imp protection guidelines are fur- 

‘ther endangering water quantity 

and quality—all of which points toa 
crisis. 

“ think this glib notion of being 
‘water rich that we always take for 

" granted is something we might want 
to take with a grain of salt,” 
Schindler says. “We're facing a 
major water problem in this coming 
Bee Sine” 
But Schindler says he is optimistic 
that changes can be wrought to at 
least help deal with the trend. He 
says he’s hopeful provincial 
Environment Minister Lorne 
Taylor's water management plan, 
which is still being developed, will 
start solving some of the problems. 
He says the most important first 
step the province should take is to 
protect riparian areas (lands border- 
_ ing rivers or streams) against 
drainage for and pollution by the 
agriculture industry. He also says 
water conservation initiatives should 
‘be implemented on farms and in 
cities—although he did credit 
Edmonton as one of Canada’s most 
water-thrifty cities in Canada. 
“{Climate warming] isn’t just a 
of the late 1990s. It’s a pretty 
relentless trend,” he said. “[But] I 
ould be ing too much for 
this government to attack that.”

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for [Dusty Bear], we took the contest 
a bit more seriously than he was tak- 
ing it,” he explains. “The girls get- 


ting up on stage are actually compet- 


ing for a very significant prize, and 
to put [Dusty Bear] up there 
would actually demean what 
they’re doing. You know, make 
light of what efforts they have to 
go through. These girls have not 
been on stage before.” 

Bodenberger, who admits he 
“prefer[s] firmer boobs, whether 
they’ re smaller or bigger,” says 
the contest doesn’t insult women; 
each one understands why she’s 
there. “We are going to have up to 
80 girls by the time that we finish 
the contest and only one of them is 
going to get a boob job. There are 
really no other prizes for doing the 
contest.” 

The IBT competition has multiple 
components and a structure 
designed to level the playing field 
for women with different amounts 
of onstage experience. 

“They go down the stage three 
separate times during the evening,” 
Bodenberger explains. “The first 
time is in a bathing suit or bikini, the 
second time is in some lingerie or 
sleepwear, and then the last portion 
is [in] a wet T-Shirt. And we're 
maintaining that they keep at least a 
minimum g-string on the bottom, so 
if they get totally nude, they’re dis- 
qualified.” 

Back on the other side of town, 
Dusty Bear is still shaking his head: 
“The thing is that, if it were just a cel- 
ebration of small breasts, as misdi- 
rected as that might seem, that’s 
okay. But to throw that last prize in 
there, that’s saying that large breasts 
are the ideal and that small breasts 
aren’t worthy or something. I'm for 
equal opportunity. 

And if Dusty Bear had won? 

“Oh, I would have gone for glutes 
or something—get my butt done,” 
he jokes. “Naw, I would have turned 
it down. But that would have been 
the best, if 1 won—really driven 
home the protest.” 

After a long pause, he adds, “I 
don’t think I would have won.”

Electro-treasure hunt 
Get a printer, save the planet at 
Electronic Swap Meet 


GOT SOME OLD ELECTRONICS KICK- 
ing around the house—or alternate- 
ly, do you wish you had some? This 
weekend the Edmonton 
Community Network is hosting its 
first ever Electronic Swap Meet. That 
means you can pick up a tower to go 
with that lonely monitor, or a printer 
to finally rid yourself of that disk 
you're always forgetting at home. 

A study on electronic waste in 
1999 found that Canadians dump 
approximately 34,000 tons of it over 
the course of a year. It predicted that 
another 67,000 tons of personal com- 
puters and laptops would be tossed 
between 1999 and 2005. The 
Electronic Swap Meet plays a dual

And 
what exactly does the comfortably 
naked dancer of “Backstage at the 
Folies Bergére” (Paris, 1960) have 
to do with the death-defying antics 
of the “Models in Window” (New 
York, 1960)—other than the year in 
which they were both taken? 
Disparities in style and subject 
matter effectively provoke the 
reader to question his or her ideas 
about the nature of femininity 
without needing to resort to writ- 
ten explications. 

Womankind, by way of contrast, 
is essentially a photographic jour- 
nal of the authors’ journey around 
this world in search of women 
who are trying to change it. Their 
subjects are mothers, grandmoth- 
ers, politicians, scientists, writers, 
and actors, but they all occupy the 
thorny title of activist. 

However, just as Woman pre- 
sents its subjects as mere images, 
Womankind unfortunately reduces 
its subjects to mere causes. While

They have a distinctive individual 
off-kilter point of view and a fascina- 
tion with strange details and odd 
plot twists, so it shouldn't be a big 
surprise that Intolerable Cruelty is a 
hilarious and bizarre movie filled 
with good, good stuff.

World Needs, you can bet “low bud- 
get, made-in-Canada, based-on- 
video-game movies” are absent.

The Circus of What-Were-You- 
Thinking? starts with the script. 
Mark Altman, who co-wrote and co- 
produced the hilarious Free 
Enterprise, has, with Dave Parker, 


successfully penned the antithesis of 
workable dialogue, character moti- 
vation, subtlety, wit, originality, 
and—broadly speaking—intelli- 
gence. 

The story centres on “the year’s 
biggest rave,” which takes place off 
the coast of Seattle (actually 
Vancouver) on Isla de los Muertos 
(island of the Dead). Perhaps it’s the 
ominous name of the site, but more 
likely the prohibitively tetchy movie 
budget, that results in a rave with, 
like, five tents and 30 people, includ- 
ing Bif Naked in a non-speaking DJ 
role.

Lost in Translation There are even intimations 
that Sofia Coppola is turning out to a better film- 
maker than her dad. Sleek and polished and 
never in a hurry, this is an accomplished second 
film: dreamy, sensitive and romantic. The pastel, 
underwater hues underscore the delicate story 
of a friendship that could only flourish for a 
short time, only in this one place. Charlotte (

The Magdalene Sisters A harsh, depressing 
movie, full of rage—passionate and critical that 
won the Golden Lion at the Venice Film Festival, 
prompting the Vatican to condemn it as anti- 
Catholic.

MARTIN TIELLI HAS BEEN ON A ROLL 
lately. From his work with the 
Rheostatics to his first solo album, 
2002's We Didn't Even Suspect That He 
Was the Poppy Salesman, and now on 
to his groundbreaking four albums in 
one year, you have to wonder: how it 
is that Tielli has become so fecund in 
the last few years. 

“Fecund?” Tielli repeats the word 
back in bemused tones from his 
Toronto home. 

Yeah, you know, creative, extreme- 
ly creative, that is, uh... 

“Well, the whole process of mak- 
ing records just lasts too long,” he 
finally says after a short silence. “So 
that’s sort of the ideal... uh, yeah, here 
we go [audible sound of Tielli fli 
ping through a book, fecund... ‘fruit- 
ful, prolific’... right on the money, 
man. Yeah, we have this subscription 
series that my record company [Six 
Shooter Records] came up with. A 
hundred bucks up front and we mail 
you a record eve 
Started at the beginning of this ye 
three full CDs and one EP of four 
songs. That's the second one, which 
I'm just finishing up now. The one 
you have [Operation Infinite Justice} is 
the only one that’s coming out com- 
mercially to the stores.” 

The first three albums are as fol- 
lows: O.LJ. (revamped with a 24-page 
booklet of original art), The Shoenberg 
Cabarets, and the Ghost of Danny G. 
They’‘ve already been mailed off to 
subscribers; New Gold is slated for 
release Dec 1. The albums bear testa- 
ment not only to Tielli’s “fecundity,” 
but also to his art-rock inclinations, 
which, along with his distinctive 
voice, has caused more than a few 
people to compare him to David 
Bowie. 

“T always get the Bowie thing,” he 
wryly affirms. 

Do you hear it?

Carrie Horachek an inspired commuter; 
Floyd fans inflate pig and tear down the Wall 


CARRIE HORACHEK 
CARRIE HORACHECK LOVES THE 
smell of burning tires and passing 
pavement. The fresh-faced, 
Saskatoon-born songstress got more 
than accustomed to long, straight 
prairie roads during the recordin 
of her debut release, Out The Car 
Window, and now she’s eagerly 
anticipating more endless nights 
traveling along Canada’s highways. 

“There were a lot of long driving 
trips to Edmonton,” Horacheck 
laughs, explaining how she spent 
nearly every weekend this summer 
commuting to Edmonton to record 
her album with a host of our local 
musicians. “Brock Skywalker from 
Captain Tractor was the producer, 
the band was from Edmonton, and 
we did all of our recording and mix- 
ing there. But, that was kind of good 
because it ended up feeding into the 
theme of the record.” 

Out The Car Window is a musical 
glimpse through the tinted wind- 
shield of Horachek’s life. Most of the 
songs—which cover topics from the 
romantic to the quirky—are painted 
like little scenes flickering by from 
track to track. Horachek describes 
the work as having, “a road-trip 
type transient feel,” and says she’s 
positive some of the process of her 
long drives worked its way into the 
album’s content. She also travels 
down a musically diverse path with 
blues, folk, and almost-funk influ- 
ences audible through the Tegan 
and Sara-like rasp (combined with 
Maren Ord’s ballad sensibilities) in 
her vocals. 

Along with the car stereo that 
kept her company during her musi- 
cal commutes, Horacheck says her 
music was also largely influenced 
by more established artists whom 
she solicited for advice. “Ember 
Swift has been a really great mentor 
to me, and Emm Gryner has lis- 
tened to a lot of my stuff and given 
me valuable feedback. They've real- 
ly given me advice, and that’s a neat 
process,” she says. “I played with a 





bunch of other musicians and 
picked up things from everyone. 
The album was a great excuse to 
connect with people as mentors.” 

Now that the album is complete, 
Horachek will once again be in tran- 
sient mode as she hits the road for 
her first full-fledged tour. “I haven't 
toured a lot. Mostly just individual 
shows here and there, but never out- 
side of Western Canada,” she notes. 
“I'm so excited; it’s been a long time 
coming, and I just can’t wait.” 

Horachek, who will be hosting 
her CD release show at the Sidetrack 
tonight (Oct 16), hopes to jump on 
board the folk music tours next year. 
If you've got a few moments to 
spare, she just might be worth 
pulling over for a moment of home- 
grown acoustics and sweet folkie 
scenery.

COMFORTABLY NUMB... THE 
PINK FLOYD EXPERIENCE 
THIRTY-FOUR MILLION ALBUMS 

sold, 591 consecutive weeks on the 
Billboard Top 200, one Grammy 
award, 25 releases, and a 34-year- 
long career: these are just a few of 
the numbers that trail behind leg- 
endary psychedelic noise-blasters, 
Pink Floyd. But staggering commer- 
cial success is only the slightest of 
the band’s accomplishments. The 
hazy musical / visual spectacle they 
created during outrageous, prop- 
laden live shows inspired a genera- 
tion of space-rock-crazed teens while 
raising the bar of stadium perfor- 
mances to heights they had never 
before seen. 

For those reasons, and about a 
million more, Pink Floyd may seem 


pretty untouchable as far as replica- 
tion goes. However, one man is dar- 
ing to do the undoable. His name is 
David Quinn, and he’s spearheading 
Comfortably Numb ... The Pink Floyd 
Experience. 

“We're more than just a nostalgia 
act,” Quinn declares assertively. 
“The intention is to overwhelm the 
senses and to dazzle people. We 
have all of those classic Pink Floyd 
things to help us do it: the flying pig, 
the plane crash, the crumbling wall, 
and all the visual effects.” 

Quinn says those who are daring 
enough to take in the spectacle will 
not be disappointed by a mere cover 
band cranking out cheap rip-offs of 
classics. The band is hauling along 20 
tons of audio equipment and enough 
lighting gear to induce a seizure, and 
they plan to use it all to, “bring a sta- 
dium-sized show, with all of its viscer- 
al sensory impact, into a small envi- 
ronment.” The Pink Floyd Experience 
has booked dates across Canada and 
the U.S. in acoustically great locations 
in the hopes of achieving a huge 
sound while “blinding people with 
trippy lighting’—meant for huge 
venues—which will be crammed into 
smaller theatres in order to bombard 
the audience's senses. 

Of course, flashing lights and 
gigantic floating pigs don’t make you 
Pink Floyd, but Quinn insists he was 
born to rebuild The Wall. “From when 
I bought my first guitar 30 years ago,

express a certain point of view, a « er- 
tain temperament 

The “certain temperament” shows 





through in songs that can be hilari- 
ous, Satirical, ironic, world-weary 
cynical, or all-of-the-above, in a sin- 
gle verse 

Allison cites Louis Jordan, Fats 
Waller, Nat Cole, and Louis 
Armstrong among his early influ- 
ences, and he gives a large credit to 
Percy Mayfield, the “Poet Laureate 
of the Blues” as he calls him, as 
being a major inspiration in his 
songwriting. He began his career as 
a trumpet player but moved to 
piano, influenced there by Meade 
Lux Lewis, Albert Ammons, and 
Pete Johnson, whom he heard pri- 
marily on radio. His first paying gig 
in music was in 1950, and he began 
recording in 1956. To date, 41 
albums on seven labels have given 
him a catalogue that encompasses 
jazz, blues, and that unmistakable 
“Mose” sound. His category-defying, 
songs have been recorded by The 
Who (“Young Man Blues”) and 
Bonnie Raitt (“Everybody's Cryin’ 
Mercy”), among others. Van 
Morrison, Tom Waits, John Mayall, 
and the bates he are among 
the legions of those that admire 
Mose Allison. 

Averaging 150 dates.a year, the 
75-year-old may just be hitting his 
stride. The release of two’albums, 
The Mose Chronicles Live in London, 
Volumes 1 and 2, has helped revive 


interest in both his songs and his live 


performance.

Strummer’s death last Christmas 
was a sucker punch to fans every- 
where, but word that a posthumous 
album was on the way offered 
some comfort. The album was more 
or less complete at the time of 
Strummer’s death, and a few 
months later his wife Lucinda gave 
the Mescaleros the go ahead to put 
the final pieces in place. And what 
terrific final pieces they are. This is 
the work of a man who just got bet- 
ter and better as time went on. 

Streetcore is tighter and more rau- 
cous than Strummer’s previous 
offerings, Rock Art & The X-Ray 
Style and Global A Go Go. As the 
cover art suggests, this is music 
that’s been distilled. The flotsam 
and jetsam have been removed, and 
what remains is 100 per cent pure. 
This music shines, glows, and 
burns. From high volume ravers 
(“All In A Day”) to rustic, acoustic 
numbers (“Long Shadow”), 
Streetcore is musically equivalent to 
a really good weekend...the kind 


Psyence Fiction have been peppered with more 
than a few personal obstacles, the kind that 
thankfully make for good songs. 

“In a State” is euro-house with an indie aes- 
thetic, an unlikely pairing that works quite well 
in spite of itself.

popular Latin label when I was young 
and had the music of my uncle on it, 
but also the music of Willie Colon, 
who I think is the greatest Latin artist 
of all time.

RON CHAMBERS’ 17 DOGS, MAKING 
its world premiere in Workshop 
West's production at the Kaasa 
Theatre, has the earmarks of a the- 
atrical-cinematic hybrid, a gritty, vio- 
lent set-piece in which film language 
is replaced by the logophilia of the 
garrulous characters, who reveal 


more and more of themselves as 
their plans spin ever more out of 
control. But the play’s coarse plot 
machinations are at odds with its 
pursuit of a resonant subtext, a strain 
that becomes more evident as the 
play reaches its heavy-handed—but 
not very convincing—conclusion 
Cal (Frederick Zbryski) has had a 
long time to cultivate his grudge 
against his old business partner.

FOR A PLAY THAT DEBUTED IN 1894, 
George Bernard Shaw’s Arms and the 
Man has aged spectacularly well. 
Maybe too well, especially given 
that the area of the world Shaw was 
talking about in his fourth theatrical 
production—the Balkans, then just 
out of an 1885 war between Bulgaria 
and Serbia—is still literally up in 
arms. 
Other issues that pressed the pro- 
lific Victorian playwright, author, 
Fabian socialist and overall curmud- 
geon to pen this canonic comedy— 
mania for coolly professional war- 
fare, out-of-touch and free-floating 
nationalism and simplistic chivalry 
applied to the seriousness of com- 





shocked Swiss professional soldier is 
on the lam from the cavalry led by 
her own fiancé, the equally romantic 
Sergius (Gordon Rand), who it turns 
out also has the hots for Louka 
(Daniela Vlaskalic), the comely ser- 
vant woman of the house. 

While the situation is rife for the 
expected romantic entanglements 
(complicated by a crusty, nouveau 
riche mom and pop—Kate Hurman 
and Bernard Cuffling, playing the 
Victorian elder couple—and Larry 
Yachimec’s Nicola, an older servant 
and Louka’s fiancé), the work deftly 
layers these structural niceties with 
the thematic parallels that spare 
nobody. The hyperactive characters 
take loads of digs at each other, and 
unintentional character letdowns 
(e., pappy Petkoff might boast the 
only private “library” in town, but it 
has almost no books!) are brought to 
light perfectly by flawless perfor- 
mances. 

Sergius is a popinjay (the big 
cheeseball is epee pens as if he 
were arraying hi for a portrait) 
who takes his Byronic readings and 
opera attendance too seriously (i-e., 
nearly getting his whole unit killed 
in a near-disastrous “Charge of the

ings. Now, with the encouragement 


of perky career homicidal maniac Ed 


(eff Haslam), he’s going to kidnap 
torture and maybe even kill former 
friend Lawson (Duval Lang), who 
betrayed his life’s dreams more than 
40 years earlier 

The cast couldn't be more ener 
getic plowing through Chambers 
reams of dialogue, and you can‘t 
help but be swept along with the 
tide of clever verbiage. Zbryski and 
Haslam, quite apart from their stun- 
ning physical transformations, 
which elicited numerous laughs as 
soon as the lights went up on the 
first act, inhabit their characters with 
zeal. Asa fat, balding, over-the-hill 
greasemonkey with bile to spare,

niques. The arrival of a hapless, but 
not completely innocent customer 


(Kevin Kruchkywich) and the nefari- 
ous Ed ushers in the sadistic final 
third, where Cal's estimation of 
good, bad and evil is sorely tested, 
with bloody results 

e violence is a double edged 
sword, dramaticz speaking. On 
one hand, the violence is far more 








immediate and ciscomfiting than in 
a film; on the other, the contrivances 
required to arrive at a stage-worthy 
violent confrontation seem that 
much more forced and artificial 
bec ause the circumstances are so 
constrained. So even as 17 Dogs is 
mustering the elements to bring its 
climax to bear, it squanders the sym- 
pathy engendered for its characters 
and grows thematically muddled in 
the bargain. The denouement arrives 
with an almost audible thud. 
Despite its flaws, there's still plen- 
ty of good entertainment to be found 
in 17 Dogs. But the appealing perfor- 
mances, energetic pace and nifty set 
don’t quite salvage it from its appar- 
ent contradictory intentions.

PROUD OF HIS HERITAGE, NATHAN BEYDUZA 
started Ukrainian dance at age 5. Now 28, the 
executive director of the Alberta Ukrainian 
Dance Association is one of many Ukrainian- 
Canadians who are passionate about their cul- 
ture and the vitality of a community that has 
contributed much to this country. 

To celebrate the 20th anniversary of the 
association, seven of the major dance compa- 
nies in Alberta will produce the annual Hopak! 
event. “We wanted something different,” says 
Beyduza. “It’s an opportunity to foster mutual 
Tespect, get fresh ideas.” It’s also a chance for 
the general public to appreciate this fine art. 

Each company has its own flavour and 
focus. Shumka, the flagship of Ukrainian dance 
in Alberta, has worked hard on promotion by 
touring. For Volya or Cheremosh, the focus is 
more traditional. Some other companies focus 
on integrating contemporary elements. The 
common ground is that they all depict the 
Ukrainian spirit and lyricism through their 
energetic events. 

The enterprise is definitely a success story, 
particularly in Alberta. Edmonton and Calgary 
have become the capitals of Ukrainian dance in 
North America, thanks to dedicated pioneers, 
teachers and dancers, 99 per cent of whom are 
volunteers. Compared to Toronto, which has a 
Ukrainian population similar in size, Edmonton 
has twice the number of dancers. “It’s a bit of 
an anomaly,” chuckles Beyduza. 

The phenomenon is traceable to the net- 
work of schools instructing youth early and 
providing presentation opportunities. Extensive 
touring has attracted fresh talent too. 
“Nowadays, a lot of non-Ukrainians are getting 
involved.” The activity is a great way to stay fit, 
and instructors are adapting the choreography 
to adults. The acrobatics are toned down to 
allow an older crowd to embrace the art. 
“People are dancing well into their 60s. It's a 
. fun way to socialize too.”

The trend is telling: the art that was intro- 
duced in Canada by Vasyl Avramenko in 1925, 
is peaking. It has known a steady evolution 
from 1927, the year the Ukrainian immigrant 
toured the country extensively to pass on his 
passion for the folk heritage of his homeland. 

Interestingly, Ukrainian dance nowadays is 
quite different from the art form that emerged 
in Ukraine 400 years ago. Ballet has become 
mixed into it throughout the Soviet era and has 
changed the basic dances. “Here in Canada, 
we are more familiar with Central Ukraine 
dances. The Hopak! dance is one of those.” 
According to geographical provenance, many 
variations occur in the dances. But they all 
reflect the Ukrainian heritage, whether they are 
from the east or west of the motherland. 

The Hopak! Gala is more proof of the inno- 
vation taking place. The coming-together of the 
prominent Albertan companies at the Jubilee is 
a premiere of course. But to furthermore high- 
light the event, Professor Serhij Zubatov, head 
of the Department of Choreography at Kyiv's 
National University of Art and Culture has been 
summoned to choreograph the closing num- 
ber. Acrobatics for men, elegance and lyricism 
for the women are to be expected of the show. 

What does Beyduza hope for the next 20 
years of the association? To expand touring 
nation-wide and forge links with younger com- 
munities in Eastern Canada. To continue to 
develop locally and provincially, attracting 
young and old. Sounds like they will keep 
pushing boundaries.

MONSTROUS APPEAL 


IT'S NOT THE MONSTER UNDER THE BED 
that makes being a kid tough, but rather a 
whole pantheon of pop gods and goddesses 
playing havoe with a little tyke’s self-esteem 
This struggle between pop fantasy and a 
child's reality is what Carousel Theatre's pro- 
duction of Gremlin is all about. 

“It's the story of a little girl named Angela 
who wants to be a pop star but starts having 
self esteem problems,” director Carole Higgins 
explains. “She sees herself as dumb-and not 
good enough.” 

The titular monster comes in when Angela 
looks in the mirror and sees herself not as a 
normal kid but as a horrible creature. “The 
monster comes to life and starts doing all sorts 
of crazy things,” says Higgins. “She can’t make 
it go away until she learns that the monster is 
just part of her. “It's also about bullying. It 
offers some great coping mechanisms, how to 
recognize, what to do and definitely what not to 
do with a bully.” 

Writers Vanessa LeBourdais and lan 
Gschwind came up with the idea through their 
work with children while touring in productions 
just like this one across Canada. The effort 
earned the husband and wife team the 2001 
Betty Lambert Memorial Prize for Best New 
Script. 

Higgins believes, however, that, as much as 
the sharp script, it's the bombastic energy of 
the cast that makes this show. And, while the 
characters are children, Higgins also believes 
that the appeal is universal. “We all have our 
days when we look in the mirror and see a 
monster,” she says with a laugh. 

But how do you tell a story with a potent 
without boring the poor kids? Make it a musi- 
Cal, of course. “The actors put a lot of physical 
work into it,” says Higgins. “There’s some real- 
ly good shtick in the script and lots of fun 
American Idol-esque stuff.” 

The tough part is getting the entire produc- 
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tion from one province to another in as little 
time a possible. “The actors just left this 
{Tuesday} morning,” explains Higgins. “They 
travel in a 15-person van—that’s space for the 
actors, the crew and the set. There's no space 
for luggage.” 

The play has been touring around British 
Columbia elementary schools since September 
25 with, Higgins points out, “a lot of positive 
feedback,” She's confident that everyone will 
get here intact on time for Friday's opening and 
still have enough energy to put on the kind of

Sensing a large feast of turkey with 
stuffing in my near future, I intend- 
ed to make it something small. I shut 
down my trusty iMac, switched off 
the radio, perennially tuned to 
CJSR—Mick Sleeper’s Soul 
Shakedown Party from 8 — 10 pm on 
Mondays in particular is a balm to 
my weekly deadline panic—and 
headed out with Outkast's devastat-

The fries that came with my chick- 
en wrap were stout, crinkle-cut 
things, glistening with oil (but not 
greasy) and crying out for a vinegar 
bath. I obliged. The chicken wrap 
was decent in its way, bundled in a 
faintly orange tortilla and split in 
two to expose its cargo of chicken 
strips in hot sauce, lettuce, tomato, 
ranch dressing and red onion. The 
chicken-to-breading ratio leane¢ 
decisively in the direction of crispy 
but I could see how that would seem 
pleasurable. And I have to applaud 
the ingenuity of the cooks at Ricky's, 
who have found a way to separate 
hot sauce flavour from actual heat 
The wrap’s intensity of flavour 
mostly came from the powerful 
loops of red onion 

Was I slaked? Are any of us ever 
truly satisfied? I was certainly ful 
enough for the time being and m 
server was quick about getting me 
the bill as I polished off a few more 
pages of Chandler and installed 
Assertion’s brainy post-hardcore 
jeremiad Powerless into my disc 
player. The bill came out just over 
$10, which didn’t seem unfair, espe 
Gilly since they would have refilled 
my Coke for free, had I asked. But 
there are deeper, more elusive forms 
of satisfaction that no Buffalo chick- 
en wrap, no matter how tasty, can 
lay a finger on. A stop by the local 
spirit vendors netted me a sale- 
priced six of Samuel Adams Lager 
($8.99 with a limited-time offer 
glass), which I piloted home to enjoy 
with an episode from Krzysztof 
Kieslowski’s complex, artful 
Dekalog ($64.99, Facets Video), the 
late, great director's dramatic explo- 
ration of the 10 Commandments in 
10 hour-long chunks. Because there 
are many kinds of sustenance in the 
world, and not all of them can be 
consumed with hot sauce.

Cruising the Cosmos 





Fully functioning libido 
Physically challenged aren’t asexual; 
abuse and ignorance are the problems 


NO MEANS NO, RIGHT? 

Well, theoretically. But you don’t have 
to be Kobe Bryant to know how blurry 
the lines can get when it comes to con- 
sent between able-bodied adults. 

So imagine the confusion if you could 
only communicate “no” by moving your 

eyes downward and to the left. And just 

imagine how well that would stand up in 
court. “But sir, | thought the victim was 
glancing at her shoes because she want- 
ed me to take them off so | could have 
sex with her.” 

This is partly why people with disabili- 
ties are two to six times more likely to 
net from sexual abuse than the rest of 

the population, according to sexual 
health educators, Jake Pyne and Fran 
Odette. Their workshop, the Speak Up 
Project, is designed to sensitize sexual 
health educators to sexuality issues fac- 
ing disabled people with severe speech 
impairments, specifically those who use 
Augmentative and Alternative 
Communication (ACC). ACC helps these 
people communicate through unaided 
methods—like gestures, eye movement, 
body language, and sign language—or 
aided methods, such as photographs, 
drawings, displays, and voice output or 
text devices. 

Most of us have a hard time asking for 
what we want in bed even if we have full 
speech capabilities. Try-spelling out “a 
little to the left” using only a combination 
of body language, sign language, eye 
movement or a mechanical aid that 
either prints out or electronically verbal- 
izes what you'd like to say, without los- 
ing the moment 

Not that we like to imagine a physical- 
ly disabled person needing someone to 
find his or her magic spot—or that we 
generally consider them sexual beings at 
all, for that matter, which makes it easier 
to ignore the fact that they're vulnerable 
to sexual abuse. 

Sadly, this risk is far higher than it is 
for the rest of us for a number of rea- 
sons. 

Physically disabled people often have 
parents who are overprotective and 
haven't given them access to information 
about their sexuality, or the tools to deal 
with it. As a result, they are less clear on 
the concept of appropriate touch and 
others can take advantage. If a health 
care attendant crosses the line, for 
instance, he can say he was simply 
washing or moving the patient, and he or 
she misinterpreted his actions. It’s the 
attendant’s word against that of a patient 
who can only communicate using ACC. 
Guess who's gonna get heard? 

Even if an attendant is caught acting 
inappropriately, the consequences are 
shockingly mild. Pyne says the problem 
is all-too-often dealt with internally and 
offending attendants are merely told to 
leave the home quietly or are simply 
taken off that particular patient. 

Hardly incentive to blow the whistle 
on someone. 

Especially if everyone else in the home 
wants a little masturbation assistance, 
too. That’s what happened to one guy in 
Toronto. “He was getting ‘assisted mas- 
turbation’ that he felt crossed a line and 
which he considered abuse,” Pyne 
retells. “He reported the attendant, and 
the others.in the home were mad 
because he wrecked the chances of them 
all getting masturbation assistance.” 

You're also gonna think twice about 
rocking the boat if, like most disabled 
people, you’re poor and your name has 
been on a waiting list for housing for 
several years. 

“People keep quiet because he or she 
might risk losing Saietes hous 
seilesealban agency i 3 
ne says. “Pe 








your sexuality when you're living in a 
culture that is rather uncomfortable with 
it 

“When someone is relying on others 
to interpret their messages about their 
body and that person's uncomfortable 
with your sexuality, it can cause prob- 
lems,” says Pyne. “Imagine having to 
rely on attendants who are not trained tc 
identify symptoms of sexual health prob 
lems, like unusual vaginal discharge, for 
example.” 

Pyne describes one guy who'd had a 
blood transfusion back in the '70s and 
wondered for 25 years if he had HIV 
When Pyne talked about HIV tests ina 
workshop, this guy pointed to himself 
“He got tested and finally put his mind at 
ease after 25 years,” says Pyne 

Clearly these people need relevant 
information about sex as well as non- 
judgmental support, argues Pyne. In one 
Case, an artist created images for a 
workshop about intimacy for the physi- 
cally disabled and one of the pictures 
involved the missionary position. “You're 
trying to teach these people that they car 
enjoy intimacy, yet they're seeing an

image that completely contradicts this 
because this depiction of intimacy is not 
necessarily available to them.” 

And try looking at your vagina in a 
mirror—something women are often 
encouraged to do to get in touch with 
their sexuality—if you're in a wheelchair 
Not gonna happen. 

Physically challenged folks also have 
few role models. | mean, how often do 
we hear Christopher Reeves talk about 
his sex life? And when's the last time 
you Saw a person in a wheelchair getting 
it on in a movie or on TV. Yet we tend to 
stick physically challenged people in 
front of the tube, where they can spend 
hours watching sexually explicit material 
that has very little to do with their reality. 
So they get all the stimulus without any 
of the tools to know what to do about it. 
Great. 

Unfortunately, workshops dealing with 
sexuality are not very well received by 
homes for the disabled, says Pyne. But 
projects like Speak Up are doing their bit 
to try to change that because it’s clearly 
what these people need and want. 

“When we do workshops in homes,” 
explains Pyne, “we give the patients 
cards that say ‘work,’ ‘relationships,’ and 
‘sexuality,’ and.ask them if they had to 
give one up, which would it be. No one 
ever gives up the sexuality card.”

“Take off the bisexual blinders and re-read 

“(10's letter, AA. Her boy-porn-perusing 
boyfriend is cruising the Internet for gay 
porn and personals, obsessed with the 

“taboo” of homosexuality, and having sex 
with men. Worried that he might be gay 
CIO mentions that their sex life is good, 
“owing to the fact that it takes him a very 
Jong time to reach orgasm. In fact, some- 
imes he doesn't get there at all.” 

For me, AA, that long-time-to-reach, 

metimes-doesn't-get-there stuff was the 
red “not bisexual, gay” flag. One reader who 

reed with my take on CIO's boyfriend 
hided me for not giving proper emphasis 
this revealing detail: “You failed to men- 
tion, Dan, that ClO's boyfriend's sexual sta- 
mina (he takes a very long time to reach 
rgasm, and sometimes never gets there at 
all) is probably due to the fact that she 
doesn't really turn him on, and/or he has 
trouble fantasizing about his chatroom bud- 
dies when he’s in bed with her and not at 
his PC.” 

So let's emphasize it now: Cl0's 
boyfriend, unlike a truly bisexual dude, 
doesn't sound very passionate about het- 
erosexual sex. The fact that CIO's boyfriend 
was able to fuck her does not, AA, “make it 
Clear that he’s not gay.” If fucking a woman 
proves a man’s not gay, then I’m not gay. 
Like almost all gay men out there, AA, | 
have successfully fucked women—| had to 
‘think about guys the whole time, and it 
didn’t always work (I didn’t always “get 
there”), but | managed. 

,So while I’m willing to acknowledge that 
there are lots of bisexuals out there, AA, you 
have to be willing to acknowledge that there

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Return of Simplefood 
Eating organic need not leave 
you in debt 


ANYONE WHO'S BEEN IN THE MAR- 
ket for organic food knows that 
keeping the pantry stocked can be a 
pretty pricey affair. That’s why a 

yup of Edmontonians started 
Simplefood last summer. The distri- 
bution cooperative has brand new 
digs and is taking orders for the first 
time since the move. 

“Organic food is the way that 
food has been grown for quite some 
time,” explains Jay Moore, co- 
founder of Simplefood, when asked 
why he made the choice to eat 
organic. “It’s only a recent develop- 
ment that we've had fertilizers and 
pesticides and genetically modified 
foods added to the mix. Organic, to 
me, is the way things should be; it’s 
not an anomaly.” 

Right now Simplefood offers non- 
perishable, certified-organic food in 
bulk. Selections range from staples 
like rice and flour, to gourmet items 


_ like balsamic vinegar and dried shi- 


itake mushrooms. 
For a nominal fee (which can be 


_ waived in exchange for volunteer 


hours) you become a member. Then, 
you check out the Simplefood order 
form online, pick out the items 
you'd like, drop form and payment 


~ at one of two locations, and

Simplefood places the order. When 
it arrives, you take your own con- 
tainers to their downtown location 
and measure out the amount 
requested. 

“We're hoping to do this month- 
ly,” says Kim Smith, who has also 
been with Simplefood since the 
beginning. “Right now, though, peo- 
ple must understand our limitations. 
Most of us are either undergraduate 
or graduate students... We're a 

roots organization, and we 
don’t have a business mindset—we 
just want people to be able to get a 


supply of organic food on a regular

basis and to have them be able to 
afford it.” 

Smith explains that because 
Simplefood is volunteer-based, 
because they purchase in bulk and 
because the food is produced or dis- 
tributed locally, the cost to the indi- 
vidual is significantly less than it 
would be in a specialty store 

Most importantly, it’s food that 
can be consumed with a clear con- 
science. Simplefood promises you're 
avoiding everything from middle- 
men profits and unnecessary pack- 
aging to chemical treatments and 
GMOs—you're even eliminating the 
extra fuels that would be bumed if 
your food were trucked in from a 
faraway source 

“1 think that’s what our coopera- 
tive is really doing. It’s not just say- 
ing that organic food is healthier for 
you,” Smith says. “It is saying that 
we are trying to reestablish a connec- 
tion with the earth.”

experience, Joanne McCartney says 
she could see problems with the 


way the system dealt with prosti- 
tutes every time she stepped into a 
courtroom. 

“I would sit at the back and listen 
to the defense lawyer saying, ‘She's 
back with her mother; she’s off the 
streets and off drugs,’ and think to 
myself, ‘I just talked to that girl on 
the street the night before. But 
wouldn't it be great if they actually 
were doing that stuff?” McCartney

recalls. “I wanted to go to the courts 
and credibly be able to say,‘They 
did do this. Here's the certificate 
from rehab.” 

As a member of Prostitutes 
Awareness and Action Foundation 
of Edmonton (PAAFE), she and her 
colleagues applied to the federal 
government and were granted the 
money to create a two-year pilot 
project aimed at getting prostitutes 





off the street. Now, at the end of 
that time span, PAAFE members 
are scrambling to find a new source 
of funding. 

In those two years, of the 54 
women who joined the program, 40 
left street life for good. McCartney 
says, contrary to what you'd expect, 
most weren't new to prostitution: 
“Five of these people were new to 
the street but average length of time 
people were out there was almost 
eight years. The average age was 32 
years old.” 

The first part of the program 
includes a forum for police, social 
workers, and different levels of gov- 
emment to get together and identify 
policies that create barriers to exit- 
ing street life. The second—called a 
diversion program-involves tack- 
ling the women’s problems ona 
case-by-case basis. 

“When they would get charged 
with a prostitution-related offense, 
they would be [informed that] 
there’s an alternative program 
available to going to court,” 
McCartney explains. “So, if they 
were interested in trying, they 
would call me. I would meet with 
them, talk about their issues, find 
out why they were out there. And 
using community resources, I 
would refer them into programs 
that would help them deal with

Ranging in age from 21-40 years 
old, the digitally connected Flash 
Mob participants (who are predomi- 
nantly well-educated professionals) 
pay homage by assemblage to their 
guru, the Internet aficionado 
Howard Rheingold. Rheingold’s 
new book, Smart Mobs: The Coming 
Social Revolution (smartmobs.com ) 
foretells the arrival of a digitally 
social revolution. As stated on 
Rheingold’s Web site: 

“Smart mobs emerge when com- 
munication and computing tech- 
nologies amplify human talents for 
cooperation. The impacts of smart 
mob technology already appear to 
be both beneficial and destructive, 
used by some of its earliest adopters 
to support democracy and by others 
to coordinate terrorist attacks. The 
technologies that are beginning to 
make smart mobs possible are 


mobile communication devices and 
pervasive computing...” 

Rheingold, who has recently 
given a slew of press interviews, 
points to events such as the World 
Trade Organization riots in Seattle 
when protestors used “updated 
Web sites, cellphones, and ‘swarm- 
ing’ tactics” to stage their over- 
whelming protests. In addition, he 
also claims “a million Filipinos top- 
pled President Estrada through pub- 
lic demonstrations organized 
through salvos of text messages.” 
Emails and cellphone messaging 
may indeed be the revolutionaries’ 
mode of rally today, and so for Flash 
Mobs. 


City this past June, when hundreds 
of Mobsters bombarded the carpet 
department at Macy’s. They collec- 
tively demanded that they were 
looking for carpets for their com- 
mune, to the sheer amazement of the 
salesman on duty. The entire event 
was coordinated by a series of 
emails that were forwarded from 
one person to another. 

However, the original Flash Mob 
in NYC had a drawback: a recipient 
of the Flash Mob email alerted the 
police to the happening, and a 
paddy wagon and a group of law 
enforcement officials showed up to 
thwart the Flash Mob. Asa result, 
Mob leaders have taken extra pre- 








So far, at least, Flash Mobs are 
nonpolitical. But is the Flash Mob 
phenomenon a sign of other things 
to come? With the power of Internet 
groups, mass emails, and cellphone 
messages, Flash Mobs manage to 
gather together groups of people, 
many of whom are complete 
strangers.

cautions to ward off not only fie 
police but also the press. Starting 
with New York, Mob sightings Peas 
now been reported in San Francisco, 
France, Italy, Korea, Toronto, and 
elsewhere, where Mobs, after syn- 
chronizing their watches, burst into 
thunderous applause at a designated 
time, or stand shoulder-to-shoulder 
in an effort to depict their “perfor- 
mance art.” 

So, what's the point of a Flash 
Mob? There is no point, apparently. 
As in the Washington Post, 
Flash Mob participant Tom etl a 
Web developer, described the phe- 
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nomenon as such: “It’s catching on 
mostly because of the spontaneity. 
With world events the way they are, 
people look at it as an escape.”(21 
August ’03) Interesting, though, 
that—as many have observed— 
these so-called mobs haven't caused 
the alarm that perhaps they should, 
given the fact that we live in a post- 
9/11 world. 

Perhaps the Flash Mob is nothing 
more than a harmless, passing fad. 
Fads, after all, have been the rage, 
particularly in the past century. 
From the 1920s when flagpole sitting 
became a fashionable trend, to.gold 
fish swallowing, to phone-booth and 
Volkswagen “Bug stuffing,” to 
streaking, similar fads have fascinat- 
ed and swept the world, enlisting 
people who either engage in these 
activities because they are trying to 
make a point, or who participate for 
no other reason than to allay sheer 
boredom. Simply put, these people 
have time to spare, and they are 
tired with the routine of daily life. 


THE SAME OLD MOB 

Nor are Flash Mobs terribly 
unique, as a recent article in the L.A. 
Times states, “The Dadaists were 
doing this in Zurich in 1916... Others 
point to the Situationists of late 50’s- 
early 60s France, who called for art 
that would defy commodification, 
thus spawning events known as 
Happenings. “(Sep 5, 2003) 
“Happenings” have also been 
ascribed to the 1960s Merry 
Pranksters, led by author Ken Kesey, 
Neal Cassady and the rest of their 
merry gang, who indulged in 
tremendous amounts of various 
drugs, staged bizarre street antics, 
and defined an era of f famboyancn 
and extreme excess: 

More recent years have witnessed 
the odd antics of organizations such 
as the ey Society (cacopho- 
ny.org), which proclaims it is “unit- 
ed in the pursuit of experiences . . 


A well-publicized and infamous 
event staged by the Cacophony 
Society, for example, is the SantaCon 
which involves hundreds of intoxi- 
cated members in Santa Claus cos-

What is significant in the moden 
day Flash Mob scenario is, of cour 
the clever use of digital communi:

How much do companies on campus 
influence what gets taught and how? 


I READ A QUOTE IN ADBUSTERS 
the other day that says your average 
student could identify 70,000 corpo- 
rate logos but only 10 plant species. 
Deciding to test this theory, I carried 
out my own focus group with a set 
of cue cards on campus. Armed with 
pictures of 100 different corporate 
symbols and 50 common area 

plants, I quizzed 50 students and 
was astonished by the results: The 
average University student could 
identify 90 out of the 100 corporate 
logos but only one plant species. 
Many even had trouble identifying 
the wild rose, Alberta’s official 
flower. 

It’s not really a surprise, given that 
we're faced with a barrage of ads 
every day. The point is that without 
even fully realizing it, we are part of 
a corporate culture whose icons 
have impressed themselves on us 
from infancy. That presence is 
steadily permeating more and more 
of our world, even extending into 
our places of learning. 

The University of Alberta, like 
most other universi- 
ties in Canada, has 
been forced to turn 
to this same private 
sector for a much- 
needed source of 
revenue. Since the 
Alberta govern- 
ment’s huge cuts to 
post secondary edu- 
cation in 1993, fund-

NAMING RIGHTS 

Increasingly, buildings are being 
named after large corporations. In 
exchange for a small donation, a cor- 
poration can rename almost any 
building on campus. A short walk 
around campus will reveal all sorts 
of corporate brandings. Corporate 
logos such as Syncrude, Trans Alta, 
and Epcor adorn doorways. Entire 
buildings now don corporate logos; 
the Telus Centre being perhaps the 
best-known example. Shell has two 
rooms bearing its namesake. 


International diamond conglomerate 


DeBeers has its name on a diamond 
laboratory. There are now sessions 
for student leaders on how to attract 
corporate sponsors and how much 
money to ask for. 

Corporations, in addition to get- 
ting more name recognition, are able 
to use naming as a public relations 
tool, therby boosting their profile as 
a community servants 
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THE CORPORATIZATION OF 
THE BOARD OF GOVERNORS 
The Board of Governors (BoG) is 
the highest governing body on cam- 
pus and is responsible for approving 

everything from naming rights, to 
construction proposals, to tuition 
increases. (The Board of Governors 
has voted in favour of tuition 
increases every year the Klein gov- 
ernment has been in power.) The 20- 
member board includes three stu- 
dents; one non-academic staff repre- 
sentative; two academic staff repre- 


resented business interests including 
Economic Development Edmonton, 
PCL, Drylander Ranch Ltd., Western 
Economic Diversification, Hong- 
Kong Business Association, Juniper 
Group, Cathton Holdings Ltd. and 
ATCO, 


RESEARCH 

The University of Alberta is now 
one of the top research schools in the 
country. A disturbing trend in 
Canada is the idea of public/private 
partnerships. These partnerships 
require private sector involvement 
before the government will match 
the donation. This commercial focus 
distorts the free exchange of ideas 
Greater reliance on private funding 
means that university research is 
limited to-those fields that have 
“market value.” Basic research or 
research for the “public good” is a 
hard sell in corporate boardrooms 
businesses are interested in applied 
research that has an immediate 
return. It’s not a coincidence that the 
Faculty of Arts is shrinking, that the 
budget for Religious Studies was 
severely cut last year, or that, two 
years ago, Canadian Studies disap- 
peared altogether. Meanwhile, fund- 
ing for professional programs like 
engineering grows steadily 

The implications are ominous for 
programs that cannot attract corpo- 
rations and for those pro- 
§ grams which cannot be 
| made to appear mar- 

» ketable. 

There have been 
increased examples of 
corporate interests 
| infringing on research 
practices and ethics. One 
of the most famous cases 
is that of Dr. Nancy 
Olivieri, a clinician at the 
University of Toronto. 
Dr. Olivieri’s research 
showed that the drug she 
was testing posed serious 
dangers to patients. The 
corporate co-sponsor of 
her work objected to her 
results, threatened legal 
action for their publica- 
tion and had her removed from the 
project. Although Olivieri was rein- 
stated after tremendous pressure by 
various professional associations, the 
case raises important questions over 
the extent to which strings come 
attached to corporate donations.

DO YOU REMEMBER SUNERA 
Thobani, the UBC professor 
who, on October 1, 2001, pro- 
claimed that American for- 
eign policy was “soaked in 
blood”? Do you remember 
the outrage that culminated in 
the RCMP investigating 
whether or not her statement 
constituted a hate crime? So 
far, this is easy enough—this 
much is what made it into 
almost every paper I was read- 
ing at the time. What I don’t 
recall reading is anything about 
what she said beyond those 
three words. I don’t think I knew 
in the first place. At any rate, it 
appears it wasn’t worth mention- 
ing in any of the papers that 
picked up her story. 

It is this kind of omission that 
After Shock addresses. It docu- 
ments reactions of shock and out- 
rage on the part of feminists 
around the world to the terrorist 
attacks themselves and to the 
American responses to them. The 
collection is organized in two parts: 
the first is a compilation of pieces 
that were written as immediate 
responses to events. These address 
the initial attacks, the subsequent 
war in Afghanistan—beginning 
with the bombing campaign and 
moving on to the destruction of the 
Taliban regime—and they finish 
with a series of commentaries on 
the precarious peace that followed. 
These essays were all written con- 
temporarily with the events they 
describe; as such, they represent an 
ad hoc history of thoughtful, femi- 
nist responses to what the authors 
perceived as a series of thoughtless, 
pointless atrocities. 

It is fascinating to return to what

An international hit by emerging 
playwright Glenn Berger, this 
delightful romp dares to explore the 
very underpinnings of human exis 
tence. The query on the table: why 
are we here and what does the life of 
any individual mean in the grand 
scheme of things? 

Heavy stuff, but the idea-rich tale 
unfolds its philosophy in a way that 
manages to neatly skirt pedantic 
style and didactic tone 

Boasting one of Canada’s best 
comic actors, Andy Curtis, this tight 
engaging one-person work is end 
lessly fascinating as an example of 
hyper-engaged storytelling, and an 
elegant textbook example of how to 
dramatically animate any situation. 

The scenario in question is the 
mysterious return of a now-ancient 
guidebook (a Baedeker, the wildly 
ubiquitous Victorian-era travelers’ 
guide) to a Dutch library 113 years 
after having been checked out. 

This odd and faceless arrival-— 
deposited without fanfare via the 
night-drop chute—enrages the sensi- 
bility of Curtis’ unnamed control- 
freak librarian. 

Most folk would just let this odd 
event drop (the book in question is 
long out-of-date as a guidebook and 
would have been culled from the 
stacks 110 years before had it been 
returned in good time), but not our 
librarian! 

In fact, he does the very opposite: 
he starts off on a world-spanning, 











years-long search for the delinquent 
book borrower and completely 
reforms himself from the ultimate 
stay-at-home, risk-averse lump to an 
ver-the-top obsessive 

Heck, the character dips so-deeply 
into the compulsive as to become 
outright conspiracy-oriented. To wit 
he play as a whole is structured as a 
self-referential “presentation” by the 
librarian to the Varscona Theatre 
audience—mentioned by name ona 
set-piece poster—about his “evi- 
dences” concerning the mysterious 


book-borrower, “his box ¢ 
prove a life.”

This particular production kept 
me on the edge of my seat from start 
to finish in large part due to the end- 
less watch-ability of Curtis. | never 
doubted for a seconded his owner- 
ship of the text (which is a mouthful, 
ruined if you can’t fully believe in it 
as genuine autobiography), and his 
command of physical comedy is 
stunning. His performance grows 
almost frenetic towards the end (as 
the librarian dips way down into the 
wells of madness/ enlightenment), 
but never seems forced, always 
organically funny but never milked. 
(Kudos to the seamless direction by 
Jim DeFelice for working in both this 
energetic performance as well as the 
postmodern bells and audio-visual 
whistles.) 

This instant classic sits well along- 
side other existential travel-and mys- 
tery-laden works like Sophie's World, 
Zen and the Art of Motorcycle 
Maintenance, and Brian Fawcett’s 
Cambodia and Public Eye. As for the 
metaphoric end of the play, I can’t 
say too much lest I give away some 
necessary and enjoyable audience 
surprises, so you'll have to take my 
word that it does the philosophical 
job ever-so-deftly.

“Tf 1 [hadn’t called] the ambulance 
within a couple of hours, the doctor 
said I would have died,” says the 
writer and star of Dead Man Talking. 

Most people know little more 
about meningitis than stories of 
young people struck with what 
seems like a bad flu and then just 
dying, Baumung was struck with it 
in the winter of 2001 while taking 
drama at Grant MacEwan College. 
“Your brain starts swelling a little 
bit,” he describes. “It takes over your 
body in the sense that you don’t nec- 
essarily know that your body’s been

Now that Kev has 
the successful Open Range ($15 mil- 
lion in profits, and decently 
reviewed) to resurrect his career 
after a decade of failure, Hollywood 
needs a new whipping boy. Radio 
cinches it: Cuba’s going down. 

An Oscar-winner for Best 
Supporting Actor in Jerry Maguire, 
Gooding’s really stepped up to the 
plate when it comes to consistent ter- 
riblemovie presence. Check out this 
buffet of crap from the last few 
years: Pearl Harbor, Rat Race, Snow 
Dogs, Boat Trip, and, most recently, 
The Fighting Temptations. At 
www. rottentomatoes.com, the aver- 
age of positive ratings bestowed by 
critics upon these five films is 28.2 
per cent, with The Fighting 
Temptations receiving the most 
acclaim (a less-than-zealous 45 per 
cent), and Boat Trip the decidedly

Radio, “inspired by a true story,” 
sucks ina unique way—one entirely 
different from Cuba’s previous 
films.

Gooding Jr. plays the title charac 
ter, a mentally challenged boy who

WHAT HAPPENS? DOES THE

Then: Elvis Costello was the 
Prince of Dark Humour, a seeming- 
ly inexhaustible spring of thrillingly 
original melody and biting word- 
Play. 

Now: Costello the crooner, whose 
voice sounds like nothing as much 
as goose farts ona foggy day (as Leo 
Kottke famously described his own 
vocal style) is trying to out-Paul the 
later years of Saint John of Liverpool 
with a low-key barrage of under- 
whelming wuthering. His tiresome 
song cycle (good-bye former Pogue 
Caitlin O’Riordan, hello jazzy-coun- 
terpart-to-Anne-Murray Diana 
Krall) is a maudlin, single-tempo 
stab at making “respectable” music. 
But whereas Costello fans are used 
to the man’s unrelenting rut-reject- 
ing ways, his 90-degree turns used 
to promise adventure rather than a 
forced march. 

Nothing against, you know, sad 
songs... or happy songs for that mat- 
ter... but would it be too much to 
ask for a melody that doesn’t head 
out the door at noon and comes 
back at dawn having forgotten 
where the hell it was going in the 
first place? And how about those 
pedestrian lyrics? “Friends look at 
me these days with fond 
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surprise/But when I start to s; 

they roll their eyes.” No doubt, 
Sunny Jim: maybe they’re wishing 
they were Randy Newmans friends 
instead. 

Then: Aretha Franklin was a gen- 
uine soul diva, her soaring, purring, 
searing voice a balm and an affirma- 
tion to those few of us with broken 
hearts and/or hope for the future. 

Now: The Queen of Soul apes the 
soulless princesses who thought the 
way to be Aretha was to ratchet up 
the melisma to absurd degrees, for- 
getting that the ornaments were just 
the last toss of the head, the final fin- 
ger in the face when Aretha made 
us really feel-the hurt or the joy. 
Once capable of sending shivers 
down the spine and into the finger- 
tips, Franklin now sets the scalp to 

itching with fingernails-on-chalk- 
boards shrieking. 

She's often needed someone to 
steer her away from her own taste 
for the mawkish, but this generic 





MOR soul stew would bore your 
pants off if it could be bothered to 
undo the zip. And what about the 
dopey lyrics: “Woke up this morn- 
ing toa perfect day/ Opened my 
window heard a sparrow say (Twee 
dee deet deet).” What other artist of 
Franklin’s caliber would sing dog- 
gerel like that and call it poetry? If 
you answered “Elvis Costello,” treat 
yourself to a nice CD, because you 
wouldn't be paying any attention to 
this one if the singer hadn’t once 
been The Queen. 

Heaven forbid that talented 
artists should spend their dotage in 
silence, but heaven also ought to 
forbid that they ask that others pay 
to epee their wimped-out vanity.

So, in case you don’t remember 
why this is a good thing, here's. refresher. 
The band’s debut in '88 did for hard rock what 
Bad Brains did for punk—bring a sonically 
aggressive and lyrically political sound, filtered 
through an African American experience, to an 
almost exclusively Anglo genre. The group's 
two follow-up full-length albums failed to 
duplicate the success of Vivid though, mostly 
because they were both less focused and 
more adventurous, exploring punk to R&B. 
Not surprisingly, the inability to decide on the 
direction of a fourth album was their demise. 
Now, with CollidOscope, the New Yorkers 
are visiting some familiar territory with mixed 
results. Overall the album is infused with more 
spacey electronic flourishes than ever before, 
contains the same biting social commentary 
(notably “Nightmare City” and “In Your 


Alexander in the re-formed Stooges. 
Impressed yet? The genesis of “punk-funk” 
can be traced through Watt and the 
Minutemen on a classic series of albums that 
culminated in the two album Double Nickels 
on the Dime (trucker slang for the speed 
limit).

Every reggae fan knows of the ska 
that McCook blew on, but not everyone has 
heard his jazz-flavoured work from the 
Blazing Horns and the untitled LP that makes 
up Tenor In Roots have been combined 
together by Blood & Fire for this release.

HEY YOU! STOP HERE A MINUTE!

That band could 
have been the Waltons, who made 
two well-crafted, poorly circulated 
records for Warner, before their 
quiet disappear- 
ance that ranks as 
the fourth- or 
fifth-most curious 
Canadian rock ‘n’ 
roll mystery of the 
‘90s. One minute 
they were here, 
the next, it’s six 
years later and 
their former front 
man Jason Plumb 
is making his solo 
debut with Linder 
and Over, ona 
brand-new record 
label. C'mon! 
Doncha wanna 
find out? Savage Love'll be there 
when you're finished! 

There's probably a long, dreary 
version of the story of how this par- 
ticular group with lots of potential, 
following the independent release 
of their first album, saw it all slip 
away after signing with a major 
label, but luckily, Plumb’s got the 
short one: “No drama, really. They 
just decided to not try to sell 
records and then wondered why 
our records weren't selling and 
gave us our walking papers.” 

That isn’t to say that they don’t 
still keep in touch. “I still receive 
statements in the mail, quarterly, of 
how much the Waltons owe 
Warmer,” he says. “We still owe 
them half a million dollars.” 

Ouch. Well, there’s probably a 
club somewhere that he could join,

Investors Music puts rock before commerce; 
plus Pilate and the John Henry Band 


NEEVAH 
THE MENTION OF RECORD LABEL 
executives generally conjures up 
images of money-hungry, suit-and- 
tie music salesmen who are out to 
cash in on artists’ creations. 
Edmonton's Investors Music, then, is 
something of an enigma, consider- 
ing it’s strictly non-profit and was 
initiated by a self-proclaimed music 
aficionado, Randy Sheehan. 
Sheehan's mission is simply to help 
advance independent music as a 
whole. The label formed just over a 
year ago and is getting ready to 
release its first full-length studio 
album by Edmonton hard-rockers 
Neevah (formerly Haven). 

“The music business is driven by 
money more than it is about the 
music, so we didn’t want it to be 
about the money,” explains 
Sheehan. Even independent bands 
with immense talent find they have 
a tough road to maneuver when 
they try to break into the music 
industry’s mainstream. Besides the 
demands leveled against their own 
time, there are the lofty prices that 
are tied to promotion, studio time, 
equipment, and bookings. Sheehan 
says Investors Music assists aspiring 
local acts to spread the word by cov- 
ering as much of those fringe costs 
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as possible. The money comes partly 
from bands’ merchandise sales, but 
it is also—principally—a financial 
sacrifice made by Sheehan, an 
investment consultant by trade. “I 
pretty much use 30 per cent of my 
mutual fund commissions to fund 
the bands,” he notes. 

“The budget is pretty much what- 
ever I can spare, and it’s been a pret- 
ty expensive process so far. The label 
is really non-profit right now,” 
Sheehan laughs. Combined with the 
financial sacrifice, Sheehan dedicates 
a huge amount of his time to men- 
toring the bands and helping them 
out with everything—from market- 
ing plans to “standing outside in the 
rain at three am hanging posters.” 

Sheehan has also been working 
with contacts at larger labels to 
which he regularly sends packages 
on behalf of local artists. “As the 
label grows, we make contacts with 
other labels, and a few of them have 
been helping us out and teaching us 
the ropes,” he explains. “There's 
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probably going to be a few of our 
bands that go to one of them pretty 
quick.” 

This weekend, the label will be 
supporting Neevah’s release, Cycles, 
which is Investors Music’s first full- 
length studio album. The infectious- 
ly heavy riffs of the Spruce Grove 
natives perked the ears of Nick 
Blagona (Tea Party, Fifth Season, 
The Police, Deep Purple, Rush) who 
produced the album. The result is an 
impressively melodic set of songs 
that swing between dynamic Tool- 
like compositions and over-the-top 
Godsmack-style distortion, all of 
which feature an oddly poetic and 
well-textured soundscape. . 

With their newly polished track- 
ing of originals—and after paying 
their dues to the Edmonton clubs— 
the band appears poised to take their 
strong songs to the next level. Of 
course, they'll owe at least a couple 
words of thanks to Sheehan in their 
liner notes.

PILATE 
POVERTY-STYLE PRODUCTION, 
crackling guitars, tinny drums, and 
guest vocals from a minor 
Canadian-content celebrity: these are 
just a few of the clues you can use to 
distinguish a small Canuck band 
from its high-profile, more-worldly 
counterparts. Whether it’s a conse- 
quence of the North’s homogenous- 
ly-enhanced radio, or an effect of the 
North's so-small music community, 
you can often identify a Canadian 
band after, say, 15 seconds of any 
given song. Toronto-based melan- 
choly rockers Pilate is a blinding 
exception to the rule, but then again, 
they’re a blinding exception to a lot 
of typical band clichés. 

“| think it’s a benefit for us to not 
sound Canadian. We didn’t ever 
want to be a Can-rock band, but it 
wasn’t ever a real focus for us to get 
away from that either,” Pilate’s lead 
singer, Todd Clark, says, revealing a 
light New Zealand accent. Clark 
relocated to Canada just before delv- 
ing into music and says his early 
musical musings might be one rea- 
son why the band sends out a 
unique vibe to audiences here. “Brit- 
pop has influenced a lot of people in 
the band, and even the fact that I 
grew up in New Zealand had a lot of 
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effect. There was a bit more of the 
UK culture around, so I grew up on 
bands like U2, and in the end [our 
music] is a product of those sounds 
[that] I was exposed to,” he notes. 

Add to the mix Clark’s formal 
vocal training at the University of 
Western Ontario—in everything 
from opera to musical theatre—and 
the result is a front man with a very 
atypical background. “Going to ~ 
school for your voice is like anything 
you get an education on: you learn 
the building blocks you need [in 
order] to adapt your voice [to] all 
kinds of songs. You learn to under- 
stand your voice and how to create 
certain sounds,” he explains. In the 
beginning, Clark says, he wasn’t 
sure if he would dedicate himself to 
classical music or to rock ‘n’ roll, but 
after a few years of dabbling in the- 
atre, he “decided to start a rock 
group where you have more free- 
dom and there’s no limit to what 
you can do.” 

Recently signed to Maple Music 
Recordings, Pilate’s debut album,

Gorham took the dwindling pop- 
ularity of the hall scene as a cue to 
pack up and head to the lights of 
Edmonton, where he began record- 
ing Charmin’ Billy, his first entirely- 
self-composed record. Although h« 
not quite certain what genre the 
result of his efforts falls into, 
Gorham promises that “it’s rowdy 
and it’s beer-drinking music.” 

He's combined the influence of 
rural rambunctiousness with big-cit 
musicianship and devised a conten 
porary rendering of old-fashioned 
country tunes. “I consider it conten 
porary honky-tonk music. It draw 
lot on music from the early ‘40s and 
‘50s, but I’ve been playing and lis- 
tening to other music for a long tin 
so there are elements of swing and 
bluegrass too,” Gorham adds. 

While it may seem odd to mix th 
fiddles of farm music with the met 
ropolitan mindset, Gorham believe 
it's a workable combination. “Ever 
though Edmonton is a big city—and 
there are over 800,000 people here- 
it still feels like a small town,” he 





notes. “I run into people I know 
every day and that makes it feel like 
the country, where everyone knows 
everyone.” One variation Gorham 
has noted in his new city fans, how- 
ever, is their egregious lack of dance 
abilities. “Once ina while you see a 
couple that really know what they 
are doing, but that’s not the norm 
here,” he observes. 

This Sunday night, Gorham hopes 
to give city dwellers a two-stepping 
lesson at his CD release party. The 
gig, promises its audience a treat— 
some “hardcore danceable country 
music’—as the John Henry Band 
fires up the hall-dance atmosphere 
here in the city.

THE REICH STUFF 


STEVE REICH/BERYL KOROT 

Three Tales (CD+DVD) 

Steve Reich Ensemble/Synergy Vocals 
(Nonesuch/Warer) 
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IF DVD WAS INVENTED FOR SOMEONE, IT WOULD 
have to have been for the husband and wife 
team of Steve Reich and Beryl Korot. He is the 
most important of the minimalists and quite 
possibly the greatest living composer. She is 
an award winning video artist. After their first 
full-length collaboration, 1993's The Cave, they 
were commissioned to write a music theatre 
piece reflecting on the 20th century as it drew 
toa close. Reich and Korot felt the 20th centu- 
ty represented rampant technological change 
and decided to ask questions about it in Three 
Tales. 

The first tale is the DVD-only “Hindenburg.” 
In usual Reich fashion, eyewitness accounts 
and news reports from the time of the ill-fated 
Zeppelin flight are used, and the vocals are 
punctuated with the usual percussion and 
strings. The second movement is the one that 
eally sticks out. Reich's percussive, pulsing 





variations on an excerpt of Wagner's Das 
Rheingold energize the ears while Korot’s 
video animation of workers building the 
Hindenburg is a sight to behold 

The second tale is “Bikini,” based on the 
U.S. government's A-bomb experiments on 
that island. Heavy-handed, but still enjoyable, 
Reich weaves excerpts from government 
broadcasts and films together with the creation 
stories of Genesis. (Perhaps inferring that we 
are destined to blow up the planet anyway?) It 
also focuses on the displacement of the people 
of Bikini from their own island, and compares 
it to how many people overall were displaced 
during the 20th century. 

“Dolly,” the third tale, works amazingly well 
on CD but gets very tedious on DVD. Focusing 
on the sheep of the same name, it takes a 
Close look at the question of cloning and the 
progression in human-like robotics. Potentially 
ominous, the scientists surpnsingly tend to 
keep it light, prompting discussion rather than 
fright.

YOU NEEDN'T LOOK FURTHER THAN 
the Sex Pistols, who are increasingly 
looking like a bizarre hybrid of the 
Royal family and the cast ofa ’70s Brit 
sex farce, to figure out that the loss of 
Joe Strummer amounts to more thana 
finality in his refusal to reassemble /tis 
team of punk pioneers, the Clash, for 
fun or profit. 

No, it’s that after a long absence 
Strummer finally seemed to be getting 
into a groove again, once more adding 
much-needed spice to the pop-culture 
gumbo with his unique bongo-beat 
poetry and punkyreggaeparty mixes. 
Between the break-up of the Clash in 
the early ‘80s, to his tepid first steps 
recording with a band again, ‘99's Rock, 
Art and the X-Ray Style, with the 
Mescaleros, Strummer became a bit of 
a wanderer—a spotty solo project here, 
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Do any of the following sound like you?

there. Maybe even a bit of acting in an 
indie film if it struck his fancy. Ina way 
it was admirable. He had seared rock 
‘n’ roll culture with an apocalyptic 
brew of punk, ska, rockabilly, dub— 
you name it—and then he seemed to 
just walk away. He didn’t languish in 
the glory of his past, nor did he seem to 
hurry in the least establishing a new 
project. 

But, with the release of Stummer 
and the Mescaleros’ Global'A Go Goin 
2001—a scant two years after X-Ray 
(mere minutes in post-Clash time)—it 
seemed like Joe was finally back in the 
game, perhaps for good. Then, just 
Over a month after coming off of tour 
in support of that album—and head- 
ing straight back into the studio to lay 
down some road-tested tracks— 
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Strummer died of a heart attack. 

With just four proper vocal mixes 
and smattering of live-off-the floor and 
rough, guide vocal tracks to work 
with, Mescaleros Martin Slattery and 
Scott Shields set themselves up in the 
studio to see if they could pull from 
these pieces what would be, sadly, the 
last broadcast from one of rock's most 
onginal voices. 

Scott Shields spoke to SEE from his 
home in London about the process of 
making this album, Streetcore, a rau- 
cous and uplifting recording that’s 
been garnering critical raves 


There’s an interesting film on the 
making of George Harrison’s final 
album—he knew he was thoving on, 
so he gave explicit instructions for his 
son to finish the recording. With Joe 
dying so unexpectedly, you obvious- 
ly didn’t have such guidance. Was 
there a pressure to get it just the way 
you think he may have wanted it, or, 
as a member of his band, were you 
comfortable enough knowing what 
kind of sound he was going for? 
Well, Martin [Slattery] and [had pro- 
duced the last album [Global A Go Gol, 
and we'd been there since the concep- 
tion of the Mescaleros, if you like. I 
didn’t profess to know what Joe was 
into for quite some time, but for this 
record we were all kind of working on 
the same page. We were trying to 
make a record that was easily accessi- 
ble and perhaps more carefully con- 
structed than the last one. And also to 
try and put some songs in it that 
would take the place of the Clash 
songs we were playing live. We want- 
ed some of our own songs that had the 
same energy and the same kind of 
stomping choruses, y’know—the 
things people can jump up and down 
to when they go see a live concert. 


Very few people can say they were in 
one of the world’s greatest rock 
bands. Do you think that on previous 
releases he shied away from that big, 
Clash sound? 
Ahhh, I don’t know—whatwe did 
was really a natural progression. There 
was nothing carefully calculated. We'd 
go out and try to make the weirdest 
music possible. Joe was always into 
imentation and moving forward. 
I don’t think he thought about it—it 
was just kind of natural what Joe did. 
Hmmm. I guess it was us that were 
pushing him into making a more 
accessible record. We were apis 
le coming to gigs. Initially, 
enetneceied playing, it was just all 
Clash fans—old people there to see us 
play Clash songs.

New location, new Plastikman 
album from Richie Hawtin 


FOR ALMOST 15 YEARS, SOME OF 
the most important and influential 
sounds of techno have come froma 
big, old house on a street corner in 
Windsor, Ontario. Richie Hawtin 
took all of the music he’d heard as a 
young man—be it on Jeff Mills’ 
“Fast Forward” radio show or, with 
his brother, at nights at the leg- 
endary Music Institute in Detroit— 
and embarked on a DJ and produc- 
tion career that would not only pay 
tribute to these sounds, but would 
also be completely from his own 
blueprint. The label he set up with 
John Acquaviva, Plus 8, has become 
one of the most respected and col- 
lected labels in the world, and his 
DJing skills still leave crowds happi- 
ly spun out worldwide. Plastikman 
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is his most popular production alias 
and his new album Closer is out this 
week. Hawtin’s somewhere...on the 
road?...and ready to talk about it. 


Richie Hawtin: I'm not really on the 
road. I'm actually at my new apart- 
ment in Berlin. 

Remix: So will Berlin be your new 
home base? Or will you split time 
between Berlin and Windsor? 

RH: I can see myself staying here for 
the most part. At least in the early, 
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initial stages. But I will be retaining 


my main home and studio in 
Windsor, and all the offices for 
Minus will stay in Windsor. So, I’m 
sure I'll be back and forth. 


Why Berlin? Was it certain artists, 
labels, movements etc.? 

For me, Berlin is the centre of the 
electronic [music] world right now, 
and it’s only at the beginning stages. 
There’s so many artists here that 
have moved from all over the world. 
There's a lot of inspiration in the city, 
and it reminds me of Detroit in the 
early days. A lot of artists having 
open relationships, helping each 
other out. I’m really here to become 
more inspired and challenged by the 
people around me—to have the cre- 
ative conversations and spontaneous 
meetings that just weren’t happen- 
ing in Detroit anymore. I’d just been 
in Detroit so long, I knew and 
understood everyone there. Here, 
I’m the new kid in town. 


It’s been ten years of Plastikman. 
What inspired that style of yours? 

1 think Plastikman was born out of 
my early records and early experi- 
ences in Detroit. Playing long, long 
sets, and really just messing with 
people's heads. Tripped-out, dark, 
but progressive. A whole melting 
pot of these ideas became 
Plastikman. It was about taking the 
sounds of these special, early parties 
in Detroit and bringing it to the rest 
of the world. That’s where it began 
and with Closer, I feel this is the end 
of the first chapter of that series—the 
first ten years of Plastikman. 


The album is quite different, but 
listening closely you can still hear 
certain sounds, moods that are vin- 
tage Plastikman. But it’s much 
more expressive, darker... 
Plastikman has always been closer to 
me than any of my other projects. It 
always captures a bit of my person- 
ality and my psyche, which is a little 
bit darker and removed. On this 
album, using some different instru- 
mentation and my voice, I felt was 
able to get closer to the original 
Plastikman idea than ever before. I 
always use some existing 
Plastikman ideas so people can be 
easily drawn into the work and the 
new sounds, textures, and ideas.

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continuation of Consumed. So you 
have some of the same effects, then 
the strings come in and you hear me 
talking.

It's something that I’ve been interest- 
ed in for a number of years, but I 
don’t think I’ve gone far enough or 
fast enough. It’s funny, though, as 
you ask this, I’ve been writing down 
ideas for my next project. Probably 
the third part of the DE9 series. It 
will cover a lot of different trends in 
art and technology right now. But 
because it’s something that I’m start-

ing to work on, I’m not going to say 
anymore about it. 


You've also revived Plus 8 again. 
Recent releases by you, False and 
Woody McBride. What's it like get- 
ting that going again? 
I wanted to slow Plus 8 down when 
I started Minus because I knew it 
would overshadow the new label, 
and it needed to be quiet and let the 
new label grow. Now both labels 
have their own pace and there'll be 
new stuff coming out regularly on 
both of them.

What the Canuck? 


Exploring our unique 
neurosis about sex 


“WELCOME TO CANADA! PLEASE CHECK 
your logic and libidos at the door.” 

You probably won't see it as a national 
slogan anytime soon, but these words 
pretty much sum up the Canuck attitude 
when it comes to sex, according to 
author Chris Gudgeon. His latest book, 
The Naked Truth: The Untold Story of 
Sex in Canada (Greystone Books), tack- 
les our uniquely Canadian sexual neu- 
roses. 

Oddly enough, most of this material 
didn’t turn up in CBC’s 17-part series, 
Canada: A People’s History. Odd 
because, as Gudgeon’s book makes it 
clear, our sexual history has helped 
define us as a people. 

After seeing a poll that ranked 
Canadians among the sexiest people 
alive, humourist Gudgeon—whose previ- 
ous books include Stan Rogers, You're 
Not as Good as You Think You Are, and 
Consider the Fish—turned his shock into 
Curiosity and decided to report on the 
State of the nation’s (sexual) union. In 
view of the historians and sex 
researchers, the nudists and male strip- 
pers, Gudgeon shoots “a slightly dirty 
snapshot” of our country. He travels 
from coast to coast and back in time, 
whence he reveals a sexual history that 
leads from the Ancient Greeks to the 
Victorians, and, finally, to the shores of 
The Great White North. 

“As America was child of the 
Enlightenment, Canada was born of the 
Victorian era, the Golden Age of 
Hypocrisy, when sex was officially bound 
to the bonds of holy matrimony, and 
then in moderation only (though not 
without pleasure),” writes Gudgeon. “We 
can certainly see vestiges of Victorian 
hypocrisy. Throughout Canada’s history, 
the moral and legal position on sex has 
frequently been out of sync with actual 
behaviour.” 

Case in point: Canada’s pornography 
and prostitution laws. 

“It is legal to have sex with a fourteen- 
year old (as long as you're not in a posi- 
tion of authority),” Gudgeon writes, “but 
illegal to look at a picture of a twenty- 
five-year-old pretending to be a seven- 
teen-year-old having sex.” 

Canadians, continues Gudgeon, 
“aren't clear about what constitutes pub- 
lic and private space and will often sacri- 
fice individual rights for the sake of a per- 
ceived morality.” 

He also argues that our ongoing 
“we're-not-America” identity extends to 
sex, too, in part because of our historical 
separation of church and state. And by 
extension, the separation of state and 
bedroom, made manifest by Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau—a man who personified our 
neurotic sexual identity by being all rea- 
son and passion at once—when he 
announced that the state had no busi- 
ness in the bedrooms of the nation. 

But while Trudeau's statement res- 
onated with Canadians, it was, in fact, the 
bill he introduced at the time—the 1967 
Omnibus Bill—that has probably had a 
greater impact on our national sexual 
identity than any subsequent piece of 
legislation. This bill made birth control 
methods and abortion more readily avail- 
able, divorce more accessible, and it 
removed homosexuality from the 

inal 





identities are entangled in events and 
issues such as The Winnipeg Labour 
Strike, the Red Scare, and even the birth 
of the Dionne quintuplets. 

“Anette, Cécile, Yvonne, Emilie and 
Marie quickly became the most famous 
babies in the world, a human equivalent 
of Niagara Falls, and a sublime example 
of the near-terrifying fertility of the land,” 
Gudgeon says. 

Yes it’s true. By 1867, Niagara Falls 
had become the Honeymoon Capital of 
the World because it was “a potent sym- 
bol of the awesome{,} natural limitless- 
ness of the new country.” From the 
beginning, then, Gudgeon argues, 
“Canada and sex were linked in the 
world’s imagination.” 

Other historical tidbits, like those 
touching on organized nudism (er, natur- 
ism) and swinging, are interesting and 
entertaining, though, sadly, Club 
L’Orage—a swingers club in Montreal 
that fought one of the most famous court 
battles for the rights of swingers—is 
referred to as Club L’Orange. Not once, 
but several times. 

And while reading this highly-detailed 
history of the Canadian laws that shape 
pornography, prostitution, and obscenity 
Can get a bit tedious, Gudgeon’s sum- 
maries do make one point loud and clear: 
As a country, we are both tolerant of, and 
freaked out by, sex. 

The book could do without its more 
silly elements, like The Great Canadian 
Sex Test. More useful, perhaps, are 
entries such as the top ten listing of nude 


beaches in Canada (the only two official 
ones are Wreck Beach in Vancouver and 
Hanlan’s Point on Toronto Island), and 
the finer points of nude beach etiquette. 
Also fun is “The Erotic Map of Canada,” 
which charts charming locations like 
Bare Butt Bay in Northern Ontario, The 
Nipples (off the coast of BC), and Cuddle 
Lake in Manitoba. 

The fact that Gudgeon cites experts 
like Fran Shaver, whose field research 
and anti-mainstream findings on prosti- 
tution are rarely made accessible to the 
general public, is also commendable.
